Area 
9s chance for second Harper campus seems remote

The chance that Buffalo Grove will be 


chosen as Iho slto for a second Harper 
College campus Is remote, but not Impos- 
sible, college officials said yesterday. 


Tha Herald learned Wednesday that a 


site near the northwest corner of Arling- 
ton Heights and Dundee roads Is being 
considered for a campus to supplement 
the main campus in Palatine. 


Jack Lucas, director of planning for 


Iho college, said yesterday the final deci- 
sion on whether to build a second Harper 
campus may not bo made for at least a 
year. If the campus Is added, the prima- 
ry slto for It Is at the northwest corner of 
Palatine and Schocnbcck roads in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Lucas said if It is impossible to build 


on the Arlington Heights site, Harper of- 
ficials may seek to buy the Buffalo 
Grove property that is owned by village 
resident, Leona Hupp. 


"I DON'T KNOW what could come up 


that we couldn't get the Schoenbeck site, 
but If we couldn't, the Buffalo Grove site 
would certainly be one we would consid- 
er." 


The land In question Is a 140-acre par- 


cel that lies mostly behind the Buffalo 
Grovo Mall. About one-quarter of the 
property fronts Dundee Road next to the 
Berkshire Trace apartments. The site Is 
one of six possible locations being consid- 
ered for the proposed campus. 


Advantages of locating the proposed 


campus in Buffalo Grove, Lucas said, 
are that utilities are readily available, 
traffic Is not particularly a problem and 
Rte. 53 would provide a good access 
route to the school. 


Village Mgr. Don Larson said sewer 


and water lines presently run directly In 
front of the Happ property. He said Buf- 
falo Grove will also be in a better posi- 
tion than Arlington Heights to provide 
fire and police protection to the school 
because the stations are closer. 


"It would be very prestigious for us," 


said Larson, commenting on the possi- 
bility of the school being built in Buffalo 
Grove. He added that a junior college 
will fit in with the light industrial and 
residential land uses indicated for the 


Happ property in the village's master 
plan. 


MRS. HAPP WAS not available for 


comment yesterday, but her son, Rich- 
ard, said the family has no immediate 
plans to consider selling the property 
which Harper officials are interested in. 
The family has not been contacted by 
anyone from Harper, he said. 


Happ refused to put a value on the 


land, but other property fronting Dundee 
Road is currently selling for $100,000 an 
acre for commercial uses. The village 
master plan sets the value of residential 
property such as the portion of the Happ 
property In back of the mall at $25,000 an 
acre. 


The Schoenbeck site, owned by the 


Mayo Foundation, a non-profit corpo- 
ration affiliated with the Mayo Clinic In 
Rochester, Minn., is conservatively val- 
ued at $25,000 an acre. 


The main reason the Schoenbeck site 


was picked over the Buffalo Grove site, 
according to Lucas, is because there is a 
greater student population in Arlington 
Heights. 


"The problem with Buffalo Grove is 


that we would get almost no students 
from north of the site," he said. "Lake 
County is out of our district Which would 
leave us with a blind side. At the Schoen- 
beck site, we would draw students from 
all directions." 


ADLAI STEVENSON High School Dist 


125, which serves the Lake County sec- 
tion of Buffalo Grove and unincorporated 
Lake County north of Wheeling, is one of 
six Lake County high school districts that 
are not presently In any junior college 
district. 


These high school districts have until 


next Jan. 1 to join an existing junior col- 
lege district or band together to form a 
new district of their own. After that date, 
they will be assigned to a junior collego 
district by the Illinois Junior College 
Board. 


The Dist. 125 school board will discuss 


their plans on which junior college dis- 
tric to join at a June 4 meeting.

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Drainage ditch 
funding clears 
Senate committee

A bill allocating $130,000 for Improve- 


ments to the Buffalo Crock-Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch has passed the Illinois 
Senate appropriations committee, and Is 
expected to come before the full Senate 
shortly. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said that if the bill passes, $50,000 would 
bo used for the proposed retention basin 
In the Arlington Country Club and 
$100,000 would be used for creek Im- 
provements from Heritage Park to the 
DCS Plalncs River. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove officials 


were in Springfield Tuesday to testify In 
favor of the bill before the committee. 
The measure was introduced last month 
by Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfield, and 
Sen. Karl Bernlng, R-Dccrflcld. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said the unanimous committee ap- 
proval was a hopeful sign. "A major 
hurdle was crossed when It was ap- 
proved by the appropriations com- 
mittee," he snld. 


IT IS LARSON'S understanding that 


once a bill is approved by the appropria- 
tions committee It Is almost assured of 
passage by the legislature. 


Passolt, however, was less optimistic 


about the bill's passage. "It docs not ap- 
pear to have support," he said. "It docs 
not have the support of the adminis- 
tration. They have their own bill which 
provides only $25,000 for Buffalo Creek." 


The Wheeling manager said passage of 


the bill will enable his village to start 
long-needed improvements to the Wheel- 
ing Drainage Ditch. He said these im- 
provements Include widening and dredg- 
ing the creek from Heritage Park to the 
DCS Plalncs River to Improve the flow of 
water. 


Wheeling lost year forfeited $60,000 In 


state money for the project when resi- 
dents In the Mcadowbrook West area ob- 
jected that too many trees would have to 
bo removed to widen the creek. The vil- 
lage postponed the project because of 
these objections, thus forfeiting the mon- 
ey. 


Passolt said improving the flow of wa- 


ter In the creek will help reduce flooding 
in upstream areas by preventing the wa- 
ter from backing up during heavy rains. 


THE RETENTION lake planned for 


the Arlington Country Club will also re- 
duce flooding by decreasing the amount 
of water released Into the creek during 
heavy rains. 


Larson said $80,000 of the $130,000 


needed from the state has already been 
appropriated for the retention lake. He 
said the $50,000 from this new bill will 
provide the rest of the money needed. 


The Buffalo Grove manager said con- 


struction of the five-acre retention lake 
will probably begin In October. An agree- 
ment was recently reached with the own- 
ers of the golf course and Buffalo Grove 
to allow construction. 


The project will be jointly financed by 


the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District 


(MSD), Buffalo Grove and the state. Buf- 
falo Grove will provide $80,000, the MSD 
$120,000 and the state $130,000 for the ba- 
sin. 


The retention lake will have a capacity 


for 16 million gallons of water. It is de- 
signed to alleviate flooding in White 
Pino Ditch, Buffalo Creek and the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch. 


BOTH VILLAGE managers said they 


did not know when the bill will come be- 
fore the Senate. Passolt said, however, 
he Is prepared to return to Springfield 
with a group of interested citizens if his 
support is needed for passage of the bill. 


The Wheeling manager said he also ex- 


pects his village board to pass a resolu- 
tion supporting the bill. Ho said, how- 
ever, he is not counting on the state mon- 
ey to finance the project. 


"I never count on state money until it's 


In my hand, because I have yet to see 
penny one," he said.

MSD attorney to negotiate sale 
Village may buy old setvage plant

The Village of Wheeling, is one step 


closer to buying the defunct Wheeling 
sewage treatment plant on Nancy Lane 
where the village proposes to build a mu- 
nicipal garage. 


The Metropolitan Sanitary 
District 


(MSD) board, acting as a committee of 
the whole, yesterday declared the 2.3- 
acre site as surplus land. The board 
committee also directed the MSD attor- 
ney to have the property appraised and 
to negotiate a sale to Wheeling. 


Wheeling officials have been negotiat- 


ing with the MSD since February, when 
they learned the district planned to offer 
the property for sale. Previously, the 
MSD had offered to lease the site to the 
Wheeling Park District If the park dis- 
trict would clear the site and remove e 
cncrete treatment tanks. 


The park district turned down the lease 


because It would cost about $10,000 to re- 
move the concrete tanks and restore the 
property to a usable state. 


Passolt said that If th« village buys the 


property, part of the site will probably 
be used for a municipal garage. He said 
this garage will merely be used to store 
village vehicles and not for maintenance 
work. 


"WE ANTICIPATE giving part of the 


site to the park to expand their park fa- 
cilities in that area," Passolt said. He 
noted that the site adjoins a park district 
tot lot which serves the Meadowbrook 
area. 


Passolt said the village was interested 


in the property in part because of its lo- 
cation. "I don't know that the property, 
as It is, will be much use to anyone else 
because it is kind of landlocked, whereas 
we would have access to it," he said. 
"Also we could have envisioned a lot of 
problems if some private person pur- 
chased it." 


The manager said the site will also be 


advantageous to village flood control pro- 
grams because it is located on the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch. 


If the village buys the treatment plant, 


it will assume responsibility for remov- 
ing the concrete tanks. It will also be 
responsible for the security of an MSD 
control device located on the property. 


Wheeling sold the plant to the MSD in 


1957 for $252,041. Passolt, however, ex- 
pets the cost of the site to be substan- 
tially less this time. "It will be consid- 
erably less because we were selling them 
an operating sewage treatment plant," 
he said. 


THE MANAGER SAID he did not think 


there will be any problem in determining 
the price of the property. "I would sus- 
pect that we will be able to arrive at a 
mutually agreeable price," he said. 


Passolt was pleased that the MSD had 


taken action towards the sale of the site. 
"I'm delighted that they have declared it 
surplus property because there was some 
question whether they would," he said. 


"But it really hasn't been resolved yet 
until we find out the price." 


According to Passolt, the village had 


explored the possibility of leasing the 
property from the district. "The problem 
with leasing was that any lease that the 
MSD gives out has a one-year cancella- 
tion clause even though it is a 20-year- 
lease," he said. "And we would thus be 
reluctant to build on it." 


Manager suspected of theft 


Mount Prospect police have issued a 


warrant for the arrest of the former 
manager of the Mister Donut shops in 
Wheeling and Mount Prospect, who alle- 
gedly stole more than $1,700 from the 
two stores. 


Robert Maginnls, owner of the shops, 


reported the theft after checking various 
bank accounts to see if the money had 
been deposited. He told police he could 
find no trace of the receipts, petty cash 
and money from cigaret machines for 
the weekend of May 12 and 13. 


Maginnls signed the complaint against 


the former manager Charles Sanders af- 
ter being contacted by the owner of a 
Mr. Donut shop in Wichita, Kan. The 
Wichita owner said Sanders had been in 
his store bragging about how he had tak- 
en the money from the Wheeling and 
Mount Prospect stores, said police. 


Police also said about $1,100 had been 


taken from the Mount Prospect store at 
700 E. Rand Rd., and about $600 had 
been stolen from the Wheeling shop at 
727 W. Dundee Rd. 


According to police, Sanders is now liv- 


ing in Wichita at the home of a friend.

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Fill your tank before the holiday weekend

Gasoline shortages should prompt mo- 


torists to make sure they've got a full 
gas tank by Saturday afternoon to make 
it through the holiday weekend. 


This Is the advice offered by Herbert 


Hugo, Midwest bureau chief for Platt's 
Ollgram, a petroleum industry publica- 
tion. "Keeping your gas tank filled Is a 
good idea, because many stations are al- 
ready shutting down their operations on 
Sunday because of the gas shortages," 
Hugo said. Some stations restrict the 
amount of gasoline they'll sell to cash 
customers, in deference to credit card 
customers, he said. 


"This is the first holiday weekend 


since the gasoline supply got so short, 
Hugo continued. "One thing you're likely 
to find on Monday of next week is more 
closed stations, since It's two days being 
observed in a row as a holiday. Saturday 
afternoon will be the biggest doggone 
day the Chicago area stations have had 
this season." 


Hugo says most major oil companies 


are pressed by relatively short gasoline 
supplies, but that the Chicago area con- 
tinues to fare better In terms of supply 
than many other areas around the U.S. 
Prices are remaining stable at an aver- 
age 40.9 cents a gallon for regular gaso- 
line, he said. There are exceptions, rang- 
ing from 33.9 cents to 49.9 cents a gallon. 


THE VOLUNTARY allocation program 


announced two weeks ago by the federal 
government, and this week's new alloca- 
tion plan offered by the Interior Depart- 
ment should give many independent 
marketers a break, Hugo said. The 
Society of Independent Gasoline Market- 
ers of America (SIGMA) voted this week

Night meat sales may be a possibility 


• The convenience of buying fresh red 
meat during evening hours could be of- 
fered to consumers through a bill which 
cleared tho Illinois Senate this week and 
fa now ready for consideration in the 
house. 
. Sponsored by State Rep. Torrcl E. 
Clarke, R-Westcrn Springs, the bill would 
require grocery stores to sell all food 
Items, regardless of the time of day. It 
would allow the sale of meat during the 
evening hours. Night meat sales ore now 
prohibited by union regulations, after 6 
p.m. In tho Chicago area. 


Citing tho "gross inconvenience" for 


people v<ho work during tho day and can- 
not buy fresh meat at night Clarke said 
his bill would not impair contracts effec- 
tive before tho bill Is signed. 


ALL PREVIOUSLY cut and packaged 


meat, fish and other food items In stock 
during daytime hours could be sold dur- 
ing the evening under Clarke's bill. 


Hugh Muncy, president of the Illinois 


R e t a i l Merchants Association, said 
Thursday tho association generally sup- 
ports Clarke's bill. "In tho long run In a 
free competitive market, there should be 
no restriction on what the consumer 
"gets, when ho wants It," said Muncy. 


Commenting on the objection by some 


members of tho Amalgamated Moat Cut- 
ters and Butchers Workmen Union, 
which voted down a contract provision in 
1072 to allow night meat sales, Muncy 
said this would require some "adjust- 
ment" on the port of merchants. A vote 
by the union's Local S48 membership last 
October showed opposition to night meat 
soles, by a margin of almost four to one. 


Following tho vote, a new contract be- 


tween tho union and major Chicago area 
food storo chains was announced, in- 
eluding wage and benefit increases. No 
provision for the later hours of work was 
provided. Union secretary-treasurer R. 
Emmett Kelly blamed shoppers, the 
news media and fellow union members 
for distorting the facts and making tho 
Issue a controversial one. 


Three butchers contacted by the Her- 


ald Thursday indicated they will follow 
the Local 548 position on tho Clarke bill. 
One Mount Prospect butcher said, "I 
don't want to make any enemies, so I 
won't make any comment." 


G E O R G E FHEUND, owner of 


George's Quality Market in Des Plaines, 
said "I think the main thing is what the 
union will say. I think the union will fight 
it, and take it to court if it's passed." 


Some butchers would probably lose 


their jobs If night meat sales are allowed 
in the Chicago area, Freund said. 
"There's talk about inconvenience," he 
added. "I'm sure there is some inconven- 
ience but I don't think anybody who had 
money for meat has starved because 
they couldn't get any. 


"The chain stores want It (night meat 


sales), because they'd end up gobbling 
up all tho business and they don't have 
any competition," Freund added. 


"I'm not to happy about the bill," said 


Bob Goebbert, owner of Bobs' Market in 
Arlington Heights. He said he'll wait to 
hear the union position before making 
any additional judgments. 


No official statement was available 


late Thursday on the Clarke bill.

This is significant, 
said Hugo, because it indicates the Inde- 
pendents have faith that the voluntary 
program will allow added supplies to 
reach their membership in the near fu- 
ture. 


Ralph Porcelll of the Gasoline Retai- 


lers of Metropolitan Chicago is skeptical 
of the reports of gasoline shortages. "It's 
a manmade shortage to force out the In- 
dependent dealers who have been able to 
keep prices 3 to 7 cents a gallon lower 
than the major brand dealers," he said 
Thursday. "The big companies want to 
knock the little'guys down. The oil com- 
panies are trying to force the govern- 
ment to restore the depletion allowance 
they lost a few years ago." 


MAJOR OIL company refineries are 


only running at SO to 75 per cent capac- 
ity, Porcelll contends. "They're In- 
tentionally holding down supplies to jack 
up prices. The government requested 
major oil companies to share their gaso- 
line supplies with independents but they 
refused." 


A spokesman for the regional Exxon 


office in Oak Brook, says his company is 
quite willing to go along with govern- 
ment guidelines, "but very little if any of 
our product is going to the indepen- 
dents." 


On the supply outlook for the coming 


weekend, the Exxon spokesman said, 
"We feel we have adequate supplies to 
provide our dealers over the weekend. 
That is, at the present time." There may 
be spot shortages in different localities, 
he said, but no company-wide problem is 
anticipated. 


"IT'S IMPOSSIBLE to predict whether 


there will be enough gas for the week- 
end, a Shell spokesman said on Thurs- 
day. 


A GULF representative said yesterday, 


"It's gonna be tight. Cross your fingers, 
there could be some spot shortages. 
We've been telling the public about the 
energy crisis for three or four years but 
they act like they don't believe it." 


Meanwhile, a shortage of natural gas 


is causing speculation that the city of 
San Antonio, Tex., will run out of fuel for 
its electric generators by next weekend. 
The city was cut back by its major sup- 
plier by more than two thirds. Alternate 
supplies of fuel may enable the city to 
operate its generators another two 
weeks. The city's public service board 
accuses its supplier, Coastal States Gas 
Producing Co., of pressuring for higher 
rates.

Hotel-convention complex 
opening target: late '74

October, 197-4, was announced yes- 


terday as the target date for the' 
opening of a $65 million hotel and 
convention center known .as the Chi- 
c a g o-O'Hare International. Trade 
Center. 


The complex, which may also In- 


elude a 20,000 scat indoor sports sta- 
dium, is planned for 63 acres east of 
Arlington Heights Rood and south of 
the Northwest Tollwny. 


Backers of the project said yester- 


day that they are "actively seeking" 
annexation of the property to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


Financing for the complete project 


is under the direction of and secured 
through the First Arlington National 
Bank, Douglas W. Dodds, president. 


THE COMPLEX will be built in 


several stages and If developed to its 
final plan, would represent an $80 to 
$85 million Investment. 


The convention center will put 


nearly eight acres under roof and 
have 220,000 square feet of exhibit 
space — about half the area of Chi- 
cago's McCormlck Place. 


A twin-tower, 15-story hotel with 


1,000 rooms will connect with the 
convention hall. 


Promoters said they hoped to 


break ground for the convention hall 
In August, and open the facility in 
October of 1074. The first of the two 
hotel towers, with 500 rooms, will 
open seven to eight months later; 
they said. The hotel operator has not 
yet been determined. 


GEORGE W. FURMAN. senior 


vice president of the trade center, 
said plans for the Indoor stadium 
"are still in the courtship stages." 
He sold he is currently negotiating 
with numerous professional sports 
teams, both in and outside Chicago, 
but declined to name any specific or- 
ganizations. 


Furman would not comment on 


whether he was negotiating with Jor- 
don Kaiser, part-owner of the Chi- 
cago Cougars, who is reportedly 
planning an Indoor stadium in Pala- 
tine, across from Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


"The stadium Is a concept, not a 


reality right now. 'But it could be 
constructed In 18 months if we decide 
to go with one," he said. 


Furman said the complex definite- 


ly would be in Arlington Heights, 
rather than neighboring Elk Grove 
Village, partly because "the majority 
of the developers are residents of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


THE 65-ACRE site is owned by 


Carl Klchm, president of the Charles 
Klehm Nursery in Arlington Heights. 


A promotional slide show for the 


trade center characterized Arlington 
Heights as "a healthy suburban area 
w h e r e the average income is 
$17,000." 


Before ground can be broken for 


the complex, development plans and 
an annexation petition will have to be 
presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission and then be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


AS OF YESTERDAY, no date had 


been set for a plan commission hear- 
ing, a village spokesman said. 


The Arlington Heights Road-Toll- 


way location was chosen because of 
its ease of access and its closeness to 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, Furman 
said. Nearly three years of planning 
and research have already gone into 
the project, he added. 


Rlntz said he did not know whether 


development of the trade center 
would bring about construction of a 


complete Tollway Interchange at Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


"We know there are plans for a 


full interchange and we know the 
Tollway owns the land, but we have 
had no official word from them that 
they will do it," he said. 


PRESENTLY, ONLY west-bound 


cars on the Tollway can exit at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and only east- 
bound Tollway lanes are accessible 
off of Arlington Heights Road. 


Furman said the International 


Trade Center will create jobs for sev- 
eral thousand people, and is expected 
to add $100 million annually to the 
area's economy by its second year of 
operation. 


Twelve major expositions have al- 


ready been booked into the new facil- 
ity, he said, but he declined to say 
what they were. Furman said the 
number of bookings will determine 
the future expansion of the trade cen- 
ter complex. 


He broke down the cost of the facil- 


ities as being about $20 million for 
the convention center, $15 million for 
the first hotel tower, $30 million for 
stadium development, $10 million for 
the second hotel tower and $6 million 
for additions to the convention cen- 
ter. 


Included in the plans Is parking for 


7,400 cars and 120 buses. 


The convention hall will have 25- 


foot ceilings and no windows. 


FURMAN SAID the International 


Trade Center would "complement" 
not 
c o m p e t e with Chicago's 


McCormlck Place. He said the Chi- 
cago area Is currently losing con- 
vention business to other cities be- 
cause there are not now enough de- 
sirable facilities. 


Other large buildings that have 


been improvised for exhibitions are 
phased out, he said, adding that the 
International Trade Center is de- 
signed foremost as a convention cen- 
ter with a supporting hotel. 


Among the other facilities being 


considered for the complex are a ten- 
nis club, swimming pool, health club, 
art gallery and possibly a bowling al- 
ley.

Students build house in Tinibercrest 
'Ben's Builders' on the job

"Ben's builders" build houses for High 


School Dist. 211. 


As part of a program in industrial edu- 


cation, 36 Schaumburg High School stu- 
dents arc building a house in the Tim- 
bercrcst subdivision of Schaumburg. 


Each has his own job to do and he 


takes it seriously, working in two-hour 
intervals each school day. Looking at the 
students hammering and painting, an ob- 
server could easily mistake them for 
construction workers making a standard 
union wage. 


The teacher, Ben Hathaway, super- 


vises the construction. He was a building 
contractor for 18 years before coming to 
Dist. 211 and a few months ago he was 
named Schaumburg High School teacher- 
oMhc-yeor. 


Each day three groups of juniors and 


seniors, "Ben's builders," arrive at 406 
Cypress Ct. to work on the three-bed- 
room, one-story brick-and-frame house. 
"Ninety-nine per cent of the work has 
been done by the boys," Hathaway said 
recently. They installed the plumbing, 
did the electrical work, poured concrete 
and put up (ho frame, walls, floor and 
roof, ho said. Landscaping will be done 
by a horticulture class at Conant High 
School. 


THE MARKET value of the completed 


house will be about $38,000, Hathaway 


said, and it will be auctioned off this 
summer to the highest bidder over Us 
cost to the school district The land was 
purchased by the district for $8,500 and 
materials will cost the school $24,000. 
Hathaway said. The boys have been 
working on the house since November 
and will complete it June 7. 


The experience gained by students in 


the class should be good training for con- 
struction work, Hathaway said. "They've 
had an opportunity to learn some skills 
that are salable," he said. 


The course is one way of extending 


vocational classes outside the school 
building, said Hathaway. Schaumburg 
High School has a small shop area, he 
said, with no auto lab, and minimal 
woodworking, machine shop and elec- 
tronics facilities. Under these conditions 
a "limited number of projects can be of- 
fered," he said. 


But students in Hathaway's building 


construction class have an opportunity to 
experiment with many job skills while 
building the house. The course was of- 
fered for the first time this year. 


More than 100 students have applied 


for the course next year, even though en- 
rollment is limited to 36. The district has 
recently purchased three building lots 
near Schaumburg. 


HATHAWAY says he doesn't like to 


take credit for the success of the pro- 
gram and he views his recognition as 


teacher of the year "as something that 
gives me greater incentive to prove they 
weren't wrong." 


The program has received "great co- 


operation" from businessmen in the com- 
munity, said Hathaway. The Schaum- 
burg Village Building Department was 
"very generous with their help" in ex- 
plaining zoning codes, building permits 
and building inspections to the students. 
0. V. Anderson of Union Oil Co., located 
the land for the house and Campanelli 
Bros, a building company in Schaumburg 
helped the class buy the building mate- 
rials, he said. 


The validity of the course is proven by 


the comments of workers delivering ma- 
terials to the construction site, said Hath- 
away. All of them have said, "I wish 
they had had that program when I was 
in high school," he said.

CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - Engineers 


and ground crews, working within the 
narrowest of margins, raced the count- 
down clock for the 8 a.m. CDT blastoff 
today of tho Skylab astronauts to repair 
their damaged space laboratory. 


Technicians had only a 10-minutc "win- 


dow" in which to execute the launch and 
send astronauts Charles "Pete" Conrad, 
Dr. Joseph P. Kcrwln and Paul J. Weltz 
soaring into earth orbit. 


If tho repairs succeed, the spacemen 


will man the station for 28 days and get 
the $2.6 billion scientific project back on 
track. 


ADDING TO the last-minute rush was 


the discovery that modifications had to 
be made In two of the emergency sun- 
shades that the astronauts will carry into 
orbit to repair Skylab, which was dam- 
aged during launch. 


Scientists found that the nylon fabric of 


(ho sunshades might deteriorate under 
long exposure to solar radiation, so sev- 
eral final-hour changes were made. 


Tho astronauts will be launched aboard 


an Apollo spacecraft modified to ferry 
them to the 188-foot Skylab, which has 
been limping In orbit 271 miles above 
earth since May 14. 


If the astronauts can rig a giant para- 


sol from Inside Skylab, or — as an al- 
ternative — attach one of two awnings 
by walking In space, the space labora- 
tory would be protected from the sun's 
rays, which have made It too hot to be 
habitable. 


THIS WOULD save not only the first 


28-day mission, but 56-day missions 


planned for two other astronauts teams 
later. 


The astronauts will rendezvous with 


the Skylab late this afternoon on their 
fifth revolution around the earth. If prob 
lems delay the blastoff, and they do not 
make their 10-mlnute window, there are 
two lOMi minute windows to morrow and 
Sunday, but In each case It would take 
the Apollo spacecraft 20 trips around the 
earth to chase down Skylab. 


The astronauts were reported to be 


confident and ready. They got haircuts 
and went to the launch pad for a look at 
how the emergency repair gear was 
being stowed Inside the Apollo space- 
craft. 


Conrad and his crew will take with 


them not only the collapsible sunshades, 
but an array of other paraphernalia to be 
used in the repairs. The gear Includes 
shears to be attached to a 10-foot pole to 
cut away debris the astronauts expect to 
find clustered around the space station, a 
boathook-typc Implement for trying to 
pry loose a jammed solar energy panel, 
and a rope-and-pulley arrangement for 
rigging one of the sunshades if neces- 
sary. 


DESPITE THE preparations, the crew- 


men have no way of knowing exactly 
what they will find when they reanh Sky- 
lab. They will have to rely on 10 days of 
special briefings by engineers, long 
hours of training and their own resource- 
fulness to make the laboratory liveable. 


Skylab was damaged during the first 


63 seconds of Its May 14 launch. An 
'nvestigation has been ordered to find out 
precisely what went wrong, but In- 
dications arc that a combination of vi-

• set aside allocations for the diversion of 
Valor from Lake Michigan and said the 
Illinois Department of Transportation 
.UDOT) must hold new public hearings 
;before granting new allocations. 


'• Ths decision from Judge Lloyd Van 
IDctiscn, announced Tuesday, came In n 
•suit filed by the North Shoe Sanitary Dis- 
trict against IUOT and all agencies that 
.'were granted allocations. 


.* The DAMP Water Commission — com- 
•prising DCS Plaines. Arlington Heights, 
•Mount Projpoct and Palatine — was one 
«of the defendants in the suit. The ruling 
' could further delay that commission's at- 
tempt to build n pipeline to the lake In on 
•attempt to provide its residents with an 
' adequate supply of drinking water. 
, The judge's ruling also applied to slm- 
;ll;ir suits brought against IDOT and 
• those agencies receiving allocations by 
; the Metropolitan Sanitary District and 


the City of Highland Park. 


IDOT's Division of Waterways held a 


scries of eight hearings in the spring of 
1070 that resulted in the allocations. 
Judge Van Dcuscn said, however, that 
the hearings did not meet all the require- 
ments of public notice in that they were 
informational meetings only and not for- 
mal public hearings. 


The judge also held that the hearings 


did not follow "basic due process proce- 
dural requirements." He said, "Not one 
party, for example, had an opportunity 
to Introduce evidence In opposition to an- 
other's claim or to cross examine wit- 
nesses." 


The judge, while ruling In favor of the 


plaintiffs on the procedural question, did 
not rule on the larger claim that the allo- 
cations 
went against 
the 
"manifest 


weight" of the evidence presented at the 
hearings. The judge said he could not 
rule on that question because of the 
procedural irregularities.

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Springfield roundup 
ICC suspends water rate hike requests 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - 
Rate In- 


crease requests by two large water com- 
panies were suspended this week by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission, which di- 
rected full public hearings on the pro- 
posed hikes. 


Peorla Water Co., which serves some 


43,600 customers In Peorla, Bortonvtlle, 
Bctlcvue and vicinity, has asked for an 
Increase of 19 per cent, or $894,000 In 
gross revenue. 


Kankakcc Water Co., with about 14,000 


customers In Kankakcc, Bradley, Hour- 
bonnals and the surrounding area, peti- 
tioned for a hike of about IS per cent, or 
approximately $300,000 in additional 
gross revenues.•

NOLAN JONES, acting director of the 


state Department of Personnel, Is re- 
considering the award of a multlmlllion 
— dollad state employes' life Insurance 
contract, Gov. Daniel Walker's office 
said. 


The governor announced last week the 


contract would go to Crown Life Insur- 


ance Co., a Canadian firm. Another bid- 
der, Golden Rule Companies, was re- 
jected despite a nearly identical bid be- 
cause of legal and financial consid- 
erations, administration spokesmen .said. 
Golden Rule is based in Illinois. 


"Additional facts have come to my at- 


tention, facts that require the review," 
Jones said. "The additional facts have a 
bearing on the financial and legal ability 
of the Golden Rule Companies to handle 
the life program." 


Jones said no formal contract has been 


signed with Crown.

THE ILLINOIS Supreme Court is with- 


holding its ruling on the state's program 
of aid to nonpublic schools until the U.S. 
Supreme Court rules on a similar Now 
York case, a state representative who 
sponsored the plan said. 


Rep. Eugene Schllckman, R-Arllngton 


Heights, said resolution of the New York 
case could come before the end of the 
summer, and that the Illinois decision 
should follow shortly thereafter. The Illi- 


nois court already has heard arguments 
on the $30 million program. 


Schllckman testified before the House 


Appropriations Committee, which ap- 
proved aid funds for the coming fiscal 
year for use in the event the Illinois 
court approves the plan.

A SENATE subcommittee Wednesday 


postponed until next week a decision on 
five bills seeking to restore the death 
penalty in Illinois. 


Each of the measures is designed to 


make the death penalty mandatory upon 
conviction for specified crimes. The bills 
differ primarily in their definition of 
which crimes would require capital pun- 
ishment. 


All of the measures are intended to 


meet a U. S. Supreme Court ruling which 
last year eliminated the right of the jury 
to decide for or against a death penalty 
after conviction. That ruling struck down 
Illinois' death penalty.

THE ILLINOIS Senate has called for a 


study to determine what impact environ- 
mental regulations have on the state's 
economy. 


On a 43-1 vote, the Senate approved a 


hill, sponsored by Sen. A. C. Bartulis, 
R-Benld, requiring the Institute for Envi- 
ronmental Quality to study the economic 
impact of existing and proposed pollution 
control regulations. 


The Pollution Control Board, under the 


bill, would then hold public hearings on 
the matter. 


"I think it is imperative for the people 


of Illinois to know if environmental con- 
trols are preventing further economic 
growth," Bartulis said. 


The Senate also passed a bill, spon- 


s o r e d by Sen. Howard Carroll, 
D-Chicago, to grant mayors and village 
presidents power to declare crisis condi- 
tions in their communities in the event of 
mitural disasters. 


Under the bill, which passed 31-2, local 


governments could call upon private con- 
tractors to help in cleanup and rescue 
operations in the wake of disasters.

Lawmakers dangling sales tax cut 'bait' for votes 


SPRINGFIELD (UPD-Some kind of 


cut In the 4 per cent state sales tax on 
food and drugs Is the carrot Illinois law- 
makers arc dangling before voters this 
spring. 


The House has passed and sent to the 


Senate a $10 per person income tax cred- 
it plan that would drain state coffers of 
$110 million each year. Its sponsor, Rep. 
James T. Londrlgan, D-Springflcld, said 


Senate panel 
approves open 
vote-card bill 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - The Illinois 


Senate Elections committee today ap- 
proved bills to open voter registration 
cards to public Inspection and to prohibit 
election workers from helping voters in- 
side voting booths. 


The committee rejected a bill requir- 


ing county board members to be nomi- 
nated in March primary elections and 
elected In regular November elections. 


On a 10-3 vote, the committee approv- 


ed a bill, sponsored by Rep. Philip Col- 
lins, R-Calumct City, that would allow 
public Inspection of voter registration 
cards up to 28 days before an election. 


THE BILL, which already has passed 


the House, also would allow election 
Judges and poll watchers to view the 
cards on election day. 


"There Is definitely a need for the 


books to be opened for public Inspection 
In many counties in Illinois," said Sen. 
Don A. Moore, R-Midlotliian, committee 
chairman. 


Democrats objected to the bill, charg- 


ing it would "create undue havoc" in 
county clerks' offices and would cause 
confusion in polling places on election 
day. 


The commltcc voted 8-5 In favor of a 


bill, also sponsored by Collins, that would 
ban election workers from helping voters 
Inside voting booths who cannot read or 
write English. Aid could be given outside 
the booth. 


S E N . 
H O W A R D 
CARROLLL, 


D-Chlcago, called the proposal "a hor- 
rcndously bad bill" and charged it would 
disenfranchise thousands of voters. 


"Some people who cannot properly 


read or write English would rather re- 
frain from voting than risk embarrass- 
ment In public view," Carroll said. 


On a 7-5 vote, the committee rejected a 


bill, sponsored by Rep. E.J.. Giorgi, 
D-Rockford, that would require candi- 
dates for county offices to be nominated 
In a regular March primary and elected 
in November. Currently, they can be 
nominated by party caucus.

his bill would help offset taxes paid on 
food, drugs and medicine. 


The House two months ago approved a 


50 per cent slash In the tax on food and 
prescription drugs. The Republican-back- 
ed bill would cut from four cents to two 
the state sales tax paid at the check-out 
lanes. The one cent local tax would still 
be collected. 


OTHER PROPOSALS still pending In- 


clude one to drop altogether the state tax 
on food and drugs — including over-the- 
counter remedies like cough syrup as 
. well as prescription drugs. 


Another would simply exempt all drugs 


of any Ilk from state taxation. 


But how far any of them will go de- 


pends on the Senate and Democratic 
Gov. Daniel Walker. And the Senate, if it 
follows the House lead, may well dump 
the whole matter In Walker's lap. 


DESPITE SHARP Republican attacks 


portraying the Londrlgan bill as a costly 
sham, it passed easily, 111-31. Very sim- 
ply — no matter what their doubts about 
the bill — many House members couldn't 
vote against a "tax relief" blU. 


But Republicans sharply questioned 


how much food and drug "tax relief" 
voters will get, and if In fact Londrigan's 
bill has anything at all to do directly 
with food and drugs. 


One Republican said a married couple 


without children would get $20 a year or 
about 40 cents a week — "not very 
much." 


M a j o r i t y Leader William Walsh, 


R-LaGrange Park, said the bill has no 
direct bearing on food and drug taxation 
and he criticized it for "chipping away at 
the fairest tax of all — the state Income 
tax." 


ASSISTANT Majority Leader Kenneth 


W. Miller, R-Stcrllng, said passage of the 
bill could only lead to a hike in the in- 
come tax-something Walker has pledged 
won't happen. 


"I know the governor has said there 


was $500 million in. waste In the state 
budget," Miller said, "but I believe he 
was wrong. If we pass this and other re- 
lief measures, it will dangerously deplete 
the general revenue fund." 


The result, Miller said, would be an 
income tax hike to pay for the programs. 
"I don't want to do that to the people," 
he said. 


Londrigan also was hit because every- 


one in the state — including those on wel- 
fare — would be eligible for a $10 credit. 


"I wish the sponsor had the guts to 


admit this is a bill .to redistribute the 
income," said Rep. Robert Juckett, 
R-Park Ridge. "What this does is take 
money from the productive citizen and 
return it to the people who don't pay 
thdr own way." 


LONDRIGAN said the people "don't 


give a darn about concepts. They just 


want tax relief." 


Londrlgan said his bill Is superior to 


the GOP tax relief plan because it's easy 
to administer. "Under the Republican 
bill, you've got to do the figuring at the 
cash register. And what is food? What 
are drugs? My bill is backed by the tax- 
payers federation, the retailers and the 
Department of Revenue." 


The House has rejected another Demo- 


cratic food and drug "tax relief" plan 
that would have given each person in the 
state a $350 state Income tax exemption 
to offset taxes paid at food and drug 
counters. This was exactly the approach 
Walker suggested.

It starts off: "Come, come, 
come and play spy with me down at the 
Old Watergate."

David Frye's impression of Presi- 
dent Nixon starts: "My administration 
has taken crime off the streets and put it 
into the White House." 


Beverly Hills, Calif., photographer Sid 


Brawer took advantage of the opening 


day of the Senate Watergate committee 
to pass around a loos-leaf kit he put to- 
gether called "The Watergate Papers." 
Apart from pictures of those involved in 
the bugging scandal and many who are 
not, there are cartoons, 
purported 


memos and a check for $200,000 made 
out to CREEP (Committee to Re-Elect 
the President) on "El Banco de Monte- 
zuma's Revenge" at "1600 Calle Pennsyl- 
vania." 


EVEN RECORD companies are having

"Sing a Song of Watergate . . ." Then 
there's "The Watergate Comedy Hour."

WASHINGTON (UPI)-ln waiving any 


claim to executive privilege on testimony 
about wrongdoing committed on his be- 
half during the 1972 election campaigns, 
('resident Nixon has removed all wraps 
from the Senate investigation of the role 
of the While House in the Watergate af- 
fair. 


The waiver apparently will permit wit- 


nesses In testify about discussions with 
the President If they related to Water- 
gate In any way. 


Previously Nixon had ordered wit- 


nesses to remain silent when asked any 
questions about contacts, verbally or 
written, with him. 


HIS NKW position on the matter of ex- 


ecutive privilege avoided a potential 
clash with the Senate committee in- 
vestigating Watergate. It was doubtful 
the committee would recognize executive 
privilege on questions concerned ' with 
criminal acts or skulduggery in the 1972 
campaigns. A confrontation was sure to 
develop unless the President backed 
down. He did. 


Now the committee Is free to find out 


whether the President had any role in 
Watergate other than what he has ac- 
knowledged. 


On April :iO, Nixon stated he accepted 


responsibility 
for 
White 
House 
In- 


volvement In Watergate, but lhat his 
staff misled him. 


On May 22. however. Nixon conceded 


he could have created the climate that 
fostered Wutergale, and he acknowledg- 
ed there had been a covcrup and he had 
limited the Investigation because he 
feared national security was involved.

• In 1970 he approved n plan to spy on 


those Involved In the antiwar movement 
and 
the 
violence 
sweeping 
college 


cnmpuscs. J. Kdgar Hoover opposed and 
scuttled the plan, which Included author- 
ity for Intelligence agents to commit bur- 
glary. 


• One month after that plan was aban- 


doned. Nixon created a White House-lev- 
el intelligence evaluation committee. Its 
assignment was to evaluate and estimate 
domestic Intelligence — the field In- 
lended to lie covered by the plan Hoover 
opposed. That group's activities are 
being Investigated, and Nixon says that 
If it engaged in Illegal activity, it did so 
without his knowledge or authority. The 
group was created because of Nixon's 
dlssastisfaction with the FBI under Hoo- 
ver. 


• After publication of the Pentagon 


Papers, Nixon created a special White 
House intelligence group known as "the 
plumbers" to trace government leaks. 
That group later got other Intelligence 
assignments. 


NIXON. UIIO SAID all those 
In- 


telligence activities had nothing to do 
with Watergate, became worried that the 
CIA may have been Involved with the 
bugging scandal. He ordered the FBI to 
keep hands off any national security 
rnattcn*. and told top aides John Ehrllch- 
man and H. It. Haldeman to contact the 
CIA to make sure that the Intelligence 
operations were kept secret. However, 
the CIA says Ehrllchman and Haldeman 
tried to persuade the CIA to fictionalize 
Involvement In Watergate, and therefore 
stifle FBI Investigations. 


And that's where It stands today —

secret trusts 


Secret land trusts, those forms of 


land ownership in which sucli polit- 
ical notables as Chicago alderman 
Tom Kcanc are involved, are un- 
der n direct and necessary chal- 
lenge from the Illinois legislature. 


S t a t e Sen. Edward Scholl, 


D-Chicago, is sponsor of a Senate 
bill which would gut the provisions 
of land trust law which most often 
violate the public interest. 


And, even in Springfield in 1973, 


there's n good chance the State 
Senate will approve his bill. 


The measure that Scholl has pro- 


posed would require disclosure of 
secret land trust beneficiaries in 
any agreements to buy, sell, lease 
or license government properly, as 
well as during casement proceed- 
ings and negotiations for air and 
• mineral rights. 


According to Scholl, the bill's 


tougher than others currently be- 
fore the legislature. It provides 
stiffcr penalties for violators and 
requires any public official con- 
victed under the proposed law to 
leave office. 


Quasi-governmental bodies, as 


well as state, county and municipal 
governments, are covered under 
the law. Ten days before any gov- 
ernmental unit signs an agreement 
covered by the law, the names of 
the beneficiaries must be published 
(in addition to those persons who 
have an interest in the trust). 


passage. A total of 31 Senators, one 
more than a simple majority, are 
sponsoring the legislation. The pro- 
posal faces a full Senate vote short- 
ly, and will then be-sent to the 
House. 


All of the support for the legisla- 


tion might not have been possible 
without the apparent misdeeds of 
Aid. Kcane, Mayor Daley's floor 
leader in the Chicago City Council. 


Keane, it seems, was beneficiary 


of a secret land trust owned by the 
Airport Parking Corp. of America, 
and APCOA

awarded, without competitive bid- 
ding, the franchise for the parking 
garage at O'Harc International 
Airport.

The system which permitted 


Keane's windfall goes back to the 
1800's. It involves a recorded deed

the beneficiary of the trust) and 
the unrecorded, secret document 
which shows who really controls 
the trust. 


Few good reasons for maintain- 


ing any part of the land trust sys- 
tem exist, but Scholl's proposal is a 
good first step towards modifying 
this archaic system. The benefi- 
ciaries of the improved system will 
be the. taxpayers, who won't be 
footing the bill anymore for get- 
rich-quick schemes shrouded in se- 
crecy by politicians more interested 
in lining their pockets than serving

Buffalo Grove's pre-school program explained 


As director of the Buffalo Grove Park 


District pre-school, I would like to in- 
form the district residents of some facts 
regarding our pre-school program. 


In 1967, under the village of Buffalo 


Grove park and recreation commission, 
the first pre-school program was In- 
stituted. It comprised of one class with 
16 children, one teacher and two parent 
helpers. This program soon expanded. In 
1969, after the Buffalo Grove Park Dis- 
trict was established, the pre-school con- 
tinued to grow. We currently have 160 
children enrolled in seven classes held in 
two locations; Moser Center and the Em- 
merich Park building. Our staff consists 
of a Director-teacher, three teachers and 
four teacher assistants. 


Our goal has always been to provide a 


safe, warm, attractive and rich environ- 
ment that promotes learning and healthy 
development of four and five-year-old 
children. We are not licensed because it 
is not necessary for a park district to be 
licensed. If, in the future it is required, 
we will be licensed. Altough we are not 
licensed, we exceed accreditation stan- 
dards established by the State of Illinois 


Department of Children and Family Ser- 
vices. Our program is recreational, so- 
cial, and educational and not to be con- 
strued as a "day care-nursery school." 


Our staff Is indeed qualified. As direc- 


tor and teacher I meet all established 
educational standards plus 10 years pre- 
school experience, teaching, the last six 
years here in Buffalo Grove. All of our 
teachers have college degrees. The 
teacher assistants are not required to be 
degreed. The entire staff has had experi- 
ence working with young children. Be- 
fore any teacher is hired, each is thor- 
oughly interviewed to assure that she has 
proper abilities and aptitudes to teach 
our children. In addition, her physical 
and emotional health is verified through 
qualified character references and a 
physical examination. We are not psy- 
chologists nor do we claim to be special- 
ists in teaching children with emotional 
or behavioral problems. Our staff at- 
tends conferences and workshops for pre- 
school teachers. We are members of Chi- 
cago and national associations for the 
education of young children and the 
N o r t h w e s t Association of Nursery 


Schools. Attendance at monthly staff 
meetings is required where curriculum is 
discussed, equipment and program plans 
established and evaluated. 


A vital contribution to the success of 


our pre-school has been parent participa- 
tion. We feel it is very important to keep 
the parents informed and involved. We 
ask parents to volunteer to help two 
times in 10 weeks for several reasons. 
We feel it Is important for parents to 
know our program, our teachers, how we 
carry out our goals and to observe the 
child's social development in a play and 
classroom situation. It Is most important 
for the child to realize that his parent is 
interested in his early learning experi- 
ences. If this is not possible (which has 
happened only a few times in six years) 
the parent is asked to pay an additional 
fee of $5. Our fee has remained the same 
for three years. It is $1.50 a day. Three 
days a week, $45 for 10 weeks and two 
days a week. $30 for 10 weeks. 


At time of registration, the parent is 


presented 
information which clearly 


reads, "If, for any reason, the teacher 
feels that a child should not remain in 


class, the cild will be withdrawn and the 
balance of tuition refunded." This Is not 
a snap decision on the part of the teach- 
er. Parents are consulted, individual 
help is offered, advice of the director is 
sought and the needs of the child are up- 
permost when making such a decision. In 
these situations, we are guided by the 
Illinois State Standards which reads as 
follows: "The center shall remove from 
the group any child who after a reason- 
able trial, demonstrates inability to par- 
ticipate in or benefit from the planned 
activities of the center, or whose pres- 
ence is detrimental to the group." 


At the request of the parents In our 


district, we have again begun a pre-reg- 
Istration for our Fall 1973 classes. For 
further information, parents may phone 
the park district office at 537-0336. 


Our program, as well as all of the Buf- 


falo Grove Park District programs, con- 
tinues to grow and Improve. We welcome 
visitors interested in our pre-school. 
Your comments are always welcome.

Cancer' last battle 


A year later, too many guns 


We arc now three years into the 


decade in which it is hoped that 
men will see the final victory of 
medical science over cancer. Prog- 
ress has been and continues to be 
made on many fronts. 


One of the most recent steps was 


the announcement by Dr. Albert B. 
Sabin, developer of live-virus polio 
vaccine, that he and a colleague 
had found a link between two com- 
mon viruses and certain forms of 
cancer. 


The announcement was properly 


cautious: There is evidence that 
the viruses, which ordinarily cause 
fever blisters and cold sores, play 
an important role in some types of 
cancer "in certain individuals un- 
der special conditions." 


According to George Goldenberg, 


pre-iltlonf of Ormont Drug & Chem- 
ical, few researchers now think in 
terms of "curing" cancer, particu- 
larly in light of the widely held 
view that the body is constantly 
producing abnormal cells. 


"The eventual answer — and re- 


searchers stress that it will prob- 
ably be a scries of answers rather 
than a single 'miracle cure' — may 
well be in discovering ways to 
stimulate the body's own defenses 
against cancer," says Goldenberg, 
whose company has Invested heav- 
ily to develop an "early warning" 


cancer detection system. 


There are almost 200 types of 


cancer, he notes, and it Is not 
known how many are caused by vi- 
ruses. But the field of immunology 
offers new hope for very early 
diagnosis of cancer as well as its 
treatment, he adds. 


For instance, a Russian research 


team in Moscow has discovered an 
immunological test for diagnosing 
liver cancer, widespread In South 
and West Africa and Southeast 
Asia. 


Researchers in London are seek- 


ing to develop a mass-screening 
skin test based on the work of 
Lebanese-born American scientist 
Dr. Jack Makari. 


The Importance of the Makari 


test is that it may make it possible 
to detect cancer years before any 
physical "alarms" appear in the 
patient. Obviously, the earlier the 
detection, the better the chances 
for controlling the cancer. 


But research Is long and diffi- 


cult. The answer, suggests Gold- 
enberg, may be a "United Nations 
of Medicine" where cancer re- 
search, regardless of the end goal, 
could be conducted and financed in 
a concerted, Intensified effort to 
eliminate the disease as a major 
killer.

It was just a little more than a year 


ago that the shout went up again across 
the land. 


It was during the last three weeks of 


May 1972 that federal, state and local of- 
ficeholders renewed their almost period- 
ic cry of outrage and shock — demand- 
ing that finally, finally, something must 
be done. 


Certainly, it doesn't seem like a year 


gone by already — probably because 
May 1973 feels more like late September 
In this area of non-climate.

And 
there was much talk of stiffer gun con- 
trol laws. 


This time, it appeared, there was a 


chance to overcome the political power 
of the wealthy gun lobby and enact 
serious handgun legislation. Courageous 
legislators attacked the Insanity of a na- 
tion armed to the teeth with easily con- 
cealed handguns. Bills were introduced 
to require federal registration of hand- 
guns and even a few to ban the own- 
ership of the Instant killers, except by 
policemen. 


But again, those hopes were in vain. 


Just as they had been following the as-

In the past year, nothing really mean- 


ingful has been one to reduce the 20,000 
killings each year by persons armed with 
handguns. 


While there are several bills still pend- 


ing in the Illinois legislature, there ap- 
pears to be little chance for any serious 
rewriting of the law. 


Except maybe for the bill introduced 


by State Sen. Jack Walker, R-Lansing. 


His bill deals with handguns and it 


looks like It may even pass. The Senate 
voted Tuesday 31 to 13 In favor of it. 


A year to the week from the shooting 


of Gov. Wallace those 31 senators took a 
stand on handguns that clearly demon- 
strates their deep concern with human 
life. 


After first rejecting Walker's bill, the 


Senate reconsidered and voted to allow 
retired policemen to carry guns and even 
to allow them to conceal them. 


"These retired policemen — a lot of 


them — have been law officers for 20 to 
25 years," Walker announced. "If they 
happen upon a robbery or a citizen in 
trouble this would give them something 
to fight with." 


Can't you Just see It — 50,000 ex-cops, 


some of them io or 80 years old, walking 


around with.38 caliber snub-nosed revolv- 
ers stuck In their belts? 


So that is what we have today — » 


year after the clamor and uproar over 
the Wallace shooting. Nothing to reduce 
the number of handguns in society, noth- 
ing to stop people from walking the

streets with a gun stashed, ready for ac-

tion. Just an attempt to encourage 50,000 


Canettinl 
pensioners to roam around the streets 
looking for a shoplifter or purse snatcher 
to gun down. 


But, as the gun-freaks will be quick to 


point out, we must remember these pen- 
sioners are law-abiding citizens and It's 
only the criminals who use guns for ille- 
gal purposes. 


The cliche sounds good, but It doesn't 


hold true. In the Northwest suburban 
area, for example, in the year following 
the Wallace shooting, two young girls 
were killed with handguns, allegedly by 
law-abiding citizens. 


Eileen Gallagher, 19, of Barrington 


was shot to death in October 1972. Police 
have said her 12-year-old brother was re- 
sponsible. The gun police said, was 
owned by the children's father — a law- 
abiding citizen. 


Five months later the victim was Roll- 


ing Meadows High School student Sharon 
Soyka, allegedly killed by her boyfriend, 


a law-abiding citizen, with a gun owned 
by his father, another law-abiding citi- 
zen. 


Last month, law-abiding citizen Rithe 


Carbona of Mount Prospect was con- 
victed of shooting her husband, a police- 
man in the back with his m\n service 
revolver. Until the jury found her guilty, 
Mrs. Carbona, too was a law-abiding citi- 
zen. 


Now, a year after a madman paral- 


yzed Wallace for life, the Illinois Senate 
has voted favorably on a bill to allow 
50,000 retired cops to carry guns around 
the streets. 


And they, too, are all law-abiding citi- 


zens.

More than half 
changed or want to change their line of 
business because of disenchantment. Sev- 
enty per cent said they were not satisfied 
with the career prospects of their present 
jobs. 


More than 70 per cent said they re- 


sented tho "pressure to conform" that 
prevails in most American business 
firms and institutions. 


More than 30 per cent of the executives 


said psychological and physical pres- 
sures of their jobs had actually been in- 
jurious to health. 


Getting right down to the success ethic, 


more than half complained that honesty 
and moral Integrity arc not appreciated 
in business. On the contrary, most said 
"pleasing the boss," regardless of the 
ethics Involved, is the way to get ahead. 


Finally, Tnrnowieskl said 60 per cent 


of those queried said they thought their 
Ideas of what constituted a success ethic 
weren't too different from their fathers, 
but they were convinced the success eth- 
ic Ideas of today's teenagers are radi- 
cally different from theirs.

Unraveling the savings 
account interest puzzle 


by MERLE E. DOWD 


Q. "How can banks offer 10 many dif- 


ferent rates on savings when they are 
(uppasrd to be controlled by the govern- 
ment? One bank advertised a rate of T-TI 
per cent Interest. Is such a rate legiti- 
mate?" 


A. Regulation Q Issued by the Federal 


Reserve Board controls the Interest rate 
on savings deposits in banks. Also, Fed- 
o r a l Deposit Insurance Corporation 
(FDIC) Insures deposits only when Inter- 
est paid fa equal to or less than the limits 
sot In Regulation Q. 


Currently tho maximum interest pay- 


able on savings deposits in commercial 
banks fa set at 44 per cent. These arc 
passbook savings that may be withdrawn 
at any time. Mutual savings banks may 
pay up to S per cent Interest on demand 
deposits. Banks may pay less but not 
more. If savings remain on deposit for at 
least two years, Regulation Q permits 
commercial banks to pay up to 5% per 
cent, mutual savings banks may pay up 
to 8 per cent. But, Regulation Q does not 
control how banks figure Interest. So — a 
bank that compounds Interest quarterly 
can advertise a slightly higher effective 
rate than a bank that compounds semi- 
annually. 


Compounding interest dally can in- 


crease tho effective rate by as much as 
('4 per cent. Some plans call for min- 
imum $100 to $1,000 initial deposits to 
gain tho higher rates. The 7% per cent 
rate you saw must be a note or bond that 
fa not Insured by tho FDIC. Look at tho 
small type and see if it doesn't mature in 
10 to 20 years. Attempting to cash out a 
note could cost you a considerable dis- 
count.

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dog must be going to fresh markets for 
humans. I love our enormous mutt, but 
his appetite Is ruining us financially. 
What can I feed him without going 
broke?" 


A, Convenience foods for pets have 


boosted their price, just as built-in maid 
service Increases human food prices. In- 
stead of just opening a can and dishing 
out a meal for your mutt, try these cost- 
saving ideas: 


Switch to dried dog foods, moisten with 


reconstituted nonfat dry milk, and add 
cheap fat from your butcher. Lower-cost 
packaging keeps dried dog food prices 
down. Separate any vegetables, potatoes, 
bread, or other starchy 'table scraps to 
feed your dog. A diet of meat, fat, and 
carbohydrates — about one-third each — 
will keep your dog healthy. 


If you must buy meat, buy cheap or- 


gan meats. Avoid raw eggs, but you can 
feed dogs cooked eggs,for protein. 


Q. "If computers are so smart, how 


come they make mistakes in my mull* 
order bill? I found one month's total off 
SIOO — so I checked. Now, I'm wondering 
how many smaller errors have slipped 
through. How can this happen?" 


A. Computers process data fed to them 


through a variety of channels — most of 
which arc subject to human error. Ac- 
tually, you should check all bills before 
writing out a check — computer pre- 
pared or not. Some errors cancel out, but 
If you pay more than you should because 
• clerk or waller added wrong, you lose 
more often than you gain. 


On charge slips, two opportunities for 


error occur — once in adding individual 
purchases plus soles tax and once later 
In totaling Individual tickets. If arithmet- 
ic Isn't your strong suit, invest In one of 
the hand-held adding . subtraction de- 
vices. Several are available at less than 
51. They're handy for balancing check- 
books as well as checking for errors in 
bills. 


Q. "Small closets force me to store 


out-of-senson clothes in our attic. Should 
I clean tlicm before I store them? I'd 
rather not. If I clean winter clothes in 
the fall after coming out of the attic, 
they arc freshly pressed and ready to 
wear." 


A. Try getting the best of both worlds 


by cleaning before storing — and press- 
ing after storage just before wearing. 
Perspiration and oily soil may actually 
destroy or weaken fibers, particularly if 
stored In a hot attic. Invisible sugaty 
stains may turn brown with age and arc 
almost impossible to remove. 


Many clothes can be cleaned In a 


"coin-op" or limited service dry cleaner. 
Store them clean but impressed. Next 
fall have them pressed before moving 
them Into your ready-to-wear closet. 
Many clothes can be touched up with an 
Iron at home to save even more If fabrics 
are treated to be wringle resistant or are 
a blend of synthetic and natural fibers.

Booklet outlines mortgage systems 


Most home mortgages have a built-in 


"pay as you go" system to enable the 
homeowner to take care of his property 
tax bill and the hazard insurance on his 
house. 


This subject — tax and insurance es- 


crows — Is explained for homebuyers in 
a new pamphlet entitled "Your Guide to 
a Savings and Loan Mortgage" which 
was prepared by the United States Sav- 
ings and Loan League for use by its 
member associations. 


The booklet points out that, after the 


mortgage debt, the two most Important 
homeownership expenses are local real 
estate taxes and premiums for hazard In- 
surance on the property. 


"If taxes are not paid, the local taxing 


body can seize the home and sell it for 
taxes due; if the home is not covered by 
hazard Insurance, the homeowner and 
the lending institution would suffer 
serious losses if the dwelling is de- 
stroyed by fire, wind, explosion, falling 
aircraft or some other hazard," the book- 
let said. 


AS A RESULT, most home mortgages 


require that each month's payment in- 
cludes some money to be set aside for 
real estate taxes and hazard insurance 
premiums. This money is kept in what Is 
called an "escrow" account, and when 
the tax and Insurance bills come in, the 
association pays the bills from this ac- 
count. 


The amount paid into the escrow ac- 


count each month is Vi of the annual) 
insurance premium. 


The booklet notes that the escrow sys- 


tem Is not unique to loans made by sav- 
ings and loan associations.

The booklet emphasizes two groups 


benefit most from the escrow system — 
home buyers and local tax collection 
agencies. 


AS FAR AS the homeowner is con- 


cerned, the system sets up an "In- 
stallment plan" to help him meet his tax 
and insurance obligations. During the 
1930s many families lost their homes be- 
cause they couldn't pay the real estate 
tax bills. 


"Local real estate taxes are also per- 


haps the fastest rising of homeownership 
expenses," the booklet said. "Without 
some sort of 'pay as you go' method of 
savings for them, many • homeowners 
would be unable to meet their tax bills 
out of their own resources." 


In the case of the local tax collector, 


instead of having to handle small checks 
from thousands of homeowners, he gets 
one large check from the lending in- 
stitution. This saves time, manpower and 
money in handling paper work. 


The booklet pointed out that even 


though the regulations require that the 
homeowner carry hazard insurance, the 
required coverage Is only enough to se- 
cure the lender's position in the home, in 
other words the amount of the mortgage. 
But the publication urges homeowners to 
explore broadening this coverage to pro- 
tect his own interest in the property and 
to guard against personal losses and lia- 
bilities. 


THE 
BOOKLET cautioned home- 


owners that the escrow payments can go 
up because of increases in real estate 
taxes. It also points out that hazard in- 
surance premiums may also go up, but 
usually at the option of the homeowner. 


"Many homeowners find that as time 


goes on, rising property values will in- 
crease the value of their home and pos- 
sessions to where they wish to broaden 


their coverage," the booklet added. 


The publication also pointed out that In 


the event the escrow account is short of 
funds when the taxes and insurance are 
due, the lender will ask the borrower to 
come up with the additional money 
needed. If the borrower fails to do this, 
most mortgages have a clause which 
permits the lender to' pay the bills to pro- 
tect the property's security, and this 
amount is then added to the mortgage 
debt.

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The advantages and drawbacks of induced vomiting 


Dear Dr. Lnmb — I have a friend who, 


after eating a moderate meal, goes to 
the bathroom and makes herself vomit.

Dear Header — I don't recommend the 


practice, but must acknowledge that this 
Is not new. The ancient Romans used to 
do It regularly. They would cat one of 
their famous Roman banquets and be- 
tween courses they removed themselves 
and emptied their stomachs, after which 
they would return and keep on eating. 


It Is one way of eliminating a number 


of calories that arc absorbed Into the 
body, and I suppose In that sense, con- 
tributes to weight control. I am suro 
most people would find this practice rela- 
tively unpleasant. 


Individuals who Induce forceful vomit- 


Ing will sometimes rupture a blood ves- 
sel in the loner part of the esophagus 
and have serious bleeding. After all, the 
act of vomiting Is induced by vigorous 
muscular contractions of the digestive 
tract in a somewhat unnatural way. 


The act might actually be a health 


benefit If a person needs to control the 
absorption of calorics and prevent obes- 
ity. Otherwise, If the person needs the 
calorics and the nutrients It would have 
the same effect as not eating enough.

I still can do what I 
want to do," he said.

LoSolo works as a motorcycle mechan- 


ic In Los Angeles, close to his home in 
South Gale, Calif.

torcycles. You feel good. You're free. 
You see more of Mother Nature," he 
said. 


"That's a big thing to be free. No has-

HIS BROTHER, Nick LoSolc of Chi- 


cago, said, "Frank's a real happy-go- 
lucky guy. That's what keeps him going. 
He went through a lot."

"Frank got sick and they 
didn't know what to do. When our sister 
moved to California, he followed. That's 
where they started the heart oper- 
ations."

Dear Header — Some people have such 


ucak abdominal muscles that they can't 
do a simple sit-up or do a straight leg 
lift, raising both feet off the floor. It's 
hard to believe, but It is true. For indi- 
viduals with this problem I suggest that 
they lie flat on the floor and lift one leg, 
keeping the knee straight, return the foot 
to the floor, then lift the other leg. By 
alternating this way you can lift one leg 


at a time repeatedly. Eventually you can 
gain enough strength to lift both heels 
simultaneously off the floor. When you 
reach that point you can do more regular 
leg lifts and gradually strengthen the 
lower abdominal muscles. 


If you can't do a complete sit-up, sit up 


as far as you can even if this means just 
lifting the head up and down. After you 
have done that, then help yourself lift all 
the way up by using your elbows to cheat 
if you need to. After doing this long 
enough you will get enough strength to 
be able to do a genuine sit-up. Also you 
can do voluntary abdominal contractions 


by sucking your abdominal muscles in 
and out and tensing your abdominal mus- 
cles until you can start developing some 
strength that way. 


Finally, I must tell you that while 


these things will help you improve ab- 
dominal tone, they will not get rid of the 
abdominal fat. The only good way to get 
rid of the abdominal fat is to decrease 
the fat storage. That means eliminating 
calories and improving over-all physical 
activity.

down two. On the other hand if I grab 
the spade, draw trumps and lead a club I 
will lose two spades and a club and the 
diamond already lost." 


Then South had an Inspiration. East 


had worried a lot about bis lead to trick 
two. Maybe East was under leading the 
king-queen-jack of spades. South played 
his 10. It held and all South's worries 
were over. As a matter of fact he made 
an ovcrtrlck. 


East's spade play deserved a better 


fate. Had he led back an honor, South 
could have ducked; won the second 
spade and eventually discarded a spade 
on one of dummy's club honors. 


Would he have made this ploy? We 


think so. Anyone who could come up with 
that 10-spot play could be expected to 
handle most other problems.

Except for those instances in which an 


advantage is gained after an outright er- 
ror by one's opponent, most games are 
decided by maneuvers for position, 
which are then exploited tactically. 


The control of a key square, the ex- 


ceptional placement of a piece, a key in- 
terpolation, a slight deformation of a 
pawn structure, an extra tempo: these 
are some of the elements which deter- 
mine the difference between victory and 
defeat. The subtler the imagination of 
the player, the more likely he Is to per- 
ceive small differences that may turn the 
tables on his opponent. 


(Diagram 1) 


Consider the following position; white 


to play. Black has just offered a draw. 
White ought to accede to the offer. Al- 
though he will queen first with P-N8CQ), 
black will answer by queening his own 
pawn. Both players can then do little 
more than check each other somewhat 
randomly. There is not even the faintest 
hope for a checkmate. 


In diagram two we see a slight differ- 


ence in the initial position. White's king 
is positioned one square closer to the 
black king, and in fact pins it to the edge 
of the board. While creating possibilities 
of checkmate on one hand, it is ironically 
less vulnerable to check on the' other 
hand. After 1) P-NB(Q), P-R8CQ); white 
has a winning move. What is it? Answer: 
2) Q-R2 and black must either lose his 
queen or Immediately submit to check- 
mate. The move Q-R2 was a possibility 
easy to overlook!

Our third position is the setting for an 


instructive chess joke. Imagine that you 
have the white pieces. Another obvious 
draw? Suppose that you are playing in 
one of the chess backwaters and your 
opponent does not know the "en passant" 
rule. How might you generate winning 
chances? 


Try P-R3!! Your provincial opponent 


answers . . . PxP and you play 2) P-N4 
with triumphant glee. You will queen 
your pawn and win, you think, while 
your opponent can do nothing but wait. 


Your opponent, a strange fellow, no 


doubt, does not resign but in fact accepts 
your offer to double the stakes. The 
game continues . . . K-B6; 3) P-N5, 
K-N6; 
4) P-N6, P-R7; 5) P-N7 and 


K-R6!! If you know play 6) P-N8 (Q or 
R), the position will be a stalemate. 
Your opponent has matched wits with 
you and won. As the stakes had been 
doubled by you, according to convention, 
you had to win the game to avoid losing 
the bet.

head. 


That's fthat appears In the photograph 


by B-F Enterprises, o Santa Clara, Calif, 
corporation dedicated to the capture of a 
centuries-old legend. 


The latest Bigfoot photo — there hasn't 


been one since 1967 — shows a monster 
sitting precariously on a rock two-thirds 
of the way up what is supposed to be a 
500-foot chasm. 


THE LOCATION, says Tom Blscarl, 


24, and Gene Findley, 25, Is "somewhere 
northeast of Spokane, Wash." They won't 
be more specific because, "It'd be like a 
Bigfoot convention around there."

Bigfoot is a growing hobby for week- 
enders and has become a full-time occu- 
pation for a handful of adventurers. 


Indian stories started it all. They tell 


of eight-foot monsters rumbling around 
isolated areas of forest and jagged cliffs. 
Eighteen-inch footprints resembling a 
man's were left behind by these noctur- 
nal beasts. 


Bizarre sightings have been recorded 


for more than 100 years. But Bigfoot has 
never been captured or killed by man, 
even though self-styled authorities be- 
lieve more than one exists — probably a 
whole colony. 


THE PHOTOS were taken in late April 


by a partner in B-F Enterprises who was 
tipped by a rancher who said he had 
seen Bigfoot. The photographer dis- 
covered the monster, according to Bis- 
cari and Findley, about 20 minutes after 
sunrise sitting on a cliff. The photo was 
taken from about 280 yards away using a 
telephoto lens. 


After he took about six pictures, the 


two said, the creature climbed down the 
cliff wall and moved out of sight in a 
fluid, upright motion. 


The last purported photo of Bigfoot 


was taken in October, 1967, by rancher 
Roger Patterson near Bluff Creek, Wash.

HOLLYWOOD — Deeply human stories 


at the Senate Watergate hearings were 
televised Wednesday in the continuing 
live network coverage. 


Many viewers who may have felt 


swamped by previous intricate material 
undoubtedly found less complex Wednes- 
day's accounts by two ex-policemen. 


In addition, there was a lengthy state- 


ment Involving a lawyer-client relation- 
ship. 


One of the two ex-policemen, John 


Caulfield, who worked his way up to high 
Washington circles, depicted himself as a 
middleman trying to be loyal to all his 
friends. 


He Indicated he put a high value on 


loyalty, and said it extended from his 
work to a man he found himself dealing 


with in a middleman capacity, his long- 
time friend James McCord. 


ANSWERING QUESTIONS by the Sen- 


ate Committee, Caulfield's responses and 
manner tended at times toward a person- 
al tone. 


Then there was the other ex-pollce- 


man, Anthony Ulasewicz, whose earthy 
replies to the committee gave the hear- 
ings some genuine humor. 


According to the material in Wednes- 


day's hearings, Ulasewicz also served as 
a middleman function — for Caulfield, 
contacting McCord. 


Sen. Howard Baker, in questions to 


Ulasewicz, got some colorfully expressed 
answers from him about his areas of pro- 
fessional knowledge. 


The other part of Wednesday's hear- 


ings that gave a generally personal tone 


to the proceedings was the lengthy state- 
ment by Gerald Alch, former McCord 
lawyer. 


McCord and Alch differ sharply in 


their stories. McCord has already ap- 
peared before the committee. Alch felt 
compelled to detail his position, and did. 


ALL THREE MAJOR commercial 


video networks carried the proceedings 
again Wednesday, but some of their 
breaks for advertising messages came at 
most inopportune times — interrupting 
the continuity. 


"Variety," by the way, carried a story 


on the networks' ad revenue losses dur- 
ing their live coverage of the hearings, 
noting: 


"Lost advertising billings per day are 


estimated to be about $300,000 to $350,000 
each for CBS anil NBC, nnd about 


$250,000 for ABC, which has a shorter 
daytime schedule." 


The story adds: "While it hurts to lose 


ad dollars even in a redhot year, the Wa- 
tergate hearings have been a break for 
the networks on one level, easing the 
strain of keeping the soap operas goingl 
during the writers' strike." 
' 


ABC-TV says its Pacific satellite ser-: 


vice provided subscribing television oul-; 
lets in the Far East with a 10-minute vi- 
deotape report of highlights of Caulfield's" 
appearance before the committee Tues- 
day. 


The satellite report, says ABC-TV, was 


fed to a Honolulu station, to Nippon 
Educational Television Corp., Tokyo, and 
to the Nippon Television Network, also In 
Tokyo.

PARIS — French TV is enough to 


make strong men laugh. The state- 
controlled television network has re- 
duced its programming over the 
years to a level of blandness rare 
even for Europe. The system stands 
as a towering example of what hap- 
pens when politicians decide to be- 
come broadcasters. 


The first impression of French TV 


is that the sets must be the best ad- 
Justed In the world. You can flip on 
the tube at almost any time during 
daylight hours to find an incredibly 
complex test pattern holding stage 
center. The two main channels — 
Chains l and Chaine 2 (the single 
color channel) — air shows only for 
about 10 hours a day, so you have 
plenty of time to make fine adjust- 
ments for the fun to come. 


This is a banner year for French 


TV. A third government channel was 
inaugurated Jan. 1. The trouble is 
that millions of viewers cannot get 
the channel without a mechanical 
overhaul of their sets. 


There are other time killers beside 


the test patterns. A staple Is a silent 
view of a cactus plant or the ticking 
studio clock (which never agrees 
with the clock of the other channel). 


WHEN THE evening shows come 


on sometime around six, you are 
likely to see exactly what you saw 
yesterday, Rlvited in memory is a 
French Pyrenees tourist film that 
must have had a longer run than 
"Sound of Music." Its rival on the 
other channel Is a watery docu- 
mentary of the toils of a river barge 
captain, who has logged more nau- 
tical miles on TV than Magellan ever 
did in real life. 


Children are the real losers. They 


get about 10 minutes of imported car- 
toons around 7 p.m. Then we get into 
the tall cotton of French broad- 
casting. 


Quiz shows are a fixture, largely 


because they can be produced for 
next to nothing and can eat up hours 
(or years) of program time. Dis- 
cussion shows (which carefully skirt 
partisan political issues generally) 
are big. A favorite tactic is to air a

wheezy Hollywood clinker of the 
1940s. The viewer is treated to an in- 
terminable introduction. Then follow- 
ing the film a panel of "experts" dis- 
sects the turkey for a stupefying 
length of time. 


The program schedule is rounded 


out with sports and variety shows — 
dog and pony acts, jugglers, amateur 
music contests — as well as retreads 
of hoary U.S. adventure series 
("Ironside" is translated "Fist of 
Iron"). 


BRIGHT SPOTS are the French 


period classics and one well-in- 
tentioned effort is an environmental 
h a l f - h o u r called "France Dis- 
figured." 


All this mighty effort is set in daily 


motion by the Office de Radio- 
d i f f u s i o n - Television Francaise 
(ORTF), located in Paris in Its mod- 
ernistic, doughnut shaped building 
only slightly smaller than the Penta- 
gon. There are 83 names listed for its 
top television brass alone, and thou- 
sands of clerical, broadcasting and 
other personnel.

LONDON-Andy 
Warhol, 
the 


American pop artist and filmmaker, 
isn't everyone's cup of tea, to use a 
British expression. 


The art world here knows Warhol 


chiefly for his paintings of tomato 
soup cans, and for his silkscreen im- 
ages of Marilyn Monroe. As for War- 
hol's films, "Flesh," "Trash," and 
"Bike Boy" have been shown mostly 
in the kind of cinema clubs that are 
patronized by shabby men in plastic 
raincoats. 


Now, overnight, Warhol's name 


has become a household word in a 
million British homes, thanks to a 
television controversy of which he is 
the center. 


It all began in mid-January when 


Ross McWhlrter, a broadcaster and 
reporter, marched 
into the law 


courts and obtained a temporary in- 
junction to stop the showing of a TV 
documentary about Warhol that was 
due to be screened In four hours' 
time. 


McWhlrter, who had not seen the 


documentary, based his objection to 
it on what he had read in the news- 
papers; namely, that it featured a 
fat girl dipping her breasts in paint 
and smearing them onto paper in an 
"action painting." 


THE BAN ON showing the Warhol 


ORTF is supported financially by 


both tax on radio and TV set users 
and by paid commercials (wherein 
the producing ad agency actually 
takes a credit line at the beginning of 
the pitch). 


ORTF's handling of domestic polit- 


ical subjects is a source of continuing 
criticism. Michael Peacock, former 
BBC executive and now with Warner 
Bros., TV International, recently ob- 
served: 


"The ORTF is basically a bureauc- 


racy and, what's more, a Gaullist 
bureaucracy . . . Attempts made to 
a i r controversial 
programs in- 


variably fail because the audience 
knows the contest is rigged ... I 
remember conferring once with a top 
French TV executive. In one hour he 
took five phone calls from govern- 
ment spokesmen telling him how to 
run his show." 


A PROGRAM: was aired a few 


weeks ago which came in for espe- 
cially strong protest by the press and 
public. ORTF spent a large chunk of 
prime time in a set-piece political In- 
terview with Prime Minister Pierre 
Messmer. His (and President Pom- 
pidou's) Gaullist party is neck and 
neck with the opposition Socialist- 
Communist alliance In the polls, and 
could lose ground in the up-coming 
spring elections. 


Messmer has never been seen to 


smile and his television style makes 
the viewer suspect the word "mes- 
merize" derives from the premier's 
name. The public indignation was 
heightened by the fact that he ap- 
peared simultaneously on both exist- 
ing channels to the Si-million captive 
population. 


If the reports reaching here are 


true that the Nixon administration is 
doing its best to bend U.S. television 
to its point of view, American view- 
ers should be treated to a full day of 
French television to see the effect of 
political control.

documentary has since been lifted, 
but it set a bad precedent in opening 
the way for judges to become cen- 
sors of TV entertainment. 


Had the ban succeeded it would have 
meant that any busybody would walk 
into court and demand an injunction 
against any TV program that by his 
p e r s o n a l standards, 
"offended 


against public taste." 


Thus unwittingly, Andy Warhol has 


exposed the basic weakness of Brit- 
ish television, which is that It is sus- 
ceptible to outside interference. 


Unlike Americans, the British must 


pay for the privilege of viewing: a 
$17 annual license fee for a black- 
and-white TV set, $29 for color. The 
money goes to finance the British 
Broadcasting 
Corporation, 
which 


controls two of the three existing TV 
channels. The third channel, Inde- 
pendent Television, is financed by 
commercial advertising. 


In theory at least, both BBC and 


ITV are independent of the govern- 
ment, each having its own character 
and its own governing authority. 


The BBC has fought fiercely for its 


freedom ever since the 1926 general 
strike when Sir John Reith, its head, 
rejected a government attempt to 
take over its facilities to broadcast 
news and information. "Over my 
dead body," Reith said in effect. 


INDIRECTLY THE 
government 


controls the BBC pursestrlngs by fix- 
ing the amount of the license fee to 
be paid annually by viewers. Many 
of the BBC's critics, including some 
in the leadership of the Labor party, 
would like to see it turned Into a 
state-owned monopoly like in France. 


Meanwhile, operating on a budget 


which is peanuts in comparison to 
those of the major American net- 
works, the BBC has set a standard of 
excellence that is the envy of its 
American, and European counter- 
parts. 


BBC dramatizations such as "The 


Forsyte Saga" and the recent 20-part 
serialization of Tolstoy's "War and 
Peace" have been shown on TV all 
over the world. The BBC has also 
pioneered 
"talk-back" type pro- 


grams, specializing in open-ended 
discussions on such controversial top- 
ics as drug-taking, contraception and 
abortion, and environmental pollu- 
tion. 


The fact remains that both BBC 


and ITV are susceptible to public 
pressure to a high degree. Recently a 
BBC outside broadcast was wrecked 
by a handful of Welsh nationalists, 
demonstrating for more TV pro- 
grams in the Welsh language. 


POLITICAL censorship of a differ- 


ent sort was exercised by studio 
technicians not long ago when they 
blacked out much of Independent 
Television's network because a politi- 
cal documentary had been banned. 


Another source of pressure is the 


so-called "purity squad," Mrs. Mary 
Whitehouse and her National Viewers 
Association, who has constituted 
themselves as the watchdogs of TV 
morals. 


Recently Mrs. Whitehouse, a 


housewife who claims that she 
speaks for the "silent majority," suc- 
ceeded in getting Chuck Berry's 
"Ding-a ling" banned from both BBC 
radio and television, claiming that its 
words were suggestive. 


In the past the BBC has been noted 


for its realistic presentation of such 


adult situations. It has even allowed 
actors to use certain four-letter 
words when the situation has seemed 
to call for it. 


Now, however, the BBC shows 


signs of knuckling under to Mrs. 
Whitehouse and her cohorts. In a 
new morals code drawn up by BBC, 
producers are cautioned against the 
overuse of such swear words as 
"God," "bloody" and "bleeding" 
(the later two words are still consid- 
ered to be beyond the pale by older 
generation Britons). 


WILL THE BBC end up a tame 


cat? Sir Hugh Greene, its former di- 
rector general, hopes that this will 
not be the case. "The BBC, unham- 
pered by commercial considerations, 
has a duty to lead, to be enterpris- 
ing, to develop the possibilities of 
television still further," says Sir 
High. 


"It seems to me," Sir Hugh adds, 


"that the BBC has been playing for 
safety, but it has not found it.' 


"The whole existence of the BBC 


has never been more questioned than 
in this period of what appears to be 
safety first It is in the interest of 
ITV as well that the BBC should 
show itself capable of leadership."

Pope John remembered-10 years later 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


Next month marks the 10th anniversa- 


ry of the death of Angelo Roncalli, possi- 
bly the greatest Christian leader of the 
century. 


Who was Angelo Roncalli? 


Only a small fraction of the people of 


the world were aware that was his given 
name. In the latter years of his life, he 
was better known affectionately to mil- 
lions as Papa John — "Papa Giovanni" 
to Romans. To the world at large he was 
Pope John XXIII. 


During a brief reign of less than five 


years on the papal throne, he made more 
profound and far-reaching contributions 
to the health of the Christian movement 
than any pope of recent history. 


CONSIDER ONLY a few of his 


achievements: 


• He ended 500 years of cold war 


among Christians and created between 
Catholics and Protestants a new "ecume- 


nical spirit" of mutual respect and coop- 
eration. 


• He summoned the Second Vatican 


Council and through it launched the most 
sweeping reforms of the Catholic Church 
in a thousand years. 


• He won worldwide respect and affec- 


tion, not only from Christians of every 
denomination, but from Jews, Moslems, 
Hindus, Buddhists, humanists and Mar- 
xists. 


• He restored to the papacy, through 


the sheer power of his personal goodness, 
a prestige it had not enjoyed since the 
time of the Borgias. 


THERE HAVE BEEN widespread sug- 


gestions that Pope John be named a 
saint. The official word from the papal 
court In Rome is the "cause" of John 
XXIII — that is, the question of whether 
he was truly a saint — is being "In- 
vestigated through normal procedures." 


Some are accusing the Vatican of stall- 


ing. Critics — and there are many — say

approved of Pope John's reforms hope to 
postpone indefinitely giving them the 
posthumous endorsement 
implied by 


canonization. 


There is another consideration that 


doubtless enters into the Vatican's pro- 
crastination. 


Pope Paul VI, who was Pope John's 


chosen successor, has never achieved the 
affection and respect of his predecessor. 


Pope Paul's critics say that for him to 


declare his predecessor a saint — which 
he has authority to do any time he sees 
fit — would dramatize an eclipse of pap- 
al prestige which has taken place since 
John's death. 


WHILE SOME may call him a poor 


pope, Paul VI is a good man, and he 
certainly would not stoop personally to 
withholding canonization of John XXIII 
in order to protect his own vanity. 


But he doesn't have to do it personally. 


He has only to listen to the voices of 
Curia courtiers who tell him that the 
"cause" is being bandied "hi the normal 
and proper way." That explanation prob- 
ably sounds reasonable to Paul VI, who 
once was a Vatican bureaucrat himself. 


While John XXIII remains officially 


uncanonized, millions of Catholics and 
non-Catholics already have proclaimed in 
their hearts the salntllness of this pea- 
sant from Bergamo who was one of the 
most humble, compassionate and cou- 
rageous figures the church has produced 
since Francis of Asslssi. 


As Belgium's Cardinal Leo Suenens put 


it, John XXIII "left men closer to God, 
and the world a better place."

WHEN THE GUN BLASTS Saturday 


afternoon at approximately 1:45, a swift 
set of schoolboy quarter-milers will ex- 
plode from the blocks in the state track 
and field finals in Champaign. 


They'll explode with flying feet. They'll 


swing around the corner by the football 
Scoreboard in the University of Illinois' 
Memorial Stadium, straighten out for an 
agonizing bout against a stiff wind that 
usually accompanies the state finals, and 
then drive into the tunnel of the stadium. 


Suddenly, they will appear again, turn- 


ing into the stretch, pounding down the 
track, with 10,000 fans standing, shout- 
Ing, screaming, straining to see the dash 
to the tape. 


The 440 yard dash will tie over in ap- 


proximately 48 seconds. Maybe a little 
faster. Maybe a little slower. Let's hope 
it's not too much faster. 


It's not that I'm against progress and 


new records. I'd just like to see one 
record stay on the books for a few more 
years. It's a very special record, particu- 
larly for this area. 


On a May afternoon in 1966 a slender, 


swift junior In his bright red and white 
Palatine High School uniform flashed to 
one of the most sensational perform- 
ances in state track history. 


Bill Bahnfleth covered 440 yards in 47.3 


seconds on that calm Saturday, a day 
that dawned with heavy-rams but turned 
into a perfect track afternoon. Bill did 
not just break the state record of 48.4. He 


smashed the record, clobbered the 
record, stomped on It and kicked it a 
little too. 


You're not supposed to break sprint 


records by that much. That's what it 
says in the training manuals. Maybe by 
a tenth or two-tenths of a second, but 
that's all. 


Bahnfleth did smash the mark by one 


and one-tenths of a second and his In- 
credible effort still stands as the best 
ever for 440 yards in Illinois, one of the 
two oldest on the books. 


Bahnfleth, a University of Wisconsin 


graduate who had a college running ca- 
reer marred by an Injury, now works as 
an activity therapist at the Children's 
Treatment Center in Madison, Wls., help- 
ing emotionally disturbed 3 to 7 year 
olds. He's been on the job as a therapist 
for 18 months, married for eight months, 
and Is extremely happy with his new life. 


It's been seven years since that ex- 


citing afternoon in the 1966 state track 
meet, and a man's memory may fade 
with time, but Bill will never forget that 
day, that race, that moment. 


"I had no idea the time was going to 


bo that good," Bill recalled this week 
from his apartment in Madison. "I felt 
tired when the race was over but no 
more tired than usual. I was just happy I 
had won and then I heard the time and it 
was all kind of unbelievable. 


"I was always excessively nervous be- 


fore every race, and that day was no

exception. I wanted to do so well and I 
know I went out exceptionally fast when 
I heard the gun. They said later it was 
21.5 seconds for thd first 220.1 had start- 
ed going out real hard late in my soph- 
omore year, so even that wasn't surpris- 
ing this time, but the time sure was for 
that first 220. 


"You know, the more I think about It, I 


think I was so nervous at the beginning 
of the race that I was kinda spaced out 
for the first 100 or 200 yards. I just took 
off." 


Tho timers were aware of Bnhnfleth's 


rocket start because I remember one 
man with a watch shouting. "My God, I 
think I got him In under 22 seconds for 
that first 220. That's fantastic!" 


It was a beautiful sight when Bahnfleth 


streaked out of the tunnel at the south 
end of the track still In command. The 
timers were poised, photographers 
crouched, and the runners charged 
ahead, leg muscles rippling, faces strain- 
ing. 


The first sign that this was something 


special, something spectacular, -came 
from timer Dick Welty, then the assist- 
ant athletic director at Palatine and now 
the head man of Fremd's sports pro- 
gram. 


"It's in the 47s!" Welty shouted as he 


looked at his watch. Other timers 
checked their watches. It was unbeliev- 
able. 


Bahnfleth was no surprise as a 440 


standout although his 47.3 clocking ad- 
mittedly shocked everyone there. He had 
finished fifth in the state as a sophomore 
in 49.5, losing a couple places, as he re- 


Bahnfleth liked 
cinder tracks 


Everybody is rushing to put in new 


track surfaces these days, but 440-yard- 
dash record-holder Bill Bahnfleth still fa- 
vors the old cinder surfaces. 


"I still think the cinder track was the 


fastest thing I ever ran on," Bahnfleth 
emphasized this week from Us home in 
Madison, Wls. "And I ran on both four 
yean each. 


"In my mind, and I'm not really alone 


on this, people who have run on both do 
feel the cinders are faster. It just 
seemed so much easier for me to run on. 


"When the old cinder track went out, 


so did a lot of the records, but I person- 
ally liked the eld track! much better." 


members, "because I finished before the 
finish line and two guys passed me." 


The slender sprinter, who carried 1GO 


pounds on his 6-foot-l frame in high 
school, didn't disappoint in his senior 
year, repeating in a near-record 47.4. 
"That time I was much more at ease," 
he said, "because I knew what I was ca- 
pable of doing. I went out real fast again, 
although probably not as fast as in '66. 
At least it didn't feel that way." 


Bahnfleth came to the Palatine High 


track program in 1964 at the urging of 
head coach Joe Johnson, molder of so 
many talented teams and individuals 
through the years. 


"I was playing a lot of baseball, like 


most kids," Bill recalls, "but did some 
running hi a grade school track meet. 
We were getting ready for a meet one 
day and Joe Johnson was there watch- 
ing. He encouraged me to come out for 
cross country that next fall and it just 
seemed to start from there. 


"For some reason, even early, I ran 


the 440. I don't know, maybe it was be- 
cause it was short enough to run but not 
really that far." 


Bahnfleth, who also holds the area 


record for the 220 yard dash at a sizzling 
20.9, was one of the most sought-after 
prep trackmen in the country In 1967 and 
narrowed his choices down to Wisconsin, 
Kansas, Tennessee, and Indiana, finally 
to just Kansas — and then to Wisconsin. 


"It was a difficult decision," he ad- 


mits, "and I did pick Kansas first. I even 
called the Kansas coaches and told them 
I was coming. Then the coach from Wis- 
consin called, we talked for about two 
hours, and he convinced me to come 
back up to Madison and look things over 
again. We did go back up, thought it all 
over, and decided on Wisconsin. 


"Yes, I know I made the right deci- 


sion. Maybe it didn't work out as well as 
I had hoped in track at Wisconsin, but in 
college, for the first time in my life, I 
started becoming more than just a guy 
who ran around a circle. I walked to 
classes and nobody knew me. I felt like a 
person. I really liked that. 


"Track was good to me but after my 


senior year at Wisconsin, after eight 
years of competition, I knew I was tired. 
I dedicated my early life to track, that 
was all that really mattered. In college I 
found other interests." 


In those days college freshmen were 


not allowed to compete on the varsity, 
and Bahnfleth suffered from this lack of 
competition. "I have to admit that was a 
setback became it was mostly workouts, 
more up to the athlete than the coach. In 
high school they'd tell yon what to do bat 


that first year it was pretty much the 
opposite. It was like a lost year." 


Bahnfleth had another lost year as a 


sophomore. On Dec. 13,1968 (he remem- 
bers the day well) he was running some 
220s in practice when he pulled up lame 
with a severe hamstring pull. He didn't 
run again for two months. 


"This was a new experience for me 


because I hadn't been injured that se- 
riously before," he says. "And I didn't 
find out until I graduated just how 
serious that injury was. A doctor had 
told some people, although I didn't know 
about it, that I would never run com- 
petitively again. I still have some prob- 
lems with it but I did get a chance to 
finally run." 


Bahnfleth placed third in the 300 in- 


doors and fifth in the 440 outdoors in the 
Big Ten as a junior and was second in 
the 300 as a senior. But he never equal- 
led that 47.3 Of 1966. 


"I really started doing pretty well on 


relay teams as a senior, and we just 
missed setting a world record In the 
sprint relay in the Houston Astrodome. I 
felt better than I had in a long time and 
had a 20.7 220 split in the relay. 


"And then for some reason, I really 


can't say exactly why, the outdoor sea- 
son just didn't work out that well. The 
weather wasn't great and I never 
seemed to be able to keep the edge for 
running just once a week. In high school 
you'd run two or three times a week in 
meets. In college it was just once. I 
needed to run more." 


Although Bahnfleth isn't sure how 


much his injury affected him at Wiscon- 
sin, he does believe he developed a men- 
tal block. "I've talked to quite a few 
guys who had that kind of injury," he 
says, "and they all said they had prob- 
lems opening up afterwards. You'd just 
start going and maybe you'd think in the 
back of your mind about the leg going, 
the injury popping up again. It could be 
a sickening feeling." 


BUI Bahnfleth has run his last race, 


but his races will never be forgotten. 


You can't forget that magnificent mo-

"We have four boys 
who have played the courses and another 
who we'll walk through Just to •familiar- 
ize the layout with him," Knight head 
coach George Bork said. 


"Our confidence was built when we did 


so well in their earlier invitational,"

impressive second-place finish at the 
Champaign Invite in late April. The 
Knights fired a blistering 402 to finish in 
a three-way tie behind downstate power 
Belleville West. 


Prospect will rely on Craig Calkins, 


Rich Hied, Craig Redley, Norm Schwartz 
and Bob Horwath — the quintet that 
paced the team to a second in the district 
and third in sectional — to at least dupli- 
cate and possibly better the Knights' ear- 
lier feat. 


The trip marks the fourth time la the

school's history that its golf team has 
qualified for the "world series." Pros- 
pect finished sixth in the state In 1964, 
ninth In 1965 and 10th in 1071. 


Wheeling, on the other hand, has never 


visited Champaign in May and appeared 
certain to keep its record intact after a 
so-so regular season. 


Even the Mid-Suburban Conference 


meet failed to inspire the Wildcats who 
finished ninth overall. But once the state 
tournament series began, Wheeling be- 
came a surprisingly efficient club, first 
notching a third in the district and then a 
second in the sectional. 


"You talk about a Cinderella team and 


we're it," an unbelieving Wildcat head 
coach Jack Berry stated. "I wish I knew 
the odds of us making the state meet 
before the district started." 


Wheeling participated in the first divi- 


sion of the Champaign Invitational In the 
middle of April and shot an undistin- 
guished 458 for 22nd place In a field of 
28. 


Spearheading the 'Cat attack is soph- 


omore Rick Groessl who owns two in- 
credible rounds of 75 off district and sec- 
tional play.

IThc situation going into the 79th annual 
state track meet In Champaign today 
and tomorrow is akin to the slate basket- 
bell picture of three months ago. 
'.In each case one team had dominated 
tfle scene for at least two years with the 
only real races far second place. But this 
year, in a departure from that outlook, 
several teams appear to have near-equal 
dunces, just as at the cage finals. 


;At the moment, If you had to put your 


rnoncy on one team, Bloom might bo the 
one. But the Trojans arc not nearly as 
forbidding favorites as Evanston was the 
last two yean with superstar sprinter 
Howard Jones, who will be missing for 
the first time since 1069. 
.Not colncldentally, that was the last 
Urne Evanston didn't cop the top prize. 
Jencs left no hope for other dashmcn to 
win la the last three springs, winning the

track. 


But even without Hurryln' Howard, 


Evanston Is one of the group of teams 
with a chance this weekend. If they walk 
away with another ititle, the Wlldkits will 
be only the second team l.i state history 
to win It four times In a row. The other, 
from 19S6 through '59, was Bloom, which 
was second last year. 


Also not to be counted out after ex- 


cellent district qualifying showings last 
weekend are Englewood, York, Glenbard 
West, Lyons (LnGrange), East St. Louis 
Lincoln, Thornton and Parker of Chi- 
cago. 


All of these schools have standout Indi- 


viduals and as Jones proved — though he 
had solid supporting casts — one boy can 
almost slnglchandedly win a state title. 


First places are worth six points and sec- 
onds four, and 20 points is often enough 
to win. 


Jones last year shared the spotlight 


with a second super runner, Craig Virgin 
of Lebanon, and Virgin will be back to 
defend his twin titles In the mile and two- 
mile rum. He came close to state 
records in both events last year with 4:09 
and 8:51, respectively, and wasn't far off 
those times last week In posting the top 
district qualifying marks In his events. 


Virgin's favorite and best race is the 


two-mile, and if he does his best ever he 
might threaten the national prep record 
of 8:41.5 by Oregon's Steve Prefontalne 
in 1869. Virgin has run 8:45. Oh, yes, 
Craig has also won the state cross coun- 
try title twice. 


He'll probably be the top single attrac- 


tion, but college recruiters can only 
watch and drool. They can save their 
sales talks because Virgin has already 
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Y0MB CHIN. THERE'S 
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declared he will attend the University of 
Illinois, where he'll start getting used to 
the track and surroundings of Zuppke 
Field today. 


From the Herald area — which last 


year was shut out without a single point 
downstate for the first time in two dec- 
ades — two weights standouts have ex- 
cellent chances of placing and shots even 
at state titles. They are Rolling Meadows 
Junior John Sloan and Fremd senior Jer- 
ry Finish. 


Sloan two weeks ago In the Mid-Subur- 


ban League meet posted the top mark in 
the state this year is the shot put with a 
60% heave. That or a little better should 
be good enough to win. Sloan turned in a 
59-7 hi last week's district and only two 
other boys In the state have been over 59 
feet all year — and no others over 58. 


Finis went from good to excellent in 


the discus in his last three meets with 
marks of 165-7,167-7 and 170-3, the latter 
most recently in the district. Just one 
performer has done better (by two feet). 
Many have been in the 160's. 


Another area hopeful to score, if he 


can run his best times ever in Virgin's 
distance events, is Palatine's Scott Wil- 
liams. He recorded his top efforts In the 
district with 4:20.5 In the mile and 9:23.4 
in the two-mile. A little Improvement In 
either could mean a place. 


Other area standouts in the Prospect 


District were Bruce Mahlig of Schaura- 
burg In pole valt (13-8 3/4), Bill Klippert 
'of Maine West In high hurdles (:14.5), 
Eric Porter of Schaumburg in the 220 
(:22.6 and anchor of a 1:32.2 880-relay), 
Steve Drake of Wheeling In the 880 and 
440 (1:56.1 and :50.9), Dave Jensen of 
Elk Grove in the low hurdles (:19.8), 
John McCabe of St. Viator in high jump 


(6-3%), and Ray Nee of Prospect In long 
jump (21-3%). 


But all of the above would have to do 


considerably better than their peaks to 
date even to place in sizzling competition 
downstate, if top times until now mean 
anything. 


From this area, Hersey (District win- 


ner) and Maine East have the most qual- 
ifiers with six each, while Palatine and 
Arlington each made the grade in four 
events. 


From elsewhere, several sprinters are 


intent on talking up where Jones left off 
— but any would probably be satisfied 
with one win. Three boys appear capable 
of winning the 100 and/or 220 dashes and 
possibly anchoring whining 880 relay 
units. 


They are Mike McFarland of Parker, 


Mike Monroe of East St. Louis Lincoln 
and Joe Stewart of Evanston. They were 
the top three hi their events in the dis- 
tricts, although. Bloom and Englewood, 
both around 1:29, had the best 880 relay 
times. McFarland ripped off a :09.4 three 
weeks ago in the 100, and that will be a 
state record if duplicated. 


Another boy to watch, who has been 


the state's best in the 880 all season and 
ran 1:52.8 in the district last week, is 
Charles White of Thornton. 


The other favored teams, especially 


Bloom, own -past performances among 
the state's finest in several events. 
(For their names and marks, see state 
honor roll elsewhere in the section). 


Boys from 618 schools all over Illi- 


nois competed in 17 districts last week. 
The cream of the crop is all that has 
survived to this point, and as always a 
thrilling show is expected in Saturday's 


finals (field events start at noon, running 
events at 1:00) after Friday's prelimi- 
naries and semi-finals (pole vault begins 
at 9:00, other events in succession, ex- 
cept the two-mile, at noon). 


It wouldn't hurt if that old devil weath-

RACETRACK 
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Sarah makes quilts 


But not like Grandma's 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Nothing pleases Sarah Barnett mnre 


than discovering a profitable "wnlte 
sale." But just because Sarah collects 
sheets doesn't mean she sleeps a lot. 


On the contrary, many of her sheets 


wind up on the wall and never become 
acquainted with a bed. 


An art major, Mrs. Dick Barnett of 


Schaumburg paints, stuffs and stitches 
her sheets together to create unique 
quilts, bedspreads and wall hangings. 


Originally attempted as a project for 


one of her art classes while attending 
George Williams College In Downers 
Grove, the technique first came to Sa- 
rah's attention when she read about it in 
a woman's craft magazine. 


AFTER MAKING SEVERAL ex- 


perimental quilts for friends and rela- 
tives, she perfected her own method and 
now paints them to order, any size and 
any color combination. 


Though Sarah's quilt making is becom- 


ing more than just a part-time hobby, 
her primary interest remains bieaklng 
even. 


"I make It pay for itself," she said. "I 


go out and buy enough paint and mate- 


rial to do several pieces and when I sell 
those, I take the money and invest hi 
more material." 


A small apartment offers little extra 


"craft" room, so Sarah's studio is one 
wall of her bedroom She first tacks up a 
bunch of old newspapers and then the 
sheet to be painted. 


The magazine from which Sarah bor- 


rowed the idea recommends buying a 
double flat sheet. Cut in half, one portion 
is painted while the other piece is saved 
for the backing. But Sarah 
prefers 


trimming down a twin flat sheet and us- 
ing a separate piece of colored flannel 
or burlap for backing. 


"IT REALLY DEPENDS just how it is 


going to be used — whether a person 
wants it as a quilt or wall decoration," 
she said. "The problem with burlap is 
that it does easily unravel while you are 
sewing on it." 


For a full-sized bedspread Sarah uses a 


whole double sheet. 


After tacking up her material (plain 


muslin bought by the yard may also be 
used), Sarah pencils In her design. 


"I kinda think about it after it's up. I 


used to work out the design ahead of 


time, but it got to be just too much of a 
hassle," she continued, pointing out the 
faint marks on the sheet on which she is 
in the process of painting. 


THE NEXT STEP Is painting. Sarah 


prefers using acrylics because they dry 
faster and are washable, though they do 
not easily fade. "Also they are cheaper 
than oils," laughed Sarah. 


She works primarily in strong bright 


tones because in mixing colors, it is too 
difficult to repeat the same shade. 


When the painting is completed, Sarah 


lines her sheet with cotton padding, adds 
the backing and then on the sewing ma- 
chine stitches all three pieces together. 
Then she outlines the entire design with 
stitching, working from the middle out. 


It is this final process that makes the 


finished piece resemble a quilt It is also 
the step that Sarah least enjoys doing — 
and the one where It's most easy to 
make a mistake, she said. 


"The more curves used in a design the 


more difficult it is to stitch," said Sarah. 
"Circular shapes are the hardest. 
Straight lines are much easier to follow," 
she added in pointing out a very effective 
black and white bedspread she painted in 
wide straight panels. 


THE YOUNG Mrs. Barnett, who 


moved to Schaumburg last year from 
W i c h i t a , Kans., is continually ex- 
perimenting with her sheets She knows 
how to weave and macrame, two skills 
she incorporates with her quilt painting 
to create even more unusual designs 


Since Sarah is not currently attending 


school, she works on her quilts almost 
every day depending upon how many or- 
ders she has to fill. 


It takes her approximately 12 to 14 


hours to complete an average-sized quilt. 
Sometimes if she is rushed, Sarah has 
her husband or next door neighbor help 
her paint in the design after she has al- 
ready traced it. 


Sarah admits that she does have favor- 


ites. 


"THERE WAS ONE I started doing 


that I just hated. It was up on the wall a 
long time and I told my husband I just 
couldn't finish it. Yet I finally did and 
when the stitching was all done, it really 
looked different I'll have to admit, it 
turned out to be one of my favorite 
pieces." 


Sarah will answer any questions about

Miss Casclln's full first name is Ho- 


Te-Ma-Wc. Indian for mockingbird. She 
said Indians don't necessarily name a 
child when it is born but may wait for 
some trait or event to give the name spe- 
cial moaning 


"I'm told I sang before I could talk," 


the said. "So the mockingbird." She's 
shortened it now to Hoto (pronounced 
Ho-Tny). 


The artist was born In San Antonio, 


Tex , of a Cherokee father and mother of 
Spanish and Italian oncost rage. Her par- 
ents moved to Los Angeles while she was 
a toddler. 


SHE STUDIED music with private 


teachers In both Los Angeles and New 
York and attended the University of 
Southern California and tho Julliard 
School in New York. 


The mezzo soprano said she started 


concerning ulth German, French, Ital- 
ian and Spanish songs — the classic re- 
pertory. Then began finishing concerts 
with Indian songs. 


Audlonces liked them and she ex- 


panded tho Indian group Now, she has a 
repertoire representing 20 to 25 tribes, 
she said, and "I am always adding." In- 
cluded aro tho Cherokee, N'avajo, Zuni, 
Apache, Hop!, Cheyenne, Sioux, Ojibuay 
and Chlppcwa-ccrcmonial and religious 
songs, love songs, work and play songs, 
lulloblcs.and nature songs about the sun, 
the wind and rain. Most arc from the 
18th and 19th Centuries. 


For her concerts, Miss Casclla wears 


authentic Indian dress of soft leather, 
fringe trimmed. She puts her nearly 
black hair, which falls well below tho 
waist, Into twin braids for tho stage.

The term "Art Nouvcau" has been 


tossed nbout In the media recently, al- 
though It Is by no means a new concept, 
nor aptly named. Strictly speaking, It Is 
the decorative style which was fashion- 
able In Franco at the end of the 19th 
century. 


Other countries copied with the Eng- 


lish arts and crafts movement, German's 
Jugcndstll and, as usual, an American 
blend of them all. 


Art Nouvcau owned some Inspiration to 


Japanese Influences and Is recognizable 
by Its asymmetrical design, Its curving 
sensuous lines and Its delicate plant and 
Insect forms and Idealized feminine 
beauty. Maidens with long flowing hair, 
ocean waves, trees and foliage, all undu- 
lated and pulsed within Uio confines of 
their wooden, metal and glass prisons. 
Furniture, printing and decorative acces- 
sories all were strongly affected. 


ROOKWOOD. IN Cincinnati, and oth- 


ers who copied the Rookwood pottery, 
Tiffany with his artistry In glass and ma- 
jor and minor artists In a thousand studi- 
os experimented with the new forms. 
Rookwood owed much to the Japanese 
influence, for one of the most famous 
artists who ever worked in this country 
was a Japanese with a multi-syllabic 
little song for a name: Kntaro Shlra- 
ynmndanl. His signature on a piece of 
pottery assures its immortality, If you 
don't drop the vase. 


Recently, the Art Institute of Chicago 


(and now the Chicago Historical Society) 
gave formal (but related) recognition to 
the Importance of the movement in 
America with a complete and jewel-like 
presentation called "The Arts and Crafts' 
Movement In America 1876-1916." I say 
"belated" only in the sense that for col- 
lectors and dealers In the know, It was 
rather anti-climactic, for these persons 
have been long corgnlzant of the fact 
that Art Nouvcau is important in the 
arts. 


ALTHOUGH SOME persons have col- 


lected these treasures since the day they 
were made and passed them along to 
their heirs, for the past IS or 20 years 
many collectors have been keeping their 
eyes peeled for Art Nouveau "sleepers" 
and have amassed hoards of the stuff for 
pennies. Pieces which'could have been 
bought 20 years ago, not even recognized 
for what they were, are now in the un- 
touchable range. 


Many books have been written on the 


subject in recent years and, as always, 
the birth of a book escalates the prices of 
Its subject. I have visited the collections 
of some of the authors of the books on 
Art Nouvcau and have been surprised at 
the treasures they have been able to dis- 
cover, simply by being aware of what 
was likely to soar in popularity, before 
other persons, such as I, knew what was 
going on. 


I sold o beautiful Wcller vase In 1950 


for $4, thinking what a fine profit I had 
made, since it had cost only $2! The 
same signed vase today would be worth 
about $133. A Tiffany copper and brass 
desk set cost SO cents at a garage sale in 
1962. Now even his lesser known contem- 
porary metal workers' pieces are selling 
for a hundred times that amount. 


SINCE IT'S TOO late for collecting Art 


Nouveau reasonably, what else is new? 
The last gasp at the antiques shows now 
is "Art Dcco" and if you are Interested 
In knowing more about it, an upcoming 
column will describe this period which I 
call the "streamlined chrome-plated 
era." It was suggested at the Art In- 
stitute show, when the languid ladles of 
Art Nouvcau became athletic. Roughly, 
Art Dcco covers the period between the 
two World Wars and was known by many 
dealers not so long ago as the "horrible 
'20s and '30s." Now they wish they'd nev- 
er said it!

These Irreverent comments sparkle 


among the 400 cartoons viewing the pa- 
rado of world events In "Best Editorial 
Cartoons of 1072: A Pictorial History of 
the Year" (Pelclan Publishing Co., 
$7.03). From Kissinger's travels to Bob- 
by Fischer, from Vietnam to Women's 
Lib, from Watergate and ITT to Inter- 
national terror — pick out the subject 
you're Interested In and enjoy. 


Tom Eagleton, Chairman Mao, George 


Mcany, John Connally. Teddy, 
McGovcrn, Trudcau, Thlcu, Nixon, Pow- 
ell, Burger, Rchnqulst and others skip 
merrily across tho pages. 


They are assigned various roles under 


the direction of cartoonists who try to 
"tell it as it really Is, the real truth as 
they sco it," writes Scott Long in the 
foreword. 


CARTOONS ARE exaggerations — the 


better to point up the Ironies, the Incon- 
sistencies, the frailties of governments, 
public officials and people. "Although 
only an Imaginary picture, a cartoon can 
reach beyond words and reason and set a 
torch to emotion," Long says. 


Fortunate are we that these cartoonists 


can and do take aim at the events of the 
world today. The first thing the public Is 
protected from In a dictatorship is tho 


anting cirrltd «wiy 


criticism of a free press, and the free 
comments of the cartoonists, of whom 
both are engaged In making democracy 
work. 


Pulltlzer Prize-winning historian Allan 


Nevlns observed that a good political or 
editorial cartoon contains three basic ele- 
ments: wit or humor, truth — or at least 
ono side of the truth — and moral pur- 
pose. 


In the past, Boss Tweed of Tammany 


Hall fame In Now York said he didn't 
care what the papers said about him as 
long as they stopped Thomas Nast's 
"damn cartoons." Tweed was-later ar- 
rested fleeing In Spain by an officer who 
recognized him from the same cartoons. 


It's loaded! 


RECENTLY, President Nixon admit- 


ted to the strength of cartoons when in 
preparing for the 1968 election campaign 
he said he'd have to overcome the Her- 
block image. The Image was of Nixon 
. with a heavy growth of 5 o'clock shadow, 
sometimes coming out of sewers. 


This volume of 400 cartoons from 110 of 


the 140 editorial cartoonists of North 
America was assembled by Charles 
Brooks, Birmingham (Ala.) News, a past 
president of the Association of American 
Editorial Cartoonists and illustrator of 
"Tho Real Spiro Agnew." 


Scott Long, who wrote the foreward, is 


one of the founders and past president of 
the AAEC. He's been editorial cartoonist 
of the Minneapolis Tribune since 1946, 
winner of the National Headliners Club 
award for cartooning in 1954 and Sigma 
Delta Chi Distinguished Service Award 
In 1957. 


Editorial cartoons are not drawn for 


history but for today under pressure of a 
publication deadline. They are not drawn 
exclusively for newspapers. You'll find 
examples of cartoons prepared for tele- 
vision in this volume. Not many though 
because this is a new art, still in its be- 
ginning faltering steps. 


HOWEVER, THESE cartoons become 


Invaluable tools of the student of political 
history, much as the cave man's etchings 
are treasured by the archaeologist. 


According to historian Kevins, "They 


throw light on changes in national mood. 
They recall the burning heat generated 
by Issues that are not extinct volcanoes. 
Cartoons are 'singularly useful in por- 
traying the spell which various person- 
alities have cost over the public mind." 


So here is the roar of the 1972 conflicts 


of nations, political parties, peoples and 
ideas. 


If you like eye-catching, and mind- 


catching cartoons, od If you like history, 
or both, you're In for a treat in this first 
volume of a projected annual series.

pllstlc repetition of phrasing and sounds. 
A seventh "song," called "Loup (1st In- 
dian On the Moon)," Is a droning bore 
with meaningless chants thrown in. 


The lime has come, I believe, when 


further hope that McCartney will reach 
the levels of writing he hod achieved 
when with the Beatles becomes mean- 
ingless, a waste of time. The decline of 
genius Is never enjoyable to watch or 
hear, as this further batch of premature 
senility by McCartney proves.

A slight disappointment is "Down the 


Road" (Atlantic SD-7250), the second al- 
bum by Stephen Stills and Manassas. 
The tight country-rock with close vocal 
harmony sound is still very easy to take, 
but the songs arc not up to the caliber of 
those on the initial LP. 


"Down the Road" features a fuller 


sound than did "Manassas," with the ad- 
dition of Bobby Whltlock on keyboards 
and vocals, Sydney George on flute, Joe 
Walsh on slide guitar and Pat Arnold on 
vocals, among others. This fuller sound 
Is often a fuzzier sound and It lacks the 
crlspncss of the first album. 


The real joy of "Down the Rood" lies 


In the Inclusion of two Latin rhythm 
songs. "Pcnsamlcnto" and "Guaguanco 
Do Vero." They, along with "Isn't It 
About Time" and "Rollln1 My Stone," 
highlight the album. 


A "Live at Carnegie Hall" album is 


always an opportunity to issue a slightly 
different "Greatest Hits" album. The 
producers of both Melanlc and Bill With- 
ers are the latest of a long line to do just 
that. 


Withers' "Live At Carnegie Hall" (Sus- 


sex SXBS-7025-2) two-record set Is a 
well done album with a good selection of 
songs, Including "Ain't No Sunshine," 
"Use Me" and "Lean On Me." 


But the best part of the album Is to 


hear how Withers works with his au- 
dience and how they appreciate him. 
"Grandma's Hands" is a fine example of 
this two-way flow of communication. 


THE AUDIENCE plays a large part in 


"Melanlc At Carnegie Hall" too. On this 
album (Neighborhood NRS-49001) as with 
her other live performances, Melanlc 
deals with a highly vocal, very demon- 
strative, personal audience. And as al- 
ways she appears to shine in their adora- 
tion. 


To the unfeeling, Mclonle would often 


be considered just a screamer. Yet, 
there is a certain frogileness to a Me- 
lanlc song and performance that reaches 
the inner core of a listener. It Is well 
beyond any of the surface brashness. She 
can evoke moods extremely well. 


Among the many good performances in 


the two-record set are versions of 
"Brand New Key," "Ring the Living 
Bell," "Baby Guitar," "Psychotherapy" 
and "Lay Your Hands Across the Six 
Strings."

One of the geniuses of rock (he formed 


Blood, Sweat and Tears) is Al Hooper. 
Recently he has formed his own record 
company, Sounds of the South, and pro- 
duced its first album, "Get Right" 
(Sounds of the South MCA-329) by Mose 
Jones. 


Mosc Jones could be a really great 


group and should that happen it should 
not be because their lead singer, Randy 
Lewis, sounds a little like David Clayton- 
Thomas at times, nor because the group 
itself sometimes sounds somewhat like 
B, S & T. 


The similarities In sound, admittedly 


present, are just a surface thing. The po- 
tential greatness in Mose Jones lies in 
the depth of their music and there is 
plenty of It. It's southern rock funk with 
slices of rhythm and blues, soul, jazz 
and straight blues. But they can also go 
soft and do real tight harmonies. 


THIS ALBUM is a sure attention get- 


ter, from rockers like "Barroom Sweep- 
er" and "Julia's Beautiful Friend" to the 
gospel "Get Right (With God)" and the 
Beach Boy-sounding "Here We Go 
Again." Another favorite is "What Kind 
of Woman Would Do that." 


Give this vital, alive-sounding group a 


listen.

It's time to put on a puppet show! A simple way to\| 


make a stage is to tip a card table on its side. You sit on 
the side with the legs. Your audience sits on the other 
side. 


If you want to get fancier, cut three sides of a box 


out so they form one long strip. Cut a rectangle in the 
middle piece. This will form your stage. Set it on an 
upright card table with a sheet thrown over it. (figure A) 


Here's how to make a simple hand puppet for your 


theater. Watch next week for two different kinds of 
puppets. 


Sock Puppets: Use an old sock for the puppet's 


head. Make a face with felt tipped markers or by gluing 
on felt pieces. You can sew on yarn or fringed felt strips 
for hair. If you make an animal puppet/ you may want . 
to leave a hole or two for your fingers to stick out. A 
rabbit puppet or cat could have your two fingers for 
ears; an elephant might have a finger trunk; Pinnochio 
could even have a nose that grows, (figure B)

Creating new roses takes 
lots of time and money 


There have been over 1200 plant pat- 


ents issued for roses — of which only a 
handful — 200 to 250 — are found In gen- 
eral commerce today. But each of these 
roses which is Introduced to the public, 
has been created by the same basic 
procedure. The Jackson & Perkins Com- 
pany conducts the largest private horti- 
cultural research effort in the country. 
They estimate that each of their new 
roses represents a $50,000 investment — 
and takes from seven to ten years to be- 
come a reality. 


Every single new rose is created by 


hand. A carefully-trained research work- 
er must perform a "crossing" or hybridi- 
zation. 


THIS EXQUISITE wreath of fruit 
and white roses, designed for a sum- 
mer dining table by the Society of 


American Florists, will delight every 
member of the family and give your 
table fragrance and elegance. 


Fruit and flower wreath 
has lush summer look 


The lush look of summer Is beautifully 


expressed In a dining table centerpiece 
of fruit and fresh flowers. 


Arrange white roses, lemon leaves, 


green grapes, and shiny red apples on a 
small round wreath, place a single din- 
nertime candlo in the center, and tho 
sight wilt delight every member of tho 
family. 


Wreaths, Incidentally, arc an anytime 


Innovation. They have adorned the 
homes of beauty-conscious women since 
the beginning of recorded history, and to- 
day their classic loveliness is as appro- 
priate in Juno as in December. 


You may wish to assign the making of 


your fragrant summertime table decora- 
tion to your florist, or you may decide to 
do It yourself. Tho art, onco learned, is 
satisfying and tempting! You will repeat 
It again and again, using different fresh 
flower themes and color schemes. 


Here, from tho Society of American 


Florists, arc tho basic steps for the first 
venture: 


Purchase a padded wreath frame 


(these arc reusable), floral wire, and wa- 


ter picks from your florists. For tho 
uninitiated: water picks are tiny water 
containers for individual fresh flowers. 
When properly positioned, they are invis- 
ible, and enormously prolong the life of 
your fresh flowers. 


Next, decide upon the fresh flowers 


and greenery you wish to combine with 
your real fruit. Let us assume you 
choose lemon leaves, white roses, and 
masses of the tiny green foliage leaf pit- 
tosporum. 


Neatly tuck a profusion of pittosporum 


foliage Into the frame padding. These 
tiny green leaves will be the base for 
your arrangement. Wire six small clus- 
ters of pale green grapes — evenly Inter- 
spaced — to your frame. Now regularly 
space six small groupings of white roses 
upon the frame — two to three blossoms 
per group. Each rose is held securely in 
place by a water pick. 


Add three red apples — and there Is no 


need to wire these. Last of all, surround 
each cluster of roses with five or six lem- 
on leaves. 


Floivering annuals beautify 
urban, rural environments 


More and more gardeners arc finding 


that annuals can contribute to a better 
environment through bcautlflcation — 
both urban and rural. 


The versatility of flowering annuals is 


noteworthy. Not only do annuals provide 
a vast array of colors, but also many 
flower forms, plant heights, growth 
habits and follago textures. Nearly oil 
provide garden color from spring or ear- 
ly summer to late fall. And (hey aro as 
much at home in formal settings as In 
Informal settings, as effective In mass 
plantings as In small intimate beds. 


Aside from adequate light and choos- 


ing kinds adapted to your climate, an- 
nuals are rather undemanding in their 
general requirements. Seldom aro they 
plagued by serious diseases or insects. 
Most soils, oven poor ones, can be modi- 
fied to grow fine flowers. 


However, always plan to protect your 


garden annuals in every way possible to 
ensure success — regardless of how try- 
Ing the environment in which they're 
growing may be. One of tho most effec- 
tive insecticides available not only for 
flowers, but also for shrubs, lawns, fruits 
and vegetables is called Spectracide. It 
c o n t a i n s dlazlnon, a doublcbarrcled 
chemical that kills most of tho chewing 
and sucking insects that are likely to 
cause you trouble. 


Try using some of the easily-grown 


taller annuals for barriers or temporary 
hedges to block out unsightly views or to 
help hide litter in the vicinity. They also 
make pleasing foils for the lower-grow- 
ing annuals. 


Good gardening practices improve 


your chances of success, and help you 
reap tho rewards and satisfaction of 
beautifying the environment — at least 
your little corner of the world — with 
flowering annuals.

Well-mowed lawn aids 
in battle against weeds 


Proper mowing is the key to a good 


lawn. A well-cut lawn with a dense, uni- 
form surface improves the aesthetic val- 
ue of the lawn and helps in the fight 
against weeds and disease. 


Proper mowing means, cutting at the 


right height at the right time, and using 
the right mower. 


Proper mowing height for most turf 


grasses is about two inches. Kentucky 
bluegrass varieties, red fescue any rye- 
grass do best if maintained at this level. 
Merlon bluegrass does well at 1& inches, 
Bentgrasses at less than one inch. 


Cutting grass too short weakens the 


plants and increases their susceptibility 
to disease and insect attack. Also weeds 
such as crabgrass grow well in short 
turf. 


Grass mowed too high looks shaggy 


and detracts from a lawn's appearance. 


Mow often enough so that no more than 
one-third of the grass leaf is removed. 


This means to maintain a two inch 


height, the grass should be mowed before 
It exceeds three inches. In wet weather, 
it may be necessary to mow twice a 
week to do this. 


Clippings from a properly mowed lawn 


should not be collected. They are actual- 
ly beneficial in providing essential plant 
nutrients and organic matter to the soil. 
A pile of grass clippings or plastic bag of 
grass on the curb all weekend definitely 
detracts from the looks of an otherwise 
well-kept lawn. 


Whether a reel mower or a rotary is 


used, it should be kept sharp. Reel mow- 
ers are more apt to stay sharp all season 
because they cut by positive shearing ac- 
tion. 


Every Individual rose is bisexual. It 


has both male and female organs, called 
stamens and pistils. To "cross" roses, 
the pollen from the stamens of one plant 
is applied to the pistils of another plant. 


First, pollen is collected from the sta- 


mens of one rose, designated the male. 
The petals cut away to expose the sta-' 
mens, then the pollen is extracted from 
the stamens and placed in an airtight 
jar. 


Petalage Is then removed from another 


rose, called the female, which is to re- 
ceive the pollen. The pistils of the pre- 
pared female rose are brushed with pol- 
len from the male rose. This is the actual 
"crossing" or hybridization. 


•After the crossing, the parent (or 


hybridized) rose is carefully protected 
from contamination by insects, dust or 
wind. Even if the hybridization is kept 
intact, Jackson & Perkins estimates that 
the chances of any specific crossing pro- 
ducing a good new rose variety are only 
one in 100,000. 


The pollinated rose — carefully cross- 


tagged to keep an accurate record of the 
hybridization — may develop a round 
swelling directly below the de-petaled 
flowers. This swelling is called a "hip," 
and it marks a successful hybridization. 


After approximately three to four 


months, the ripe rose hip is deep yellow- 
orange, and contains the seeds which will 
produce new roses. Research workers 
open the hips, then remove the hybri- 
dized seeds. 


Research techniques from this stage 


on, vary from hybridizer to hybridizer. 
In J&P's case, the seeds extracted 
from ripened rose hips are planted 
directly in a concrete bench filled with 
specially formulated soil, where they 
germinate, send up shoots and grow with- 
out interruption. Other hybridizers still 


use J&P's former method of sowing the 
seeds in flats to germinate, then trans- 
planting the seedlings into pots. 


At this point, the seedling may develop 


a premature bloom, which does not rep- 
resent the true form of the new variety. 
Rigorous elimination of 
unpromising 


seedlings is made at frequent intervals. 


At the point that about 1,000 survivors 


remain from the original batch of about 
80,000 seedlings — the young plants are 
marked for testing in the fields. Five to 
ten eyes of each new rose are sent to 
the research fields in California and bud- 
ded onto understock. During its first 
years of field bloom, very little eval- 
uation can be made. 


During its second and third years of 


growth, the blooms are characteristic of 
the new rose hybrid. The rose is now 
judged for petal count, color, foliage and 
other points. If promising, it is marked 
for continued testing and further propa- 
gation. At this point, perhaps 50 or so 
additional eyes will be budded onto un- 
derstock. 


New roses are allowed to grow and 


bloom for as long as five years while the 
evaluation goes on. Almost every new 
hybrid looks great once in a while. The 
true test is whether the new variety is 
constantly good — in all weather, and 
under all conditions. Extensive testing 
and years of constant observation in the 
greenhouse and home garden, are but 
two of the factors contributing to the tre- 
mendous expense of creating a new rose. 


Through the budding process, com- 


mercial quantities of new roses are de- 
veloped from just one original seedling. 
Jackson & Perkins propagates up to 1,000 
varieties out of each year's seedling 
crop, and during the third year of 
growth, ten to 20 of these seedlings are 
good enough to continue testing. From 
then on — for up to ten years — the rose 
is continually tested, in ever-increasing 
quantities.

A thoughtfully planned garden can be 


the most exciting part of your home. 


Whether you have only a small space 


or ground behind a lownhouse or the 
gracious expanse of a suburban home, 
you can transform It Into a site for a 
myriad of happy and relaxing activities. 


Start your planning by determining 


how much area you have for leisure use. 
Then consider tho activities that would 
bo most rewarding to you and your fami- 
ly. If tho area is large, you'll be able to 
section It off into a play or recreation 
area for children or adults and a relax- 
ing or entertaining area. 


In a small yard, you'll want to use ev- 


ery inch of available space to create a 
»lnglo activity area that can double for 
garden cookouts or cocktail parties and 
the scene of late afternoon or evening 
relaxation. 


Your first consideration In planning 


landscaping should bo to create privacy 
for all your activities. In a large yard, 
trees and high shrubs or hedges are most 
desirable. Or you may need to install an 
attractive fence that will enhance your 
property and your neighbors' as well. 


Climbing roses, morning glories, or 


sweet peas, will add color to a wall or 
fence and break its monotony. Flowering 
shrubs such as rhododendron or forsythla 
or any of a long list of evergreen shrubs 
will provide an excellent transition be- 
tween the height of a fence and the 
ground. 


If you have decided to partition a large 


yard Into activity areas, use small trees 
or shrubs to give the suggestion of a 


break Is the outline of the yard between 
them. Plant them In such a way as to 
create Irregular, flowing lines, which are 
i m m e n s e l y more interesting than 
straight, draftsmen-like lines. 


Flowerbeds should be planned in the 


same way. Plant a bed of bright colored 
flowers as focal points in various sec- 
tions of the yard. Let the rows bend and 
weave with the lines of the landscaping, 
providing a transition from ground cover 
to threes and shrubs at the same time. 


If you are trying to get the maximum 


use out of a tiny garden, you'll find that 
a brick or stone patio will be most prac- 
tical. You can plant small shrubs, rose 
bushes, and flowers in beds around the 
edges of the patio and leave the major 
part of the space free for cocktail par- 


ties, barbeques, sunbathing, or lounging. 


A patio is equally Important in a large 


yard, where it can provide a perfect foc- 
al point in both appearance and activi- 
ties. Even though the yard may be im- 
mense, the patio does not have to be 
large. Garden parties can overflow eas- 
ily onto the lawn, which can double as a 
croquet field or badminton court for the 
entire family. 


The selection of proper shade trees or 


the Installation of an awning over the 
patio will make your garden liveable 
throughout the daytime, and the In- 
stallation of lights or hurricane candles 
will bring it to life in the evenings. Every 
hour and every dollar Invested in devel- 
oping your outdoor living area will pro- 
duce many, many hours of pleasure

Colliopsis, the name usually given to 


the annual form of coreopsis, is one of 
the easiest plants you can grow. 


Just drop the seeds in the ground any- 


where that there's sun. Soil makes no 
difference, good or bad will do. And no 
real care is needed. 


The odd common name of tickseed 


comes from the appearance of the seeds, 
which impressed early botanists as being 
bug-like. 


Flowers are showy and appear all 


through the summer. Most are yellow 
with the base of each petal a deep ma- 
roon. 


There are both double-flowered and 


single-flowered forms in tall and short 
heights. The tall grows to three feet and 
the dwarf to only eight Inches. 


Use the tall ones for cutting; the short 


for edging beds for borders. 


You can usually buy seeds of the tall 


growers only in mixture of colors of 
single-flowered or double-flowered or 
both types. 


But the shorter varieties have names; 


Tiger Star and Golden Ray being two of 
them. Both of these grow eight Inches 
tall and form little mounds of color. Ti- 
ger Star has crimson blooms with mot- 
tllngs of gold; Golden Ray has yellow 
flowers with a crimson eye zone.

Thorough soil analysis 
determines soil condition 


You may not be the "doctor" when it 


comes to diagnosing and treating the 
serious ailments that can afflict the soil 
in your yard and garden, but there arc 
"first aid" measures you can take — and 
tho people who are experts In such mat- 
ters have some pointers that can help 
you recognize when and how to adminis- 
ter corrective and preventive treatment. 


Tho subject, of course, is fertilizers for 


your soil. Tho only way to have a thor- 
ough and accurate study of basic soil 
conditions is with an actual soil analysis 
performed by your County Aglrcultural 
Agent or the State Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. Your nursery garden 
center, with tho soil test information, can 
help you plan a sound fertilizing pro- 
gram. 


Once that is accomplished, there are a 


variety of symptoms that can let you 
know when certain nutrients ore needed 
to maintain the healthy growth of your 
plants. Tho remedies for the different 
conditions you may observe arc In a 
wide selection or organic and non-organ- 
ic fertilizers, most of them available un- 
der commercial names at the garden 
center. 


Here are signs to look for If one of the 


important nutrients, nitrogen, is deficient 
in your soil: erosion in the topsoil; a 
very sandy soil; yellowing or stunted to- 
lingo In the plants growing in the soil; 
early-falling leaves from the trees. 


Many of those same symptoms can in. 


dlcnte the lack of another nutritional ele- 
ment, potash. Plan to add a fertilizer in- 
cluding potash if tho soil is quite sandy, 
or if older leaves take on a yellow tint 
between the veins and appear scorched 
at the margins. 


Phosphorus is called for if plants re- 


main stunted, or if subsurface drainage 
is poor, or the soil has an especially fine 
texture. 


Good nursery garden centers can sug- 


gest the right fertilizer to provide the nu- 
trition you need for any of these soil con- 
ditions. Instructions for applying the ma- 
terial and the quantities to use will usu- 
ally come with the commercial fertilizer 
you buy, and the garden center can give 
you advice for others. However, the 
American Association of Nurserymen of- 
fers some suggestions which will be help- 
ful in any case. 


Fertilizers sheuld be spread as evenly 


as possible over the soil surface. Small 
amounts con be distributed more easily 
if they are first mixed with fine, dry soil 
or sand. Fertilizer spreaders that move 
on wheels help to insure even dis- 
tribution. 


It's a good idea to cultivate or rake in 


the fertilizer after spreading to prevent 
its hardening on the surface or washing 
away. 


Especially during dry seasons, newly 


fertilized areas should be well watered 
immediately.

Beans: a popular choice 
for vegetable gardeners 
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Beans are one of the most popular 


classes of vegetables grown by home 
gardeners, second only to tomatoes — 
and they are much easier to grow. 


Strictly speaking there are two kinds of 


beans — busb beans and pole beans. The 
pole beans have slightly better flavor 
and they are more productive, but bush 
beans have advantage of being earlier 
and not requiring poles for support. 


Planting of all varieties Is best done 


directly into the garden after danger of 
frost. 


Among bush beans thert are green- 


podded varieties and yellow-podded, but 
an unusual purple-podded kind called 


Royalty is worth growing. 


Bush beans are so quick to grow it's 


possible to get several harvests a year 
by planting at two-month Intervals. 


Every gardener develops his own 


method of growing pole beans, but what- 
ever the method, the main aim is to 
make them grow lush and tall. The 
"hill" method is as good as any, digging 
generous holes and filling with soil condi- 
tioner and fertilizer. Then position three 
poles around the edge to form a tripod 
and create a "bean wigwam." 


Kentucky Wonder is the most famous 


green-podded pole bean, but Romano 
(Italian beans) are better tasting.

"If bank accounts ore good for people, 


why aren't they good for plants?" I 
naked myself one day. 


"They arc good for plants," myself re- 


plied. 


That's one of the joys of gardening. 


You can talk to yourself, while you prune 
the roses or water the geranium pots, 
nnd yourself can talk right back. Out of 
these 
conversations have blossomed 


some great Ideas. Like the three bank 
accounts 1 opened for our plants. There 
Isn't a dollar In any of these accounts, 
but there's n lot of bread In them that 
the plants value higher than $$$. 


Tnke the cash account, on which we 


draw almost every week. It is a shoul- 
der-high pile of ground up leaves of oak, 
maple, toyon and other trees, plus some 
fragrant dry pine needles. 


Whenever we rake leaves we toss the 


gleanings on n low pile by the WW Grind- 
er I bought a couple of decades back. 
About every other week we have a noisy 
leaf grinding. The leaves spew out of the 
grinder In half Inch compost flakes. 


Without waiting for 'them to rot, we 


spread the leaf flakes around trees, 
shrubs, vegetables and flowers to keep 
the soil cool and moist. In three or four 
months they disintegrate Into the top- 
soil, making It loamy. Every year the 
soil becomes more friable, thanks for 
drawing on this account. 


Since the leaves absorb nitrogen in the 


topsoll, I toss ammonium sulphate and 
wood ashes from the fireplace on this top 
dressing. The leaf flakes release the 
plant food as they disintegrate into the 


soil. 


The savings account Is something else. 


It Is an old-fashioned mulch pile on 
which we toss the green clippings from 
the flower and vegetable patches. But I 
don't turn It over every fortnight as the 
books advise. Instead, I let it pile higher 
and higher as It sinks under its own 
weight and that of layers of soil I spread 
on top every couple of months. 


Along with the earth dressing I give it 


a feeding of 8-8-8, which is a -balanced 
chemical plant food. Every few days I 
turn on a sprinkler to keep the mulch 
pile moist. 


Come the end of the winter rainy sea- 


son, I pull off the top foot of the pile and 
toss the balance of this well-rotted bank 
account through a half-inch mesh screen. 
By this time, with an assist from a host 
of earthworms, It Is fine, friable, forti- 
fied new soil, just right for pots or plant- 
ers, or for enriching flower beds. 


The third bank account was forced 


upon us when the smog commission de- 
creed, "No more burning. Haul your 
trimmings to the dump." I said, "Haul 
away all that organic stuff? Not me." 
Fortunately, we had room to stack our 
trimmings in two small pits and forget 
it. 


This is a long-time savings account. In 


about five years, Nature has done her 
stuff and turned the tree trimmings into 
the kind of soft, fragrant, coarse leaf 
mold we used to hunt years ago in the 
virgin woods. Great for rehabilitating 
tired soil with a balanced mix of organic 
and chemical plant foods. 


Beautiful white flowers 
produced by okra plant 


Okra is an unusual vegetable that's 


very popular In the south. Yet, it will 
grow reliably as far north as New York 
State. A member of the hllriscus family 
of plants, it produces beautiful white 
flowers with dark brown centers. 


The okra pods form under these exotic 


flowers and should be picked when young 
and tender. They are delicious cooked as 
a side-dish or added to soups with a to- 
mato base. Older pods can be left on the 
stalk to become hard and brittle by fall, 
when they con be picked to make Inter- 
esting indoor arrangements. 


It Is often claimed that blue among 


flowers Is the least common color be- 
cause it Is the color of the sky against 
which most flowers- must contrast in or- 
der to attract insects for pollination. Blue 
flowers are mostly low growing (forget- 
me-nots, ageratum and ponsles) In order 
to contrast with foliage. 


In actual fact, however, green flowers 


are much less common than blue flowers 
and black flowers are almost non-exis- 
tent — although some panslcs are almost 
black. 


Among the most widely grown green 


flowers are Bells of Ireland and Envy 
Zinnia. The seeds of both these varieties 
are available from most seed displays 
and catalogs, and they are easy to 


handle, requiring similar conditions for 
successful results. Sow them directly in 
the garden where you want them to 
bloom after the last frost date. Both vari- 
eties are excellent as /cut flowers. 


Swiss Chard deserves to be much more 


widely grown in home vegetable gar- 
dens. It can be sown In every month of 
the year except winter, and it tolerates 
hot humid summers magnificently. 


A member of the beet family, it grows 


luscious, crinkled leaves with thick, 
succulent stems. They are delicious cook- 
ed as "greens," making an excellent sub- 
stitute for spinach, which cannot tolerate 
hot weather. The seeds are easy to 
handle, and they germinate reliably. 


There are perennials in the flower 


world, so why not perennials In the vege- 
table world? Indeed, there is such a 
thing, and the two most widely grown 
perennial vegetables are asparagus and 
rhubarb. 


Many gardeners buy these as roots for 


quicker results, but they can be grown 
less expensively — and quite reliably — 
from seed. Rhubarb from seed will take 
two years to reach an adequate size, and 
asparagus will take at least three, but 
once you have a well-established bed 
they will keep producing year after year 
without the need for replanting.

Raised flower beds make 
easy task of garden work 


Does even the thought of gardening 


give you instant backache? Raised beds 
for flowers and shrubs may be ideal for 
you. 


Elevated beds, between knee-high and 


waist-high, can be the answer to several 
other problems, as well They provide 
excellent drainage, necessary to healthy 
plant growth. They provide protection 
from children and dogs — or cocktail 
party guests — who inevitably tromp on 
your favorite plants. And they provide 
superb transition between ground plant- 
ings and trees or walls.. 


A wide variety of materials can be 


used to construct such beds. Brick and 
stone are the most common, but old rail- 


road ties, redwood boards, or In- 
expensive concrete blocks can also be 
used.

stalling a raised bed around a tree in the 
middle of the yard.

Drill-hole type of fertilizing 
suggested for mature trees 


Many homeowners busily fertilizing 


their laws this spring may think their 
trees arc getting a full share of the food 
nutrients, but the amount of fertilizer 
reaching tree roots deep below the sur- 
face will bo negligible. 


Certainly lawns should be fed with a 


good fertilizer, but Plant Pathologist 
Henry \V. Gllbcrtson of the Dnvey Tree 
Company Research Center explains that 
the lawn will use up the fertilizer before 
It reaches the roots lying deep In tho 
ground. However, he adds that heavy do- 
sages of lawn fertilizer around trees en- 
courage development of roots at the sur- 
face. This Is only a supplement and doos 
not eliminate the need for tree feeding. 


After the lawn has been fertilized, then 


particular attention should be paid to fer- 
tilizing trees since no other form of tree 
care produces such dramatic results. 


With mature trees such us oaks, ma- 


ples, lindens, etc., Davcy men most often 
recommend tho drill-hole method of ferti- 
lization. Here, perforation holes arc 
made with a soil auger to a depth of at 
least 18 Inches. A balanced tree food Is 
placed In the holes. Whore the soil Is 
poor, organic matter such, as peat moss 
or compost should be used to fill up tho

holes. 


This type of feeding encourages deeper 


root growth, extending the range of the 
roots Into cool, moist areas better suited 
to further root development. Tho per- 
foration holes are a real benefit in clay 
soils that retard the entrance of air and 
water, elements vital to tree health. Per- 
forations — the more tho better — let air 
and water enter readily. And when you 
add fertilizer especially formulated for 
trees, your trees get the balanced diet 
that will keep them beautiful and healthy 
and better able to withstand Insect at- 
tack, disease and summer drought. 


Flower lovers 
4old favorite' 


Many new flowers arc like new fash- 


Ions. They enjoy a short, sensational pe- 
riod of popularity — then tall off to be 
replaced by something more sensational 
or novel. New flowers that hit the top of 
the popularity polls — and stay there — 
arc few and far between. Thumbellna 
Zinnia Is a delightful exception. 


When Thumbellna was first Introduced 


In 1963 It won a Gold Medal Award in the 
All-America Selection, and outsold every 
other flower variety. Gold Medals are ex- 
tremely rare, and awarded only when a 
flower Is unique to the plant world, but 
even Gold Medal winners get replaced, 
since breeders quickly set to work to im- 
prove upon them. Today — ten years lat- 
er — Thumbclina still outsells most other 
flowers. 


The first miniature zinnia, Thumbclina 


was a triumph of modern plant breeding. 
It grows just eight inches high, produc- 
ing mound-shaped plants covered with 
thimble-size flowers In a beautiful mix- 
ture o^ colors from white and yellow to 
pink and purple. The first flowers appear 
when the plants arc just 3 in. high, and 
they arc excellent to grow in pots, or for 
low beds and edgings. 


Plant seeds of Thumbellna directly 


into the garden, where you want them to 
bloom. First flowers will appear within 
six weeks from seed when the plants are 
just three inches high. Keep the soil cul- 
tivated and free from weeds, pick off 
dead flowers, and Thumbellna will give a 
lovely display of color all summer.

selling dt a record pace of nearly one 
million units per year, according to the 
Outdoor Power Equipment 
Institute 


(OPED. 


A triangular OPEI Safety Seal on the 


mower housing of these riding lawn ve- 
hicles means that a model of that mower 
has been tested and approved by an inde- 
pendent testing laboratory as meeting 
the power mower safety standard of the 
American National Standards Institute. 


Purchasing the riding vehicle, how- 


ever, is just the beginning. The OPEI 
urges every purchaser to learn the fol- 
lowing list of rules which accompany 
each new lawn riding vehicle bearing the 
triangular safety seal: 


Read the owner's manual. Learn to op- 


erate your mower safely and how to get 
the best results from it. 


No passengers. Mowing your lawn is a 


solo Job for the operator alone. 


Children should not be allowed to oper- 


ate a lawn vehicle or any other power 
mower. Only adults properly familiar 
with the unit should operate it. 


Clear area of children and pets. When 


near, they may be Injured by hurled ob- 
jects or run over by the machine itself. 


Remove all debris including stones 


from the lawn. A small stone can be- 
come dangerous when thrown by a mow- 
er's blade. 


Always shift into neutral before start- 


Ing. 


Turn off engine and set the brake 


whenever you leave machine. 


Fill gas tank before starting and al- 


ways out of doors. Never refuel a hot or 


running engine. Never gas up or start 
engine in a closed garage. 


Watch for holes and hidden hazards. 


Always keep an eye on what's up front. 


Look behind before backing. The most 


tragic of all riding vehicle accidents is a 
parent injuring a child or pet, because he 
didn't look behind first.

So some of your rosebushes didn't 


moke It into the now season. They were 
beautiful, you knew them by name and 
talked to them as friends and cared for 
them, but they're gone. One of the happy 
wonders of gardening Is that we can eas- 
ily and economically replace plants with 
now growing residents that quickly earn 
our affection. 


Filling the space left in an established

Then pre- 
pare the ground in the same way as in 
any original rose planting.

Plant squash this summer 


Squash Is one of Iho cosiest families of 


vegetables to grow In your garden — and 
what fun they arc to grow too. 


Native to the American continent, 


squash were a food staple of the Indians, 
ami In Europe today most families hove 
never even seen a squash, much less 
tasted one. 


Squash are very easy to grow. Tr« 


seeds arc largo and easy to handle — 
like pumpkin seeds. Also, they like to be 
sown directly Into the garden after dan- 
ger of frost. They germinate quickly — 
usually within ten days — and they grow 
with case. 


Squash come In masy different shapes 


nnl sizes, but they are all divided Into 
two distinct groups — summer and win- 
ter squash. The summer squash grow 


BUTTERNUT SQUASH must r.maln 
on fht vine until fully mahir*. Th«y 
are bait gathered before fall frosts, 
leaving part of the stem attached to 
the fruit. They are easily stored over 
winter in a dry place and prefer a 
cool temperature between 45 and 55 
degrees. 


Retail lawmeeds 


offer good quality 


A recent Investigation provides encour- 


aging news that most retail lawnsccd of- 
ferings are of good to excellent quality. 
Almost none of the nationwide samplings 
showed appreciable germination or weed 
weaknesses. Occasionally some crop (ag- 
ricultural species) la carried along, and 
sometimes this can become a pest. 


In no Instance was uny crnbgrass en- 


countered. If crabgross shows up In your 
lawn it Is almost surely from residual 
seed In your soil. The same Is true for 
most of the other spring and summer 
weeds such as chlckwccd, dandelion, 
plantain, knotwccd and spurge, — all, In- 
cidentally, easily controlled with the 2, 
4-D family of herbicides. 


Give plants water 
when they need il 


Never water plants by "rule of 


thumb." such as every other day, twice 
c week, etc. Give them water when they 
need it! Learn to gauge the moisture 
content of soil by Its color and "feel." As 
the surface dries, the soil gets lighter in 
color, but it's slimy and sticky when 
saturated. 


For most plants, aim at a moderate 


soil-moisture content. Never allow plants 
to go for long In soil that Is water-logged 
or bone-dry. In cither case, roots will be 
damaged. Wilting never benefited any 
plant.

quickly, have softer fruit and uhould be 
eaten Immediately as they are picked. In 
fact, the more you pick the more fruit 
will keep growing. Zucchini, pattl-pans, 
crooknecks and stralghtnecks are all ex- 
amples of summer squash. 


Winter squash have hard outer skins, 


they take longer to grow, and the fruit 
can be stored for long periods for eating 
during late fall and winter. Butternut, 
hubbard, acorn and buttercup are exam- 
ples of winter squash. 


Don't be fooled by the outer appear- 


ance of some squash. Many arc a dork 
unappetizing green, but the Interiors are 
golden yellow and full of delicious fla- 
vor. Others like the crooknecks ore war- 
ted and mis-shapen — but again the 
creamy yellow Interior when cooked and 
served with butter is a gourmet's delight. 
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Many vegetable varieties 
can grow in small areas 


PATH-PAN SQUASH are shaped Ilka 
flying saucers. The exterior can b» 
white or yellow according to variety 
and they are best eaten when young 
and tender — about an inch across. 


If you are appalled at the high price 


you pay for flavorless, half-green to- 
matoes, flabby summer squash, limp 
string beans — fight back, raise some of 
your own no matter how small your 
yard, advises Ben Hoyle, a member 
turned author of the Men's Garden Clubs 
of America. 


If your yard is small, there is no law 


that says vegetables must be planted in 
straight rows. Carrots don't care wheth- 
er they are regimented Into rows, as 


they will cheerfully swing in graceful 
scallops around a flower bed. 


Turnips taste Just as good if they are 


grown In a small cluster out on the sunny 
side of the lilac bush. String beans will 
climb enthusiastically up the side of the 
garage. 


Rhubarb, according to Hoyle, fits pic- 


turesquely into the perennial border; a 
thick, healthy row of strawberry plants 
makes a beautiful edging for a walk; and 
herbs are attractive as well as useful 


when they are planted in a rock garden. 


Hoyle further advises trying a per- 


ennial border arranged to accommodate 
an asparagus planting. Hollyhocks can 
be in the background against the fence, 
with the asparagus next in a curving 
row. 


After the picking season, the aspa- 


ragus will put up thick, green ferny tops 
about three feet high that make a won- 
derful summer-long background for gla- 
diolus, lilies, and annuals.

Studies have found that 
these two shows have not only garnered good ratings, but have 
attracted the type of audience that advertisers want to reach. 


"In Concert** and "Midnight Special'* are currently offered 


by the networks late on Friday evening, as late as I a.m. in East 
Coast markets. Many ABC and NBC affiliates, additionally. 
have taped the show for a delay 
basis at even a later time. Regard- 
less, the audiences still tune in. no 
matter what the hour.

It's been estimated that between 15-20 million Americans 


are awake between midnight and 6 a.m.. with that number 
probably greater on weekends. It's a good bet. therefore, that 
when a network decides to offer 24-hour programming, the 
weekend is the logical lime. 


AS REPORTED IN this column several weeks ago. the sum- 


mer TV schedule doesn't offer much new. ABC is the last to 
announce its warm weather lineup, with three comedy test 
plots on the log. They include two half-hour shows. "Thicker 
Than Water" starring Julie Harris and Richard Long, and 
"Love Thy Neighbor.'* a British-inspired series about a black 
family that moves in to a white neighborhood. 


In addition. ABC will debut "The Burns and Schreiber 


Comedy Hour/* with comedians Jack Burns and Avery Schrei- 
ber. And in an unusual move. "The Corner Bar** is being 
brought back for another summer run, but with different stars. 
You may recall the show ran last summer, with Gabriel Dell. 
This summer. Anne Meara and Gene Roche will be featured 
performers. 


CBS. meanwhile, has pulled what may be a lucky rabbit out 


of its programming hat. The network is serving up reruns of the 
old ABC "Dan August** series, starring Burt Reynolds as the 
ruff-'n-tufT detective. The show could very well draw a bigger 
audience this summer than in its original run. because of Rey* 
nolds'rising popularity. 


NBC IS CURRENTLY working on a new "Star Trek" 


series, but it will be in animation and programmed next fall on 
Saturday mornings, primarily for the kids. It is interesting, nev* 
ertheleess. that the network has hired the services of many orig- 
inal "Trek" actors and producers. Among those reported to be 
working on the cartoon version are stars William Shatrier 
(Captain Kirk) and Leonard Nimoy (Mr. Spock). They will be 
doing the voices of the animated pair. 


Along this I inc... it's being rumored that "Bridget Loves Bcr- 


nie" may return. The show, cancelled by CBS several weeks 
ago in an announcement considered the shocker of the year, is 
being looked at by either another network or a syndication 
company. There are many who still feel that one of the major 
reasons the situation comedy was nixxed was because of pres- 
sure from certain religious groups. CBS, though, claims that 
the comedy-depicting the married life of a young Catholic girl 
toa Jewish fellow—was dropped because of sagging ratings.

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Area's chance for second Harper campus seems remote 


by JILL BETTNER 


The chonce that Buffalo Grove will bo 


chosen as the slto for a second Harper 
College campus Is remote, but not impos- 
sible, college officials said yesterday. 


Tha Herald learned Wednesday that a 


site near the northwest corner of Arling- 
ton Heights and Dundco roads is being 
considered for a campus to supplement 
the main campus in Palatine. 


Jack Lucas, director of planning for 


the college, sold yesterday the final deci- 
sion on whether to build a second Harper 
campus may not bo made for at toast a 
year. If tho campus Is added, the prima- 
ry site for It Is at the northwest corner of 
Palatine and Schocnbcck roads in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Lucas said if it is Impossible to build 


on the Arlington Heights site, Harper of- 
ficials may seek to buy the Buffalo 
Grove property that is owned by village 
resident, Leona Happ. 


"I DON'T KNOW what could come up 


that wo couldn't get the Schocnbeck site, 
but if we couldn't, the Buffalo Grove site 
would certainly be one we would consid- 
er." 


The land in question is a 140-acre par- 


cel that lies mostly behind the Buffalo 
Grove Mall. About one-quarter of the 
property fronts Dundee Road next to the 
Berkshire Trace apartments. The site is 
one of six possible locations being consid- 
ered for the proposed campus. 


Advantages of locating the proposed 


campus In Buffalo Grove, Lucas said, 
are that utilities are readily available, 
traffic is not particularly a problem and 
Rte. 53 • would provide a good access 
route to the school. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson said sewer 


and water lines presently run directly in 
front of the Happ property. He said Buf- 
falo Grove will also be in a better posi- 
tion than Arlington Heights to provide 
fire and police protection to the school 
because the stations are closer. 


"It would be very prestigious for us," 


said Larson, commenting on the possi- 
bility of the school being built in Buffalo 
Grove. He added that a junior college 
will fit In with the light industrial and 
residential land uses indicated for the 


Happ property in the village's master 
plan. 


MRS. HAPP WAS not available for 


comment yesterday, but her son, Rich- 
ard, said the family has no immediate 
plans to consider selling the property 
which Harper officials are interested in. 
The family has not been contacted by 
anyone from Harper, he said. 


Happ refused to put a value on the 


land, but other property fronting Dundee 
Road is currently selling for $100,000 an 
acre for commercial uses. The village 
master plan sets the value of residential 
property such as the portion of the Happ 
property in back of the mall at $25,000 an 
acre. 


The Schoenbeck site, owned by the 


Mayo Foundation, a non-profit corpo- 
ration affiliated with the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn., is conservatively val- 
ued at $25,000 an acre. 


The main reason the Schoenbeck site 


was picked over the Buffalo Grove site, 
according to Lucas, is because there is a 
greater student population in Arlington 
Heights. 


"The problem with Buffalo Grove Is 


that we would get almost no students 
from north of the site," he said. "Lake 
' County is out of our district which would 


leave us with a blind side. At the Schoen- 
beck site, we would draw students from 
all directions." 


ADLAI STEVENSON High School Dist 


125, which serves the Lake County sec- 
tion of Buffalo Grove and unincorporated 
Lake County north of Wheeling, is one of 
six Lake County high school districts that 
are not presently in any junior college 
district. 


These high school districts have until 


next Jan. 1 to join an existing junior col- 
lege district or band together to form a 
new district of their own. After that date, 
they will be assigned to a junior college 
district by the Illinois Junior College 
Board. 


The Dist. 125 school board will discuss 


their plans on which junior college dis- 
trie to join at a June 4 meeting.

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Drainage ditch 
funding clears 
Senate committee

A bill allocating $150,000 for improve- 


ments to the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch has passed the Illinois 
Senate appropriations committee, and is 
expected to come before the full Senate 
shortly. 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


said that if the bill passes, $50,000 would 
be used for the proposed retention basin 
In tho Arlington Country Club and 
$100,000 would be used for creek Im- 
provements from Heritage Park to the 
DCS Plnlncs River. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove officials 


were in Springfield Tuesday to testify in 
favor of tho bill before the committee. 
The measure was Introduced last month 
by Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfleld, and 
Sen. Karl Bornlng, R-Decrfield. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said the unanimous committee ap- 
proval was a hopeful sign. "A major 
hurdle was crossed when It was ap- 
proved by the appropriations com- 
mittee," ho said. 


IT IS LARSON'S understanding that 


once a bill Is approved by the appropria- 
tions committee it is almost assured of 
passage by tho legislature. 


Passolt, however, was less optimistic 


about the bill's passage. "It docs not ap- 
pear to have support," he said. "It docs 
not have tho support of the adminis- 
tration. They have their own bill which 
provides only $25,000 for Buffalo Creek." 


The Wheeling manager said passage of 


the bill will enable his village to start 
long-needed improvements to tho Wheel- 
ing Drainage Ditch. He said these Im- 
provements Include widening and dredg- 
ing the creek from Heritage Park to the 
DCS Plolncs River to improve the flow of 
water. 


Wheeling last year forfeited $60,000 In 


state money for the project when resi- 
dents In tho Meadowbrook West area ob- 
jected that too many trees would have to 
be removed to widen the creek. The vil- 
lage postponed tho project because of 
these objections, thus forfeiting tho mon- 
ey. 


Passolt said Improving tho flow of wa- 


ter In the creek will help reduce flooding 
in upstream areas by preventing tho wa- 
ter from backing up during heavy rains. 


THE RETENTION lake planned for 


the Arlington Country Club will also re- 
duce flooding by decreasing the amount 
of water released into the creek during 
heavy rains. 


Larson said $80,000 of the $130,000 


needed from the state has already been 
appropriated for the retention lake. He 
said the $50,000 from this new bill will 
provide the rest of the money, needed. 


The Buffalo Grove manager said con- 


struction of the five-aero retention lake 
will probably begin In October. An agree- 
ment was recently reached with the own- 
ers of the golf course and Buffalo Grove 
to allow construction. 


Tho project will be jointly financed by 


the Metropolitan 
Sanitary 
District 


(MSD), Buffalo Grove and the state. Buf- 
falo Grove will provide $80,000, the MSD 
$120,000 and the state $130,000 for the ba- 
sin. 


The retention lake will hove a capacity 


for 16 million gallons of water. It is de- 
signed to alleviate flooding in White 
Pine Ditch, Buffalo Creek and the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch. 


BOTH VILLAGE managers said they 


did not know when the bill will come be- 
fore the Senate. Passolt said, however, 
he Is prepared to return to Springfield 
with a group of interested citizens if his 
support is needed for passage of the bill. 


Tho Wheeling manager said he also ex- 


pects Ills village board to pass a resolu- 
tion supporting tho bill. He said, how- 
ever, he is not counting on the state mon- 
ey to finance the project. 


"I never count on state money until it's 


in my hand, because I have yet to see 
penny one," he said.

Reduction of Cambridge units asked 


The developer of Cambridge on the 


Lake condominiums In Buffalo Grove has 
asked the village for permission to con- 
struct a building 600 feet long instead of 
two buildings 400 feet long which were 
approved earlier. 


Robert Verblc, project manager for the 


development, told the plan commission 
Wednesday night the change will reduce 
the number of units in the entire devel- 
opment from 520 to 392. This is about a 
24 per cent decrease in density. 


So far, five buildings with 312 units 


have been constructed in the devel- 
opment. Vcrbic said the final building, If 
approved, will have 80 units as opposed 
to the 208 that were planned for the two 
smaller buildings. 


Verbic said the reduction in units is so 


great, because the developer plans to 
build all three-bedroom units in the final 
building. The plan for the two buildings 
Included some one and two-bedroom 
units which would take up less space. 
Verbic said the developer wants to 
switch to all three-bedroom units be- 
cause they sell better. 


VERBIC ALSO SAID the developer 


thinks the smaller buildings, which 
would be six stories high, are not com- 
patible with the rest of the development. 
The large building will be four stories, 
the same as the others. 


Several plan commissioners said they 


thought the proposed building was too 
large and should be split into two build- 


ings. Verbic, however, said if the build- 
ing is split there will not be space to 
build enough units to make the project 
economically feasible. 


The majority of the plan commission 


said they were in favor of the reduced 
density, but were concerned about the 
"institution effect" the large building 


will create. The building is in the north- 
west part of the development, near Dun- 
dee Road and Lake Boulevard. 


According to Verbic, the developer has 


talked to many homeowners in the devel- 
opment about the proposed change. The 
vast majority of residents have approved 
of the change, he said. 


IF THE CHANGE is approved, the 


three-bedroom units will probably sell 
for $65,000 each. 


A public hearing on the proposed 


change has been tentatively scheduled 
for June 13. The developer hopes to begin 
construction of the building as soon as 
possible, said Verbic. 


Levitt seeks change in complex plans 


Levitt and Sons Inc. has asked the 


Village of Buffalo Grove for permission to 
eliminate all duplex homes on its 50-acre 
Koepler-Demuth site and replace them 
with single-family homes. If the change is 
granted it will mean 16 fewer units in the 
development. 


Original plans called for 75 single-fami- 


ly homes and 82 duplex units, for a total 
of 157. With the change Levitt will in- 
stead build 141 single-family homes. Ken 
Campbell, an engineer for Levitt, said 
the developer may eliminate four more 
homes to provide additional water reten- 
tion In the area. 


The original plan for the project was 


approved by the village board about two 
months ago. The development is south of 
Aptakisic Raod and east of Arlington 
Heights Road. 
. 


Campbell told the plan commission 


Wednesday night Levitt proposed the 


change because it thinks "there is a 
scarcity of single-family homes in the 
area." He said Levitt feels fewer homes 
and lower densities will be more benefi- 
cial to the development. 


CAMPBELL SAID Levitt will make 


about the same profit even though it will 
be constructing fewer units, because the 
profit is greater on single-family homes 
than it is on duplex units. 


Levi(t plans to build three styles of 


single-family homes at alternate eleva- 
tions in the development. Campbell said 
the homes will range in price from 
$45,000 to $55,000. 


On the southern part of the Koepler- 


Demuth property Levitt also plans to 
build 225 condominiums. Campbell said 
the engineering department is reviewing 
the apartment plans and does not know if 
it will request changes in that part of the 
development. 


On the nearby 61-acre Wagner proper- 


ty Levitt plans to build 312 townhouse 
condominiums. Campbell said Levitt is 
also reviewing that project and does not 
know if any changes will be made. 


A public hearing before the plan com- 


mission on the Levitt request is tenta- 
tively scheduled for June 27.

Hotel-convention complex 
opening target: late '74

October, 1974, was announced yes- 


terday as the target date for the 
opening of a $65 million hotel and 
convention center known as the Chi- 
c a g o-O'Hnro International Trade 
Ccnlcr. 


The complex, which may also in- 


clude a 20,000 scat indoor sports sta- 
dium, la planned for 63 acres cast of 
Arlington Heights Road and south of 
the Northwest Tollway. 


Backers of the project said yester- 


day that they arc "actively seeking" 
annexation of the property to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


Financing for the complete project 


is under the direction of and secured 
through the First Arlington National 
Bank, Douglas W. Dodds, president. 


THE COMPLEX will be built in 


several stages and if developed to Its 
final plan, would represent an $80 to 
$83 million investment. 


The convention center will put 


nearly eight acres under roof and 
have 220,000 square feet of exhibit 
space — about half the area of Chi- 
cago's McCormlck Place. 


A twin-tower, 15-story hotel with 


1,000 rooms will connect with the 
convention hall. 


Promoters said they hoped to 


break ground for the convention hall 
in August, and open the facility in 
October of 1974. The first of the two 
hotel towers, with 500 rooms, will 
open seven to eight months later, 
they said. The hotel operator has not 
yet been determined. 


GEORGE W. FURMAN, senior 


vice president of the trade center, 
said plans for the indoor stadium 
"are still In the courtship stages." 
He said he is currently negotiating 
with numerous professional sports 
teams, (rath In and outside Chicago, 
but declined to name any specific or- 
ganizations. 


Furman would not comment on 


whether he was negotiating with Jor- 
dan Knlscr, part-owner of the Chi- 
cago Cougars, who is reportedly 
planning an Indoor stadium in Pala- 
tine, across from Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


"Tho stadium Is a concept, not a 


reality right now. But it could be 
constructed in 18 months if we decide 
to go with one," he said. 


Furman said the complex definite- 


ly would be In Arlington Heights, 
rather than neighboring Elk Grove 
Village, partly because "the majority 
of the developers are residents of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


THE OS-ACRE site is owned by 


Carl Klchm, president of the Charles 
Klchm Nursery in Arlington Heights. 


A promotional slide show for the 


trade center characterized Arlington 
Heights as "a healthy suburban area 
w h e r e the average income is 
$17,000." 


Before ground can be broken for 


the complex, development plans and 
an annexation petition will have to be 
presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission and then be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


AS OF YESTERDAY, no date had 


been set for a plan commission hear- 
ing, a village spokesman said. 


The Arlington Heights Road-Toll- 


way location was chosen because of 
its case of access and its closeness to 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, Furman 
said. Nearly three years of planning 
and research have already gone into 
the project, he added. 


Rlntz said he did not know whether 


development of the trade center 
would bring about construction of a 


complete Tollway Interchange at Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


"We know there are plans for a 


full interchange and we know the 
Tollway owns the land, but we have 
had no official word from them that 
they will do it," he said. 


PRESENTLY, ONLY west-bound 


cars on the Tollway can exit at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and only east- 
bound Tollway lanes are accessible 
off of Arlington Heights Road. 


Furman said the International 


Trade Center will create jobs for sev- 
eral thousand people, and is expected 
to add $100 million annually to the 
area's economy by its second year of 
operation. 


Twelve major expositions have al- 


ready been booked into the new facil- 
ity, he said, but he declined to say 
what they were. Furman said the 
number of bookings will determine 
the future expansion of the trade cen- 
ter complex. 


He broke down the cost of the facil- 


ities as being about $20 million for 
the convention center, $15 million for 
the first hotel tower, $30 million for 
stadium development, $10 million for 
the second hotel tower and $6 million 
for additions to the convention cen- 
ter. 


Included in the plans is parking for 


7,400 cars and 120 buses. 


The convention hall will have 25- 


foot ceilings and no windows. 


FURMAN SAID the International 


Trade Center would "complement" 
not c o m p e t e with Chicago's 
McCormick Place. He said the Chi- 
cago area is currently losing con- 
vention business to other cities be- 
cause there are not now enough de- 
sirable facilities. 


Other large buildings that have 


been improvised for exhibitions are 
phased out, he said, adding that the 
International Trade Center is de- 
signed foremost as a convention cen- 
ter with a supporting hotel. 


Among the other facilities being 


considered for the complex are a ten- 
nis club, swimming pool, health club, 
art gallery and possibly a bowling al- 
ley.

Bum|)cr crops of pesky. Irritating mos- 


quito* nrc expected to invade the North- 
west suburbs in record numbers this 
summer. 


La.it year's heavy rainfall and unusu- 


ally liirKi! mosquito population arc com- 
bining to create what could be the worst 
mosquito population in years, according 
to Stanley Knclicsky. entomologist ultli 
the University of Illinois Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 


"The eggs are Just laying out there 


waiting to hatch." said Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District. In some ponds ncur- 
ly 10 times as many mosquito eggs as 
last year are being found, reported Mit- 
chell. 


The northwest area of Cook County, 


west of Rtc. 53, will be the hardest hit 
because this area has more water 
sources for mosquitos to breed in, said 
Mitchell. 


REPORTS OF the potential of disease 


spreading mosquitos arc discounted by 
both Rachcsky and Mitchell. Neither an- 
ticipate any problem with malaria or en- 
cephalitis. Some cases of dog heart 
worm, a disease carried by mosquitos 
which can be fatal to canines, are report- 
ed each year. Mitchell said dog owners 
can have their pet immunized against 
this disease. 


The common mosquito found in this 


area is a flood water mosquito properly 
called Acdcs vcxans, according to Rach- 
csky. He explained these mosquitos need 


water to breed In and lost year's heavy 
r a i n f a l l s provided an overabundant 
amount. The mosquitos drop their eggs 
in water or areas that will flood. Three 
to four days after a rainfall the eggs 
hatch and approximately a week later 
the larvae develops Into the adult stage. 


The eggs can lay dormant for at least 


two years If they do not receive the nec- 
essary rain to hatch, said Mitchell. This 
means the mosquito problem could be 
around for the next couple of years. 


While dragonflies and some reptiles 


and birds are known to feed on mos- 
quitos, Rachesky said "there is really no 
natural enemy for the mosquito except 
man." 


THE MOSQUITO eggs cannot be killed 


without endangering other species in the 


water, according to Mitchell. The abate- 
ment district does concentrate its efforts 
on preventing the mosquito problem be- 
fore it starts though, said Mitchell. This 
is done by spraying a mineral seal oil on 
waters where eggs have hatched. The oil 
suffocates the larvae causing it to drown 
but does not endanger other species, ac- 
cording to Mitchell. This method is al- 
most 100 per cent effective but the prcV- 
lem remains to find the larvae. 


Mitchell estimates that 85 per cent of 


the abatement district's efforts at con- 
trolling the mosquito population arc con- 
centrated on killing the larvae before 
they can mature. Larvicide was started 
by the district in April and will continue 
throughout the summer. 


Spraying units will also go through the • 


240 square miles in the abatement dis- 
trict in an effort to combat the adult 
mosquito. Mitchell said spraying only Of- 
fers temporary relief as mosquitos will 
migrate 20 miles.

Area bracing for mosquito onslaught

Bumper crops of pesky, Irritating mos- 


qultos are expected to invade the North- 
west suburbs in record numbers this 
summer. 


Last year's heavy rainfall and unusu- 


ally large mosquito population are com- 
bining to create what could be the worst 
mosquito population in years, according 
to Stanley Rochesky, entomologist with 
the University of Illinois Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 


"The eggs are Just laying out there 


waiting to hatch," said Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the 
Northwest Mosquito 


Abatement District. In some ponds near- 
ly 10 times as many mosquito eggs as 
last year are being found, reported Mit- 
chell. 


The northwest area of Cook County, 


west of Rte. 53, will be the hardest hit 
because this area has more water 
sources for mosquitos to breed in, said 
Mitchell. 
' REPORTS OF the potential of disease 
spreading mosquitos are discounted by 
both Rachesky and Mitchell. Neither an- 
ticipate any problem with malaria or en- 
cephalitis. Some cases of dog heart 
worm, a disease carried by mosquitos 
which can be fatal to canines, are report- 
ed each year. Mitchell said dog owners 
can have their pet immunized against 
this disease. 


The common mosquito found in this

Mitchell estimates that 85 per cent of 


the abatement district's efforts at con- 
trolling the mosquito population arc con- 
centrated on killing the larvae before 
they can mature. Larvicide was started 
by the district in April and will continue 
throughout the summer. 


Spraying units will also go through the 


240 square miles in the abatement dis- 
trict In an effort to combat the adult 
mosquito. Mitchell said spraying only of- 


fers temporary relief as mosquitos will 
migrate 20 miles. 


Rachesky said the effect of spraying Is 


more psychological than physical. He ex- 
plained people don't think abatement dis- 
tricts are doing anything unless they see 
the spraying trucks but in reality once 
the larvae is allowed to mature all con- 
trol is lost. 


CURBING THE mosquito population 


would be helped If neighboring counties, 
like Du Page and Lake, would form 
abatement district In conjunction with 
drainage district, said Rachesky. 


Mosquitos don't cause any real dam- 


age and are more of an annoyance prob- 
lem making it next to impossible for 
people to use their backyards and recre- 
ation areas, he said. Land thickly popu- 
lated with mosquitos can even drop in 
value, according to Rachesky. 


For the individual homeowner, fighting 


mosquitos Is practically a losing battle. 
Some relief will be realized by spraying 
Malathion on shrubbery and tall grass at 
least once a week and using insect repel- 
lant. 


Most important, homeowners should 


eliminate all sources of standing water 
and contact the abatement district if 
their yards remain flooded for three or 
more days. Sources of standing water in- 
clude bird baths, swimming pools, floor 
drains, sump pump wells and dripping 
air conditioners. 


Bond loss 
would mean 
another vote 


Another referendum would have to be 


attempted if the June 9 bond referendum 
for remodeling two junior high schools 
fails, according to Allen Sparks, presi- 
dent of the Elk Grove Township Dlst 59 
School Board. 


The district is seeking the $1.25 million 


referendum to remodel Grove Junior 
High School in Elk Grove Village and 
Dempster Junior High School In Mount 
Prospect. If passed, the referendum will 
increase the tax rate 3 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


The current bonded interest rate is 56 


cents per $100 assessed valuation. Next 
year's budget will have a drop in the 
rate to 47 cents per $100 valuation. The 
increase, if the referendum passes, 
would bring the rate to 50 cents per $100, 
which Is below the current rate. 


Sparks spoke at an open house last 


night at Dempster Junior High. He said 
if the referendum fails the district could 
only do essential remodeling work on a 
"piecemeal basis." 


Joseph Sleeker, a self-admitted gadfly 


of the district, said he opposed the refer- 
endum. He said he was not opposed to 
the necessary remodeling, but felt some 
of the district's proposals were unneces- 
sary and too expensive. 


Stecker is specifically opposed to the 


relocation of classrooms and the small 
additions to each school. He also dis- 
puted the difference between the remod- 
eling at the two schools, saying Grove 
was getting shortchanged and Dempster 
getting more than it deserved. 


STECKER CALLED for the passage of 


the referendum because of the expense 
involved but said the district should 
change the proposed remodeling plans. 


Sparks refuted Stecker by saying he 


(Stecker) was professing to know more 
about the educational programs of the 
schools than the board, the district, and 
the administration. 


About 20 persons attended the open 


house, most of them Dist. 59 officials. 


The program consisted of a tour of the 


building, presentations by school offi- 
cials, the remodeling architect, and au- 
dience discussion.

Hotel-convention complex 
opening target: late 974

October, 1974, was announced yes- 


terday as the target date for the 
opening of a $65 million hotel and 
convention center known as the Chi- 
c a g o-O'Hare International Trade 
Center. 


The complex, which may also in- 


clude a 20,000 seat indoor sports sta- 
dium, is planned for 65 acres east of 
Arlington Heights Road and south of 
the Northwest Tollway. 


Backers of the project said yester- 


day that they are "actively seeking" 
annexation of the property to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


Financing for the complete project 


Is under the direction of and secured 
through the First Arlington National 
Bank, Douglas W. Dodds, president. 


THE COMPLEX will be built in 


several stages and if developed to its 
final plan, would represent an $80 to 
$85 million investment. 


The convention center will put 


nearly eight acres under roof and 
have 220,000 square feet of exhibit 
space — about half the area of Chi- 
cago's McCormlck Place. 


A twin-tower, 15-story hotel with 


1,000 rooms will connect with the 
convention hall. 


Promoters said they hoped to 


break ground for the convention hall 
in August, and open the facility in 
October of 1974. The first of the two 
hotel towers, with 500 rooms, will 
open seven to eight months later, 
they said. The hotel operator has not 
yet been determined. 


GEORGE W. FURMAN, senior 


vice president of the trade center, 
said plans for the indoor stadium 
"are still in the courtship stages." 
He said he is currently negotiating 
with numerous professional sports 
teams, both In and outside Chicago, 
but declined to name any specific or- 
ganizations. 


Furman would not comment on 


whether he was negotiating with Jor- 
don Kaiser, part-owner of the Chi- 
cago Cougars, who is reportedly 
planning an Indoor stadium in Pala- 
tine, across from Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


"The stadium Is a concept, not a 


reality right now. But it could be 
constructed in 18 months if we decide 
to go with one," he said. 


Furman said the complex definite- 


ly would be in Arlington Heights, 
rather than neighboring Elk Grove 
Village, partly because "the majority 
of the developers are residents of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


THE 65-ACRE site Is owned by 


Carl Klehm, president of the Charles 
Klehm Nursery in Arlington Heights. 


A promotional slide show for the 


trade center characterized Arlington 
Heights as "a healthy suburban area 
w h e r e the average income is 
$17,000." 


Before ground can be broken for 


the complex, development plans and 
an annexation petition will have to be 
presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission and then be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


AS OF YESTERDAY, no date had 


been set for a plan commission hear- 
ing, a village spokesman said. 


The Arlington Heights Road-Toll- 


way location was chosen because of 
its ease of access and its closeness to 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, Furman 
said. Nearly three years of planning 
and research have already gone into 
the project, he added. 


Rintz said he did not know whether 


development of the trade center 
would bring about construction of a 


complete Tollway interchange at Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


"We know there are plans for a 


full interchange and we know the 
Tollway owns the land, but we have 
had no official word from them that 
they will do it," he said. 


PRESENTLY, ONLY west-bound 


cars on the Tollway can exit at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and only east- 
bound Tollway lanes are accessible 
off of Arlington Heights Road. 


Furman said the International 


Trade Center will create jobs for sev- 
eral thousand people, and is expected 
to add $100 million annually to the 
area's economy by its second year of 
operation. 


Twelve major expositions have al- 


ready been booked into the new facil- 
ity, he said, but he declined to say 
what they were. Furman said the 
number of bookings will determine 
the future expansion of the trade cen- 
ter complex. 


He broke down the cost of the facil- 


ities as being about $20 million for 
the convention center, $15 million for 
the first hotel tower, $30 million for 
stadium development, $10 million for 
the second hotel tower and $6 million 
for additions to the convention cen- 
ter. 


Included in the plans is parking for 


7,400 cars and 120 buses. 


The convention hall will have 25- 


foot ceilings and no windows. 


FURMAN SAID the International 


Trade Center would "complement" 
not c o m p e t e with Chicago's 
McCormick Place. He said the Chi- 
cago area Is currently losing con- 
vention business to other cities be- 
cause there are not now enough de- 
sirable facilities. 


Other large buildings that have 


been improvised for exhibitions are 
phased out, he said, adding that the 
International Trade Center is de- 
signed foremost as a convention cen- 
ter with a supporting hotel.

Meadows School Dist. 15 are negotiating 
a layout that would allow the school's 
track to overlap onto the 14th hole green.

The original plan for the overlapping of

A COMMITTEE chairmarshlp in Itself 


might not normally bo considered a 
plumo in an alderman's hat since the job 
is usually held by every alderman at 
least one time during his term.

cant Is that a realignment of council 
committees from six to three means 
there ode now only three plumes to go 
around and Huddlcston — the man who 
accused Meyer in public last month of 
being a patronage king in the city — is 
wearing one.

Get ready-it's nearly 
slap-'n'-cuss time again

Bumper crops of pesky, irritating mos- 


qultos are expected to Invade tho North- 
west suburbs in record numbers this 
summer. 


Last year's heavy rainfall and unusu- 


ally large mosquito population are com- 
bining to create what could be the worst 
mosquito population in years, according 
to Stanley Rachcsky, entomologist with 
the University of Illinois Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 


"The eggs are just laying out there 


waiting to hatch," said Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District. In some ponds ricar- 
iy 10 times as many mosquito eggs as 
last year are being found, reported Mit- 
chell. 


The northwest area of Cook County, 


west of Rte. S3, will bo the hardest hit 
because this area has more water 
sources for mosqultos to breed in, said 
Mitchell. 


REPORTS OF the potential of disease 


spreading mosqultos are discounted by 
both Rachesky and Mitchell. Neither an- 
ticipate any problem with malaria or en- 
cephalitis. Some coses of dog heart 
worm, a disease carried by mosqultos 
which can be fatal to canines, are report- 
ed each year. Mitchell said dog owners 
can have their pet Immunized against 
this disease. 


The common mosquito found in this 


area Is a flood water mosquito properly 
called Aedes vexans, according to Rach- 
esky. He explained these mosqultos need 
water to breed In and last year's heavy 
r a i n f a l l s provided an overabundant 


amount. The mosqultos drop their eggs 
In water or areas that will flood. Three 
to four days after a rainfall the eggs 
hatch and approximately a week later 
the larvae develops into the adult stage. 


The eggs can lay dormant for at least 


two years If they do not receive the nec- 
essary rain to hatch, said Mitchell. This 
means the mosquito problem could be 
around for the next couple of years. 


While dragon/lies and some reptiles 


and birds are known to feed on mos- 
qultos, Rachcsky said "there is really no 
natural enemy for the mosquito except 
man." 


THE MOSQUITO eggs cannot be killed 


without endangering other species in the 
water, according to Mitchell. The abate- 
ment district docs concentrate its efforts 
on preventing the mosquito problem be- 
fore it starts though, said Mitchell. This 
Is done by spraying a mineral seal oil on 
waters where eggs have hatched. The oil 
suffocates the larvae causing It to drown 
but docs not endanger other species, ac- 
cording to Mitchell. This method is al- 
most 100 per cent effective but the prob- 
lem remains to find the larvae. 


Mitchell estimates that 85 per cent of 


the abatement district's efforts at con- 
trolling the mosquito population are con- 
centrated on killing the larvae before 
they can mature. Larvicide was started 
by the district in April and will continue 
throughout the summer. 


Spraying units will also go through the 


240 square miles In the abatement dis- 
trict in an effort to combat the adult 
mosquito. Mitchell said spraying only of-

Hotel-convention complex 
opening target: late '74

October, 1974, was announced yes- 


terday as the target date for the 
opening of a $65 million hotel and 
convention center known as the Chi- 
c a g o-O'Hare International Trade 
Center. 


The complex, which may also in- 


clude a 20,000 seat indoor sports sta- 
dium, is planned for 65 acres east of 
Arlington Heights Road and south of 
the Northwest Tollway. 


Backers of the project said yester- 


day that they are "actively seeking" 
annexation of the property to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


Financing for the complete project 


is under the direction of and secured 
through the First Arlington National 
Bank, Douglas W. Dodds, president. 


THE COMPLEX will be built in 


several stages and if developed to its 
final plan, would represent an $80 to 
$85 million investment. 


The convention center will put 


nearly eight acres under roof and 
have 220,000 square feet of exhibit 
space — about half the area of Chi- 
cago's McCormick Place. 


A twin-tower, 15-story hotel with 


1,000 rooms will connect with the 
convention hall. 


Promoters said they hoped to 


break ground for the convention hall 
in August, and open the facility in 
October of 1974. The first of the two 
hotel towers, with 500 rooms, will 
open seven to eight months later, 
they said. The hotel operator has not 
yet been determined. 


GEORGE W. FURMAN, senior 


vice president of the trade center, 
said plans for tho indoor stadium 
"are still in the courtship stages." 
He said he is currently negotiating 
with numerous professional sports 
teams, both in and outside Chicago, 
but declined to name any specific or- 
ganizations. 


Fur-man would not comment on 


whether he was negotiating with Jor- 
don Kaiser, part-owner of the Chi- 
cago Cougars, who is reportedly 
planning an indoor stadium in Pala- 
tine, across from Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


"The stadium is a concept, not a 


reality right now. But it could be 
constructed in 18 months if we decide 
to go with one," he said. 


Furman said the complex definite- 


ly would be in Arlington Heights, 
rather than neighboring Elk Grove 
Village, partly because "the majority 
of the developers are residents of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


THE 65-ACRE site is owned by 


Carl Klehm, president of the Charles 
Klehm Nursery in Arlington Heights. 


A promotional slide show for the 


trade center characterized Arlington 
Heights as "a healthy suburban area 
where the average Income is 
$17,000." 


Before ground can be broken for 


the complex, development plans and 
an annexation petition will have to be 
presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission and then be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


AS OF YESTERDAY, no date had 


been set for a plan commission hear- 
ing, a village spokesman said. 


The Arlington Heights Road-Toll- 


way location was chosen because of 
its ease of access and its closeness to 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, Furman 
said. Nearly three years of planning 
and research have already gone into 
the project, he added. 


Rintz said he did not know whether 


development of the trade center 
would bring about construction of a 


complete Tollway interchange at Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


"We know there are plans for a 


full interchange and we know the 
Tollway owns the land, but we have 
had no official word from them that 
they will do it," he said. 


PRESENTLY, ONLY west-bound 


cars on the Tollway can exit at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and only east- 
bound Tollway lanes are accessible 
off of Arlington Heights Road. 


Furman said the International 


Trade Center will create jobs for sev- 
eral thousand people, and is expected 
to add $100 million annually to the 
area's economy by its second year of 
operation. 


Twelve major expositions have al- 


ready been booked into the new facil- 
ity, he said, but he declined to say 
what they were. Furman said the 
number of bookings will determine 
the future expansion of the trade cen- 
ter complex. 


He broke down the cost of the facil- 


ities as being about $20 million for 
the convention center, $15 million for 
the first hotel tower, $30 million for 
stadium development, $10 million for 
the second hotel tower and $6 million 
for additions to the convention cen- 
ter. 


Included in the plans is parking for

The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


plans to farm 90 acres of land in 
Schaumburg Township, using digested 
sludge as a fertilizer for the crops. 


MSD board members yesterday agreed 


to include in the district's long-range 
plans a program to spend $195,000 for the 
farming project. It will be conducted on 
surplus land at the site of the Salt Creek 
Water Reclamation Plant on Meacham 
Road south of Schaumburg Road. 


A report Issued to board members ex- 


plained the farming would be to provide 
"an interim solution to the solids dis- 
posal problem" once the plant begins op- 
erating in December 1974. 


EVENTUALLY, the district plans to 


pipe the digested sludge resulting from 
sewage treatment at the Salt Creek plant 
to the O'Hare Water Reclamation Plant 
in Des Plaines, enroute to the district's 
massive land reclamations project in 
Fulton County. That project also Is a 
sludge farm, and has had no detrimental 
effects on surrounding property, MSD of- 
ficials said. 


The local farming, ostensibly, is 


planned to dispose of sludge produced by 
the plant until the pipeline is completed. ' 


But MSD Gen. Supt. Bart Lynam told 


The Heald the farming at the plant site 
will continue even after the pipeline is . 
operating, probably until the 90 acres is 
needed for expansion of the Salt Creek 
plant. 


Lynam said the first crop likely will be 


planted on the land in the spring of 1975. 
He said the district probably will grow 
corn, or other typical local farm crops. 


To prepare the 90 acres for farming, 


the district will clear the land, grade it, 
Install field drain tile, construct berms 
for environmental protection and install 
piping to distribute the liquid fertilizer 
(sludge). 


A REPORT ISSUED by MSD acting 


chief engineer Hugh McMillan said, 
"Various other methods of disposal have 
been studied, but this method ... is the 
most economical, presents the least 
problems and is compatible with the 
MSD's long-range plan for solids dis- 
posal." 


Lynam told The Herald the district 


also is progressing on a plan to farm the 
Fisher Farm in Hanover Padk using liq- 
uid fertilizer. 


He also said he does not believe the 


sanitary district is required to seek the 
approval of the county board or the state 
Environmental Protection Agency before 
going ahead with the plan. Lynam added, 
however, the district plans to get an 
EPA permit anyway, to assure the pub- 
lic the project will not harm the environ- 
ment.

Within the heart of Illinois Bell's new 


building in Hoffman Estates, there lies a 
machine that would probably make Hall, 
the computer from "2001: A Space Odys- 
sey," tilt with envy. 


Once past the personable, smiling, 


mostly female faces in Bell's Willow 
Crest office, which also serves Schaum- 
burg, Rolling Meadows and Palatine, the 
casual visitor learns the machine, at 
least here, is king. 


The machine, or more properly ESS 1 


(Electronic Switching System), occupies 
the softly lit second floor of the facility. 
The building is the first built exclusively 
for ESS 1 and according to Bell people, 
the machine can pretty much take care 
of itself. 


The attendants at the $1.5 million build- 


ing are probably there to keep ESS 1 


company and maybe sweep up now and 
then. 


ESS 1 talks to itself, through comput- 


ers, and answers its own questions. If 
there is a problem, ESS 1 reroutes calls 
around the problem area. 


If its attendants are not handy, ESS 1 


will contact computers at other Bell loca- 
tions and tell them about the problem. 


Even its backup systems have backup 


systems. 


In the eyes of a modernistic sculptor, 


ESS 1, with its row upon row of flat gray 
panels of printed circuits, colorful wiring 
and gauges, is probably the piece de re- 
sistence. 


With only a few clicks, an occasional 


ding, an infrequent beep or two and a 
near silent hum, ESS 1 loyally speeds 
calls from customer to customer. 


Up and down the aisles of circuits, that 


carry such romatic names as "Scanner 
Bias" and "0 MOD 07", ESS 1 carries 
out its appointed rounds. 


IT SEEMS THE traditional picture of 


Ma Bell behind the switchboard has be- 
come another image destroyed by mod- 
ernization. 


The machine, while maybe not as per- 


sonal, does add to efficiency, Bell offi- 
cials said. New features, made possible 
by ESS 1, will include automated dialing, 
call forwarding, call waiting and three- 
way calling will be offered in June.

tically self-operating, is not omnipotent. 
It took Bell technicians more than two 
years to connect the miles of wiring in- 
side ESS 1.

The northwest area of Cook County,

Mnirccs for mosquitos to breed in, said 
Mitchell. 


IIKI'OIITS OF the potential of disease 


spreading mosquilos arc discounted by 
both Kaclicsky and Mitchell. Neither an- 
ticipatn any problem with malaria or en- 


cephalitis. Some cases of dog heart 
worm, a disease carried by mosquitos 
which can bo fatal to canines, are report- 
ed each year. Mitchell said dog owners 
can have their pet Immunized against 
this disease. 


The common mosquito found In this 


area is a flood water mosquito properly 
called Acdcs vcxans, according to Rach- 
csky. He explained these mosquitos need 
water to breed In and lost year's heavy 
r a i n f a l l s provided an overabundant 
amount.

to four days after a rainfall the eggs 
hatch and approximately a week later 
the larvae develops into the adult stage. 


The eggs can lay dormant for at least 


two years If they do not receive the nec- 
essary rain to hatch, said Mitchell. This 
means the mosquito problem could be 
around for the next couple of years. 


While dragonflies and some reptiles 


and birds are known to feed on mos- 
quitos, Rachcsky said "there is really no 
natural enemy for the mosquito except 
man." 


THE MOSQUITO eggs cannot be killed 


without endangering other species in the 
water, according to Mitchell. The abate- 
ment district does concentrate its efforts 
on preventing the mosquito problem be- 
fore It starts though, said Mitchell. This 
is done by spraying a mineral seal oil on 
waters where eggs have hatched. The oil 
suffocates the larvae causing it to drown 
but does not endanger other species, ac- 
cording to Mitchell. This method is al- 
most 100 per cent effective but the prob- 
lem remains to find the larvae. 


Mitchell estimates that 85 per cent of 


the abatement district's efforts at con- 
trolling the mosquito population are con- 
centrated on killing the larvae before 
they can mature. Larviclde was started 
by the district in April and will continue 
throughout the summer. 


Spraying units will also go through the 


240 square miles in the abatement dis- 
trict in an effort to combat the adult 
mosquito. Mitchell said spraying only of- 
fers temporary relief as mosquitos will 
migrate 20 miles. 


Rachesky said the effect of spraying Is 


more psychological than physical. He ex- 
plained people don't think abatement dis- 
tricts are doing anything unless they see 
the spraying trucks but in reality once 
the larvae is allowed to mature all con- 
trol is lost. 


CURBING THE mosquito population 


would be helped if neighboring counties, 
like Du Page and Lake, would form 
abatement district in conjunction with 
drainage district, said Rachesky. 


Mosquitos don't cause any real dam- 


age and are more of an annoyance prob- 
lem making it next to impossible for 
people to use their backyards and recre- 
ation areas, he said. Land thickly popu- 
lated with mosquitos can even drop in 
value, according to Rachesky. 


For the individual homeowner, fighting 


mosquitos is practically a losing battle. 
Some relief will be realized by sprayinf, 
Mnlathlon on shrubbery and tall grass at 
least once a week and using insect repel- 
lant. 


Most important, homeowners should 


eliminate all sources of standing water 
and contact the abatement district if 
their yards remain flooded for three or 
more days. Sources of standing water in- 
clude bird baths, swimming pools, floor 
drains, sump pump wells and dripping 
air conditioners.

Hotel-convention complex 
opening target: late '74 


by KURT BAER 


October, 1974, was announced yes- 


terday as the target date for the 
opening of a $65 million hotel and 
convention center known as the Chi- 
c a g o-O'Hare International Trade 
Center. 


The complex, which may also in- 


clude a 20,000 seat indoor sports sta- 
dium, is planned for 65 acres east of 
Arlington Heights Road and south of 
the Northwest Tollway. 


Backers of the project said yester- 


day that they are "actively seeking" 
annexation of the property to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


Financing for the complete project 


Is under the direction of and secured 
through the First Arlington National 
Bank, Douglas W. Dodds, president. 


THE COMPLEX will be built in 


several stages and if developed to its 
final plan, would represent an $80 to 
$85 million investment. 


The convention center will put 


nearly eight acres under roof and 
have 220,000 square feet of exhibit 
space — about half the area of Chi- 
cago's McCormick Place. 


A twin-tower, 15-story hotel with 


1,000 rooms will connect with the 
convention hall. 


Promoters said they hoped to 


break ground for the convention hall 
in August, and open the facility in 
October of 1974. The first of the two 
hotel towers, with 500 rooms, will 
open seven to eight months later, 
they said. The hotel operator has not 
yet been determined. 


GEORGE W. FURMA.V, senior 


vice president of the trade center, 
said plans for the indoor stadium 
"are still in the courtship stages." 
He said he is currently negotiating 
with numerous professional sports 
teams, both in and outside Chicago, 
but declined to name any specific or- 
ganizations. 


Furman would not comment on 


whether he was negotiating with Jor- 
don Kaiser, part-owner of the Chi- 
cago Cougars, who is 
reportedly 


planning an indoor stadium in Pala- 
tine, across from Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


"The stadium is a concept, not a 


reality right now. But it could be 
constructed In IB months if we decide 
to go with one," he said. 


Furman said the complex definite- 


ly would be in Arlington Heights, 
rather than neighboring Elk Grove 
Village, partly because "the majority 
of the developers are residents of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


THE 65-ACRE site Is owned by 


Carl Klehm, president of the Charles 
Klehm Nursery In Arlington Heights. 


A promotional slide show for the 


trade center characterized Arlington 
Heights as "a healthy suburban area 
w h e r e the average income is 
$17,000." 


Before ground can be broken for 


the complex, development plans and 
an annexation petition will have to be 
presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission and then be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


AS OF YESTERDAY, no date had 


been set for a plan commission hear- 
ing, a village spokesman said. 


The Arlington Heights Road-Toll- 


way location was chosen because of 
its ease of access and its closeness to 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, Furman 
said. Nearly three years of planning 
and research have already gone into 
the project, he added. 


Rintz said he did not know whether 


development of the trade center 
would bring about construction of a 


complete Tollway interchange at Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


"We know there are plans for a 


full interchange and we know the 
Tollway owns the land, but we have 
had no official word from them that 
they will do it," he said. 


PRESENTLY, ONLY west-bound 


cars on the Tollway can exit at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and only east- 
bound Tollway lanes are accessible 
off of Arlington Heights Road. 


Furman said the International 


Trade Center will create jobs for sev- 
eral thousand people, and is expected 
to add $100 million annually to the 
area's economy by its second year of 
operation. 


Twelve major expositions have al- 


ready been booked into the new facil- 
ity, he said, but he declined to say 
what they were. Furman said the 
number of bookings will determine 
the future expansion of the trade cen- 
ter complex. 


He broke down the cost of the facil- 


ities as being about $20 million for 
the convention center, $15 million for 
the first hotel tower, $30 million for 
stadium development, $10 million for 
the second hotel tower and $6 million 
for additions to the convention cen- 
ter. 


Included in the plans is parking for 


7,400 cars and 120 buses. 


The convention hall will have 25- 


foot ceilings and no windows. 


FURMAN SAID the International 


Trade Center would "complement" 
not compete with Chicago's 
McCormick Place. He said the Chi- 
cago area is currently losing con- 
vention business to other cities be- 
cause there are not now enough de- 
sirable facilities. 


Other large buildings that have 


been improvised for exhibitions are 
phased out, he said, adding that the 
International Trade Center is de- 
signed foremost as a convention cen- 
ter with a supporting hotel. 


Among the other facilities being 


considered for the complex are a ten- 
nis club, swimming pool, health club, 
art gallery and possibly a bowling al- 
ley.

"We hope to be able to sit down and 


analyze what comes before the various 
commissions," Clmino said. He said his 
group would bo speaking to the boards 
and commissions to give Its position for 
or against proposals.

AN INITIAL monitoring group of IS 


met Tuesday at Clmino's house and al- 
though it is "rather a loose-knit thing"

An 
up-dating of both is planned. Seto will 
also work on related assignments given 
him by Eppley. 
. Seto will share office space with Ep- 
pley in the Municipal Building, 112 E. 
Northwest Hwy. 


Another referendum would have to be 


attempted If the June 9 bond referendum 
for remodeling two junior high schools 
fails, according to Allen Sparks, presi- 
dent of the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
School Board. 


The district is seeking the $1.25 million 


referendum to remodel Grove Junior 
High School in Elk Grove Village and 
Dempster Junior High School in Mount 
Prospect. If passed, the referendum will 
increase the tax rate 3 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


The current bonded interest rate is 56 


cents per $100 assessed valuation. Next 
year's budget will have a drop In the 
rate to 47 cents per $100 valuation. The 
increase, 
if the referendum passes, 


would bring the rate to 50 cents per $100, 
which Is below the current rate. 


Sparks spoke at an open house last 


night at Dempster Junior High. He said 
if the referendum falls the district could 
only do essential remodeling-work on a 
"piecemeal basis." 


Joseph Sleeker, a self-admitted gadfly 


of the district, said he opposed the refer- 
endum. He said he was not opposed to 
the necessary remodeling, but felt some 
of the district's proposals were unneces- 
sary and too expensive. 


Stecker is specifically opposed to the 


relocation of classrooms and the small 
additions to each school. He also dis- 
puted the difference between the remod- 
eling at the two schools, saying Grove 
was getting shortchanged and Dempster 
getting more than It deserved. 


STECKER CALLED for the passage of 


the referendum because of the expense 
involved but said the district should 
change the proposed remodeling plans. 


Sparks refuted Stecker by saying he 


(Stecker) was professing to know more 
about the educational programs of the 
schools than the board, the district, and 
the administration. 


About 20 persons attended the open 


house, most of them Dist. 59 officials. 


Tho program consisted of a tour of the 


building, presentations by school offi- 
cials, the remodeling architect, and au- 
dience discussion. It was a rerun of a 
similar open house Wednesday night at 


Grove Junior High. 


The proposed remodeling will replace 


heating and ventilating systems at both 
schools, improve learning centers, relo- 
cate and remodel classrooms, and build 
small additions to both schools. 


Residents back incorporation: survey 


Residents on Waterman Avenue in 


Prospect Heights have signed petitions 
showing they favor incorporation and ore 
opposed 
to annexation to Arlington 


Heights. 


The residents favor incorporation "100 


per cent," according to Paul Ritchartz, 
president of Citizens for Better Zoning, 
which circulated the petition. The zoning 
group Is working for the inclusion of Wa- 
terman Avenue in the proposed city 
boundaries of Prospect Heights. 


Waterman Avenue has been a point of 


contention in boundary negotiations be- 
tween Arlington Heights and the Pros- 
pect Heights Improvement Association 
( P H I A ) , which has filed for in- 
corporation of Prospect Heights. The 
PHIA is bargaining with Arlington 
Heights because it wants the village's 
consent to the Incorporation. 


The PHIA wants to include Waterman 


Avenue as the western boundary between 
Arlington Heights and Prospect Heights, 
while Arlington Heights wants Dale Ave- 
nue to be the boundary. The Dale Avenue 
boundary would mean Waterman Avenue 
would be outside the proposed city of 
Prospect Heights. Arlington Heights offi- 


cials have said they will give their con- 
sent if the boundary is Dale Avenue. 


THE PHIA'S attempts to incorporate 


have been held up for two years because 
Wheeling and Arlington Heights have ob- 
jected to the Incorporation. Those objec- 
tions have been upheld in court. While 
bills that would remove the consent re- 
quirement are now pending in the Illinois 
General Assembly, the PHIA is working 
to obtain consent from the neighboring 
villages. 


Ritchartz yesterday would not say how 


many residents signed the petition. He 
said he is sending the petition to state 
legislators, who are now considering the 
incorporation bills. 


Similar petitions have also been signed 


by residents on Dorset, Olive and Claren- 
don streets in Prospect Heights, accord- 
Ing to Ritchartz. While there is little 
chance these streets would be excluded 
from the proposed city boundary, they 
intersect Dale Avenue. 


"We want the legislators to know we 


don't want to be part of Arlington 
Heights," Ritchartz said. 


Arlington Heights is objecting to the in- 


corporation bills until they are amended 


to give neighboring municipalities a 
chance to object to proposed boundaries 
of the area seeking incorporation. 
. The PHIA has not made a decision yet 
on if it will accept Dale Avenue as a 
boundary, according to Dick Wolf,.PHIA 
vice president. Wolf said negotiations are 
still open, but no date has been set for 
another meeting with Arlington Heights. 


ONE REASON Arlington Heights does 


not want Waterman Avenue in the city of 
Prospect Heights is because of a village 
water main that runs under the street 
Another is that trustees want to insure 
the annexation to Arlington Heights of 36 
acres immediately east of Hersey High 
School. The property's owner has peti- 
tloned the village for annexation. 
Trustees said they are afraid if the 
boundary is set at Waterman Avenue the 
vacant property owner would be able to 
play off Arlington Heights and Prospect 
Heights over annexation and devel- 
opment. 


"I can't believe 
they (Arlington 


Heights officials) are concerned about a 
water main," said Don Kreger, attorney 
for the PHIA. "They're really concerned

While school boards and parents hassle 


over boundaries and busing, a group of 
suburban volunteers has quietly extended 
a helping hand to youngsters from the 
Inner city. 


It's part of the Early Bird Reading 


program co-sponsored by the Northwest 
Suburban YMCA and Chicago's Duncan 
YMCA. 


Each Thursday afternoon, a busload of 


5 and 6-year-olds from Chicago's west 
side arrive at the local YMCA. For one 
hour they learn to swim. During the oth- 
er hour, each child learns to read with 
an adult volunteer tutor. This one-to-one 
ratio helps account for the program's 
spectacular success. 


"Most of the children arc reading sig- 


nificantly above the level of other chil- 
dren In their schools," reports Susan 
Beckett, director of the Early Bird pro- 
gram. "One of our first graders reads at 
the fifth grade level. Some teachers also 
feel these children act more mature." 


Susan gives credit for the program's 


success to a good reading program (Cat- 
egorical Sound System), fine cooperation 
from parents and teachers at feeder 
schools, and lots of dedicated volunteers. 


Actually, this Is Just one of five such 


programs. Black and Spanish-speaking 
youngsters from other Chicago schools 
go to the Park Ridge YMCA. Leaning 
Tower YMCA, and New Trier West High 
School for'recreation and reading on oth- 
er days. All total, about 250 children 
from 13 schools and an equal number of 
volunteer tutors arc Involved. 


Susan happily shared another sign of 


the program's success: "For the fUst 
time ever, children from one of the low- 
est Income schools in the city scored at 
national grade norms on the Metropoli- 
tan Reading Readiness Test. And the Ear 
ly Bird children took the test In the 
spring — five months earlier than the 
normal testing time for first graders." 


Kindergarten Is the best time to begin 


reading instruction, Susan believes. "We 
want to work with them before they ex- 
perience reading failure," she points out. 
"If they get a good start with reading, 
they are going to continue to be success- 
ful." 


This Early Bird program grew out of a 


small Neighborhood Youth Corps tutor- 
Ing program at the Duncan YMCA. Ear- 
ly in 1972 it was extended to young non- 
readers. 


After one year in this program, most 


kindergarteners can read 500 words. By 
the end of the first grade they will have 
mastered 1.500 words. 


Last week Alice Gatke, Pat Moughma- 


nlan, Alice Frank, Joan Schor, Marge 
West, Vera Lenz, Mary Ann Ronchetto 
and Mary Brown were among the local 
volunteer tutors who visited Chicago's 
west side. There they talked with teach- 
ers at Victor Herbert and Medlll schools, 
where the children attend. A visit to Lin- 
coln Park Zoo with the youngsters 
topped off the day — and this year's pro- 
gram. 


This summer, 50 of the Early Birds 


have been invited to attend summer 
school in Wllmettc. The invitation re- 
sulted from Wilmette officials watching 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA group in 
action. Other Early Birds have been in- 
vited by their tutors to come to the sub- 
urbs for a vacation this summer. 


In the fall, Susan hopes to continue the 


Early Bird program locally with a new 
group of kindergarten children. In the 
beginning she had a hard time selling 
parents on the Idea of letting their chil- 
dren participate. Now she can't find 
spots for all the children whose parents 
want them to join.

Area bracing for mosquito onslaught

Bumper crops of pesky, Irritating mos- 


quitos arc expected to Invade the North- 
west suburbs in record numbers this 
summer. 


Last year's heavy rainfall and unusu- 


ally large mosquito population are com- 
bining to create what could be the worst 
mosquito population in years, according 
to Stanley Rachcsky, cntomologl.it with 
the University of Illinois Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. 


"The eggs ore Just laying out there 


waiting to hatch." said Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District. In some ponds near- 
ly 10 times as many mosquito eggs as 
last year arc being found, reported Mit- 
chell. 


The northwest area of Cook County, 


west of Rtc. 53. will be the hardest hit 
because this area has more water 
sources for mosqultos to breed In, said 
Mitchell. 


REPORTS OF the potential of disease 


spreading mosqultos arc discounted by 
both Rachcsky and Mitchell. Neither an- 
ticlD.it>> any problem with malaria or en- 
cephalitis. Some cases of dog heart 
worm, a disease carried by mosqultos 
which can be fatal to canines, are report- 
ed each year. Mitchell said dog owners 
can have their pet immunized against 
tills disease. 


The common mosquito found in this 


area is a flood water mosquito properly 
called Aedcs vcxans, according to Rach- 
csky. He explained these mosqultos need 
water to breed in and last year's heavy 
r a i n f a l l s provided an overabundant 
amount. The mosqultos drop their eggs 
In water or areas that will flood. Thrco 
to four days after a rainfall the eggs 


hatch and approximately a week later 
the larvae develops into the adult stage. 


The eggs can lay dormant for at least 


two years if they do not receive the nec- 
essary rain to hatch, said Mitchell. This 
means the mosquito problem could be 
around for the next couple of years. 


While drngonflics and some reptiles 


and birds arc known to feed on mos- 
qultos, Rachcsky said "there is really no 
natural enemy for the mosquito except 
man." 


THE MOSQUITO eggs cannot be killed 


without endangering other species in the 
water, according to Mitchell. The abate- 
ment district does concentrate its efforts 
on preventing the mosquito problem be- 
fore it starts though, said Mitchell. This 
is done by spraying a mineral seal oil on 
waters where eggs have hatched. The oil 
suffocates the larvae causing it to drown 
but docs not endanger other species, ac- 
cording to Mitchell. This method is al- 
most 100 per cent effective but the prob- 
lem remains to find the larvae. 


Mitchell estimates that 85 per cent of 


the abatement district's efforts at con- 
trolling the mosquito population are con- 


centrated on killing the larvae before 
they can mature. Larviclde was started 
by the district in April and will continue 
throughout the summer. 


Spraying units will also go through the 


240 square miles in the abatement dis- 
trict in an effort to combat the adult 
mosquito. Mitchell said spraying only of- 
fers temporary relief as mosqultos will 
migrate 20 miles. 


Rachcsky said the effect of spraying is 


more psychological than physical. He ex- 
plained people don't think abatement dis- 
tricts are doing anything unless they see 
the spraying trucks but in reality once 
the larvae is allowed to mature all con- 
trol is lost. 


CURBING THE mosquito population 


would be helped if neighboring counties, 
like Du Page and Lake, would form 
abatement district in conjunction with 
drainage district, said Rachesky. 


Mosqultos don't cause any real dam- 


age and are more of an annoyance prob- 
lem making it next to impossible for 
people to use their backyards and recre- 
ation areas, he said. Land thickly popu- 
lated with mosquitos can even drop in 
value, according to Rachesky. 


For the individual homeowner, fighting 


mosqultos Is practically a losing battle. 
Some relief will be realized by spraying 
Malathlon on shrubbery and tall grass at 
least once a week and using insect repel- 
lant. 


Most important, homeowners should 


eliminate all sources of standing water 
and contact the abatement district if 
their yards remain flooded for three or 
more days. Sources of standing water in- 
clude bird baths, swimming pools, floor 
drains, sump pump wells and dripping 
air conditioners. 


No action on two apartment complexes 


The Mount Prospect building com- 


mittee took no action this week on two 
apartment complexes proposed for River 
Road. In each case, the developers said 
they wished to amend the plans they had 
submitted to the village. 


The number of apartments proposed 


for the northwest corner of Foundry and 
River roads has been reduced from 140 
to 132 by the three-man group that Is 
c o n t r a c t purchaser of the George 
Doctsch property. 


Other changes announced by their at- 


torney, Robert DILconardi, Included a 
bedroom mix of 100 one-bedroom units 
and 32 two-bedroom unit*, 93 of the 177 
parking spaces to be put underground, 
and more open space to be available be- 
cause of a change In the building's 
shape. 


AIK.MBKIIH OF the building committee 


— village trustees Patrick J. Link, 
George B. Anderson and Kenneth V. 
Scholtcn — told the developers their plan 
still called for a density higher than the 
village allows (103 apartments) and few- 
er parking spaces than required (218). 


A solution agreed upon to help solve 


the density problem would put the pro- 
posed office building on the southeast 
corner of the property and it would not 
be a separately zoned piece of land. This 
would raise the permitted density under 
the village's planned unit development 
ordinance. 


The building committee will review the 


revised plans prior to the June 19 village 
board meeting. The committee hopes to 
make a recommendation to the village 
board at that time. 


IN THE SECOND case, it was dis- 


covered that a number of exhibits for a 
192-apartmcnt or condominium project 
on River Road, just north of Euclid Ave- 
nue, were unavailable. Also, a number of 
technical details, while verbally agreed 
upon by the developers and the village 
administrative staff, had not been put 
Into writing. 


The developer, Celsel-McGuire In- 


dustries Inc., agreed to meet with the 
administrative staff to work out such 
problems, and the hearing was contin- 
ued. 


A special building committee hearing 


may be set prior to June 19 to consider 
both cases, according to Link, committee 
chairman.

Hotel-convention complex 
opening target: late '74

October, 1974, was announced yes- 


terday as the target date for the 
opening of a $65 million hotel and 
convention center known as the Chi- 
c a g o-O'Hare International Trade 
Center. 


The complex, which may also in- 


clude a 20,000 seat Indoor sports sta- 
dium, is planned for 65 acres east of 
Arlington Heights Road and south of 
the Northwest Tollway. 


Backers of the project said yester- 


day that they are "actively seeking" 
annexation of the property to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


Financing for the complete project 


is under the direction of and secured 
through the First Arlington National 
Bank, Douglas W. Dodds, president. 


THE COMPLEX will be built in 


several stages and if developed to its 
final plan, would represent an $80 to 
$85 million investment. 


The convention center will put 


nearly eight acres under roof and 
have 220,000 square feet of exhibit 
space — about half the area of Chi- 
cago's McCormick Place. 


A twin-tower, 15-story hotel with 


1,000 rooms will connect with the 
convention hall. 


Promoters said they hoped to 


break ground for the convention hall 
in August, and open the facility in 
October of 1974. The first of the two 
hotel towers, with 500 rooms, will 
open seven to eight months later, 
they said. The hotel operator has not 
yet been determined. 


GEORGE W. FURMAN, senior 


vice president of the trade center, 
said plans for the indoor stadium 
"are still in the courtship stages." 
He said he is currently negotiating 
with numerous professional sports 
teams, both in and outside Chicago, 
but declined to name any specific or- 
ganizations. 


Furman would not comment on 


whether he was negotiating with Jor- 
don Kaiser, part-owner of the Chi- 
cago Cougars, who is 
reportedly 


planning an indoor stadium in Pala- 
tine, across from Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


"The stadium is a concept, not a 


reality right now. But it could be 
constructed in 18 months if we decide 
to go with one," he said. 


Furman said the complex definite- 


ly would be in Arlington Heights, 
rather than neighboring Elk Grove 
Village, partly because "the majority 
of the developers are residents of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


THE 65-ACRE site Is owned by 


Carl Klehm, president of the Charles 
Klehm Nursery in Arlington Heights. 


A promotional slide show for the 


trade center characterized Arlington 
Heights as "a healthy suburban area 
w h e r e the average income is 
$17,000." 
' 


Before ground can be broken for 


the complex, development plans and 
an annexation petition will have to be 
presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission and then be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


AS OF YESTERDAY, no date had- 


been set for a plan commission hear- 
ing, a village spokesman said. 


The Arlington Heights Road-Toll- 


way location was chosen because of 
its ease of access and its closeness to 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, Furman 
said. Nearly three years of planning 
and research have already gone into 
the project, he added. 


Rlntz said he did not know whether 


development of the trade center 
would bring about construction of a 


complete Tollway interchange at Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


"We know there are plans for a 


full interchange and we know the 
Tollway owns the land, but we have 
had no official word from them that 
they will do it," he said. 


PRESENTLY. ONLY west-bound 


cars on the Tollway can exit at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and only east- 
bound Tollway lanes are accessible • 
off of Arlington Heights Road. 


Furman said the International 


Trade Center will create jobs for sev- 
eral thousand people, and is expected 
to add $100 million annually to the 
area's economy by its second year of 
operation. 


Twelve major expositions have al- 


ready been booked into the new facil- 
ity, he said, buHie declined to say 
what they were. Furman said the 
number of bookings will determine 
the future expansion of the trade cen- 
ter complex. 


He broke down the cost of the facil- 


ities as being about $20 million for 
the convention center, $15 million for 
the first hotel tower, $30 million for 
stadium development, $10 million for 
the second hotel tower and $6 million 
for additions to the convention cen- 
ter. 


Included in the plans is parking for 


7,400 cars and 120 buses. 


The convention hall will have 25- 


foot ceilings and no windows. 


FURMAN SAID the International 


Trade Center would "complement" 
not c o m p e t e with Chicago's 
McCormick Place. He said the Chi- 
cago area is currently losing con- 
vention business to other cities be- 
cause there are not now enough de- 
sirable facilities. 


Other large buildings that have 


been improvised for exhibitions are 
phased out, he said, adding that the 
International Trade Center is de- 
signed foremost as a convention cen- 
ter with a supporting hotel. 
*• 


Among the other facilities being 


considered for the complex are a ten- 
nis club, swimming pool, health club, 
art gallery and possibly a bowling al- 
ley.

.and they figure we'd be too close to it if 
the boundary was at Waterman Avenue. 
Generally speaking I think the people in 
Arlington Heights don't care about the 
boundary, but the people in Prospect 
Heights do." 


Arlington Heights officials have point- 


ed out that Waterman Avenue residents 
could annex to Prospect Heights once it 
becomes incorporated. But Jack Gilligan, 
PHIA president, said, "I am concerned 
that if Arlington Heights gets in on too 
many sides of Waterman, there, will be 
Involuntary annexation." 


Under state law, an area of 60 acres or 


less can be involuntarily annexed by a 
municipality if that municipality sur- 
rounds the area on three sides and the 
fourth side is bordered by another mu- 
nicipality.

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Drug offenses noiv outnumber drinking 
Arlington seeking answers 
to growing teen drug use

For the first lime In Arlington Heights, 


police arc arresting more juveniles for 
illegal drug use than for under-age drink- 
Ing. 


The April Arlington Heights police 


crime report, (the most current) reveals 
that 48 juveniles (16 years of age and 
under) were arrested for drugs so far 
this year, while 33 youths were arrested 


Get ready-it's nearly 
slap-V-cuss time again 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


Bumper crops of pesky, Irritating mos- 


qultos are expected to Invade the North- 
west suburbs in record numbers this 
summer. 


Last year's heavy rainfall and unusu- 


ally largo mosquito population are com- 
bining to create what could be the worst 
mosquito population in years, according 
to Stanley Rachesky, entomologist with 
(ho University of Illinois Cooperative Ex- • 
tension Service. 


"The eggs are Just laying out there 


waiting to hatch," said Wilbur Mitchell, 
director of the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District. In some ponds near- 
ly 10 times as many mosquito eggs as 
last year are being found, reported Mit- 
chell. 


The northwest area of Cook County, 


west of Rte. S3, will be the hardest hit 
because this area has wore water 
sources for mosqultos to breed In, said 
Mitchell. 


REPORTS OP the potential of disease 


spreading mosqultos are discounted by 
both Rachesky and Mitchell. Neither an- 
ticipate any problem with malaria or en- 
cephalitis. Some cases of dog heart 
worm, a disease carried by mosqultos 
which can be fatal to canines, are report- 
ed each year. Mitchell said dog owners 
can have their pet Immunized against 
this disease. 


The common mosquito found In this 


area Is a flood water mosquito properly 
called Acdcs vcxans, according to Rach- 
esky. Ho explained these mosquitos need 


water to breed In and last year's heavy 
r a i n f a l l s provided an overabundant 
amount. The mosqultos drop their eggs 
in water or areas that will flood. Three 
to four days after a rainfall the eggs 
hatch and approximately a week Inter 
the larvae develops Into the adult stage. 


The eggs can lay dormant for at least 


two years if they do not receive the nec- 
essary rain to hatch, said Mitchell. This 
means the mosquito problem could be 
around for the next couple of years. 


While dragonflics and some reptiles 


and birds are known to feed on mos- 
qultos, Rachesky said "there Is really no 
natural enemy for the mosquito except 
man." 


THE MOSQUITO eggs cannot be killed 


without endangering other species in the 
water, according to Mitchell. The abate- 
ment district does concentrate its efforts 
on preventing the mosquito problem be- 
fore It starts though, said Mitchell. This 
is done by spraying a mineral seal oil on 
waters where eggs have hatched. The oil 
suffocates the larvae causing It to drown 


but docs not endanger other species, ac- 
cording to Mitchell. This method is al- 
most 100 per cent effective but the prob- 
lem remains to find the larvae. 


Mitchell estimates that 85 per cent of 


the abatement district's efforts at con- 
trolling the mosquito population are con- 
centrated on killing the larvae before 
they can mature. Larviclde was started 
by the district In April and will continue 
throughout the summer. 


Spraying units will also go through the 


240 square miles in the abatement dis- 
trict In an effort to combat the adult 
mosquito. Mitchell said spraying only of- 
fers temporary relief as mosqultos will 
migrate 20 miles. 


Rachesky said the effect of spraying Is 


more psychological than physical. He ex- 
plained people don't think abatement dis- 
tricts arc doing anything unless they see 
the spraying trucks but in reality once 
the larvae Is allowed to mature all con- 
trot is lost. 


CURBING THE mosquito population 


would be helped If neighboring counties, 
like Du Page and Lake, would form 
abatement district in conjunction with 
drainage district, said Rachesky. 


Mosqultos don't cause any real dam- 


age and arc more of an annoyance prob- 
lem making It next to impossible for 
people to use their backyards and recre- 
ation areas, he said. Land thickly popu- 
lated with mosquitos can even drop in 
value, according to Rachesky. 


For the individual homeowner, fighting 


mosqultos is practically a losing battle. 
Somo relief will be realized by spraying 
Malathlon on shrubbery and tall grass at 
least once a week and using insect repel- 
lant. 


Most important, homeowners should 


eliminate all sources of standing water 
and contact the abatement district if 
their yards remain flooded for three or 
more days. Sources of standing water in- 
clude bird baths, swimming pools, floor 
drains, sump pump wells and dripping 
air conditioners.

Police say the report reflects an In- 
creased use of drugs by Juveniles and a 
crackdown by police on drug abuse. 


Yesterday afternoon, two Arlington 


Heights high school students were vic- 
tims of non fatal drug overdoses In 
school. One was taken to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital for emergency treat- 
ment. The other was sent home with his 
parents. 


"I'm surprised this increase hasn't 


shown up earlier. We've been feeling a 
strong upsurge in drug abuse among 
juveniles for the past seven to nine 
months now," said Sgt. Paul Buekholz, 
Arlington Heights juvenile officer. 


"We thought for a couple of years we 


were holding even on this. Then we found 
out we weren't batting so well. There is 
no denying this is a big problem," he 
said. 


BUCKHOLZ SAID the rising number 


indicates the police are being more "ag- 
gressive In the enforcement of drug 
laws." 


"We had a meeting and now the police- 


man on the streets is actively looking for 
the violations and can better spot them 
because he knows what to look for," he 
said. 


Buekholz said the problem was not lim- 


ited to the older juvenile. This year he 
has dealt with about 10 cases of drugs 
Involving junior high school students. 


"This is something we haven't had be- 


fore. Parents.are<coming in and asking 
what to do about their child who has be- 
come Involved in drugs in some man- 
ner," be said. 


"The kids are in a hurry to grow up. 


They-experiment, and try things. We ex- 
pect (hem to do this. But drugs — drugs 
are dangerous, unhealthy and unsafe," 
he said. 


All types of drugs are available to the 


Northwest suburban youth. Money and 
mobility are the keys, Buekholz said. 


"THIS DOPE comes from everywhere 
... Old Town, California, Mexico, next 
door. These kids are mobile, there's no 
way around that. They get in a car and 
go into Old Town and then drugs are 
being offered there. College students fly 
all over the country to attend school. 
Foreign countries? Families around here 
travel all over the world on vacations, 
and a child can bring back drugs very 
easily," he said. 


Buekholz died a case. "Last year we 


had a big acid (LSD) thing going. We 
tracked it from Arlington Heights to Elk

Hotel-convention complex 
opening target: late '74 


by KURT BAER 


October, 1974, was announced yes- 


terday as the target date for the 
opening of a $65 million hotel and 
convention center known as the Chi- 
c a g o-O'Hare International Trade 
Center. 


The complex, which may also in- 


clude a 20,000 seat indoor sports sta- 
dium, is planned for 65 acres east of 
Arlington Heights Road and south of 
the Northwest Tollway. 


Backers of the project said yester- 


day that they are "actively seeking" 
annexation of the property to the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


Financing for the complete project 


is under the direction of and secured 
through the First Arlington National 
Bank, Douglas W. Dodds, president. 


THE COMPLEX will be built in 


several stages and if developed to its 
final plan, would represent an $80 to 
$85 million investment. 


The convention center will put 


nearly eight acres under roof and 
have 220,000 square feet of exhibit 
space — about half the area of Chi- 
cago's McCormick Place. 


A twin-tower, 15-story hotel with 


1,000 rooms will connect with the 
convention hall. 


Promoters said they hoped to 


break ground for the convention hall 
in August, and open the facility in 
October of 1974. The first of the two 
hotel towers, with 500 rooms, will 
open seven to eight months later, 
they said. The hotel operator has not 
yet been determined. 


GEORGE W. FURMAN, senior 


vice president of the trade center, 
said plans for the indoor stadium 
"arc still in the courtship stages." 
He said he is currently negotiating 
with numerous professional sports 
teams, both in 'and outside Chicago, 
but declined to name any specific or- 
ganizations. 


Furman would not comment on 


whether he was negotiating with Jor- 
don Kaiser, part-owner of the Chi- 
cago Cougars, who is reportedly 
planning an indoor stadium in Pala- 
tine, across from Arlington Park 
Race Track. 


"The stadium is a concept, not a 


reality right now. But it could be 
constructed in 18 months if we decide 
to go with one," he said. 


Furman said the complex definite- 


ly would be in Arlington Heights, 
rather than neighboring Elk Grove 
Village, partly because "the majority 
of the developers are residents of Ar- 
lington Heights." 


THE 65-ACRE site is owned by 


Carl Klehm, president of the Charles 
Klehra Nursery in Arlington Heights. 


A promotional slide show for the 


trade center characterized Arlington 
Heights as "a healthy suburban area 
where the average income is 
$17,000." 


Before ground can be broken for 


the complex, development plans and 
an annexation petition will have to be 
presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission and then be ap- 
proved by the village board. 


AS OF YESTERDAY, no date had 


been set for a plan commission hear- 
ing, a village spokesman said. 


The Arlington Heights Road-Toll- 


way location was chosen because of 
its ease of access and its closeness to 
Chicago's O'Hare Airport, Furman 
said. Nearly three years of planning 
and research have already gone into 
the project, he added. 


Rintz said he did not know whether 


development of the trade center 
would bring about construction of a 


complete Tollway Interchange at Ar- 
lington Heights Road. 


"We know there are plans for a 


full interchange and we know the 
Tollway owns the land, but we have 
had no official word from them that 
they will do it," he said. 


PRESENTLY, ONLY west-bound 


cars on the Tollway can exit at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, and only east- 
bound Tollway lanes are accessible 
off of Arlington Heights Road. 


Furman said the 
International 


Trade Center will create jobs for sev- 
eral thousand fSople, and is expected .; 
to add $100 million annually to the'?-- 
area's economy by its second year of 
operation. 


Twelve major expositions have al- 


ready been booked into the new facil- 
ity, he said, but he declined to say 
what they were. Furman said the 
number of bookings will determine 
the future expansion of the trade cen- 
ter complex. 


He broke down the cost of the facil- 


ities as being about $20 million for 
the convention center, $15 million for 
the first hotel tower, $30 million for 
stadium development, $10 million for 
the second hotel tower and $6 million 
for additions to the convention cen- 
ter. 


Included in the plans is parking for 


7,400 cars and 120 buses. 


The convention hall will have 25- 


foot ceilings and no windows. 


FURMAN SAID the International 


Trade Center would "complement" 
not c o m p e t e with Chicago's 
McCormick Place. He said the Chi- 
cago area is currently losing con- 
vention business to other cities be- 
cause there are not now enough de- 
sirable facilities. 


Other large buildings that have 


been improvised for exhibitions are 
phased out, he said, adding that the 
International Trade Center is de- 
signed foremost as a convention cen- 
ter with a supporting hotel. 


Among the other facilities being 


considered for the complex are a ten- 
nis club, swimming pool, health club, 
art gallery and possibly a bowling al- 
ley.

Grove Village which then led to Califor- 
nlo.

What drugs arc available in Arlington 


Heights? Duckholz chuckled, "What do 
you want? It's here, all of It. Grass, 
downers, ncld. smack (heroin), arc all 
here. The big thing Is grass because it Is 
so plentiful; but the kids want the down- 
ers, the sedatives." 


"TIIKKE'S A UTTLK heroin around. 


Not much, but one addict is like a time 
bomb walking around. He'll steal any- 
thing from anybody. They'll take any 
drug, but they seem to want downers. 
They may try them once or twice be- 
cause of pressure from friends. If they 
lake them more often they arc usually 
looking for an escape and downers will 
give them that." he said. 


"You want to know the reason these 


drugs arc available. Look, the problem 
comes when a manufacturer can make 2 
million pills when he's got a demand for 
only a million of them. Where In the hell 
docs he expect those pills to go? Where 


the hell are the controls. He's making 
more pills than he's got calls for," Buck- 
liolz said. 


According to Buckholz, the affluent 


suburbs create special drug enforcement 
proHems. 


"The law had to be changed because of 


the situation out here. Before it was a 
crime to sell drugs. Now it's also a crime 
to give them away. They pass out sam- 
ples. They share the goodies with their 
buddies. It's, 'Here, have a taste of the 
good stuff.'" 


THE TRADE art traffic extends be- 


yond the vision of the student drug user, 
Buckholz added. "The sellers arc profit- 
eering In this. A kid doesn't see it that 
way because he's buying from a peer. 
But who's he buying from? The big guys 
arc all chasing the big buck." 


The natural curiosity of the young has 


caused a modification in the juvenile bu- 
reau's preventive education program. 


"We used to go into the school a lot

drugs and make the kids more curious. 
We are starting to reach out to the par- 
ents to educate them," he said. 


Buckholz has taken his talks to PTA 


and civic service organizations. 


"We tell them what to look for. We 


show them pipes and the marijuana 
paraphernalia. We demonstrate the smell 
of grass and the incense that is used to 
cover it. The parent will then have some 
idea why the child's room smells like, 
that." 


Many of the juvenile cases brought to 


his attention, especially the ones in- 
volving the younger offender, are the re- 
sult of parents, bringing their child into 
the department. 


"THESE FOLKS come down here all 


torn up looking for some place to get 
help. We are. a public service department 
first of all," he emphasized. 


Whether the child is brought in by his 


parents or because of police action, the 
juvenile bureau aims toward counseling 
and rehabilitation rather than punish- 
ment. 


Buckholz said, "I keep a list of 


agencies we work with on referrals., 
These are places that work. They are 
available to these people in trouble." 


Some of the agencies work exclusively 


with the child, others call for family in- 
volvement. 


Few arrests result in actual court ac- 


tion If the child is ready and willing to 
accept the help offered through the bu- 
reau. 


The role of the juvenile bureau Is "ser- 


vice organization for the people. We edu- 
cate, protect, rehabilitate .and as a last 
resort prosecute," as Buckholz sees it. 


"YOU AND I both know what jails do 


to a person. Frankly, do you want to 
send a child to jail if he can be straight- 
ened out with counseling?" he asked. 


Counseling is not always the answer, 


Buckholz admits. There are failures, and 
offenders can become repeaters. But, 
Buckholz feels the effort has to be made 
to work with the child and his problem, 
rather than locking It away to fester. 


Buckholz summed up his philosophy 


when asked about an Ann Arbor, Mich., 
ordinance that calls for a $5 mail-in fine 
for marijuana offenses, much like paying 
a traffic ticket. 


"It all comes down to how much you 


care for kids. I think those laws are ter- 
rible. They're ridiculous. Either you've 
got standards or you don't. Just tell me 
how can you really care about your chil- 
dren when a law like that wtuld allow 
them to soak up drugs."
